@ Seasonally adjusted, preliminary estimates of 


August sales of refined petroleum products 
totalled 7.3 million cubic metres (m3), an 
increase of 6.4% over the month of July and the 
first gain since April. 


All but one of the four main products contributed 
to the August increase. Following consecutive 
declines in June and July, sales of motor gasoline 
were up 2.1% in August. Diesel fuel sales posted 
their first increase in the last four months (6.0%). 
Heavy fuel sales rose 47.0%, the second 
successive gain. Light fuel sales decreased 0.9% 
below July, the fourth decrease in as many 
months.

Preliminary estimates indicate that total sales of 
refined petroleum products rose 1.8% over 
August 1988, to 7.6 million m3. Three of the four 


main products contributed to this monthly 
increase. Motor gasoline sales were up 0.5% over 
August 1988, while diesel fuel sales rose 1.4%. 
Heavy fuel sales posted a gain of 51.4%, as a 
result of increased demand for this product for 
electricity generation. Light fuel sales decreased 
10.6% from August last year. 


@ Onacumulative basis, total product sales for the 
first eight months of 1989 were up 4.5% over 
those recorded during the same period last year. 
Within this total, heavy fuel sales climbed 25.3%, 
while sales of motor gasoline increased 2.7% and 
diesel fuel oil increased 1.9%. Light fuel sales 
were up 1.1% over last year.

Marketable production of natural gas in June 1989, 
at 6.8 billion cubic metres, was 9.6% higher than in 
June 1988. Exports registered their fourth 
consecutive increase, up 11.9% over June 1988 to 2.9 
billion cubic metres. Sales in Canada were up 11.5% 
over June 1988. As a result of these increases, year- 
to-date exports were 2.0% above comparable 1988 
levels, while Canadian sales were 9.9% higher than 
January-June 1988 sales. 

Preliminary figures indicate that production of 
crude oil and equivalent hydrocarbons in June 1989 
decreased of 0.1% from June 1988, to 8.1 million 
cubic metres.

January-March 1988 


Highlights 


In the first quarter of 1988, Canadian air carriers 
continued to report increasing levels of activity. 
Total passengers carried increased by 15.5%, 
from 7.7 million to 8.9 million, while hours flown 
rose by 14.3% over the first quarter of 1987 to 
436,000. 


In the first quarter of 1988, the unit toll market 
was dominated by the major air carriers and the 
affiliate networks. Air Canada and its affiliate 
network accounted for 53.5% of unit toll passen- 
gers carried in this quarter, while Canadian 
Airlines International Ltd. and its network 
accounted for 39.3%. Ifthe unit toll operations of 
Wardair are included in these data, these groups 
would account for 95.5% of the unit toll 
passenger market reported by Canadian air 
carriers. 

Compared to a year earlier, the non-seasonally 
adjusted economy fare index for domestic 
scheduled services for the first quarter of 1988 
advanced by 10.2%, while the discount fare index 
fell by 1.7%. For the international markets, the 
economy index rose 6.7% and the discount fare 
index rose 5.6%. 


During the first quarter of 1988, 61.9% of 
domestic scheduled passengers travelled on 
discount fares, up from 53.5% in 1987. More than 
two out of every three (71.3%) international 
scheduled passengers flew on discount fares.

July 1989 


The composite leading index was unchanged at 
144.9 in July, following a 0.1% dip in June. This 
leveling-off reflected a 1.2% jump in the unsmoothed 
version, the largest increase since December 1988. 
The sharpest improvements were registered in the 
manufacturing sector, reflecting widespread gains in 
demand after a sluggish first half. The steady 
performance of the composite index continues to be 
consistent with slow, moderate growth in the 
Canadian economy. 

The indicators of household demand continued 
to be mixed in July. The housing index posted a 
smaller decline in July (-2.2%), than in the previous 
two months, while furniture and appliance sales rose 
steadily. However, durable goods sales weakened, 
to post their largest decline in over seven years. 


Most of the manufacturing indicators were up in 
July. New orders of transportation equipment were 
particularly strong, while gains in consumer goods 
were also registered. The increase in new orders 
and shipments was largely met by a reduction of 
inventories, and was reflected in an increase in the 
ratio of shipments to stocks of finished goods. The 
average workweek edged down for the fifth straight 
month, reflecting a drop in overtime. 

The smoothed version of the United States 
leading indicator posted a third straight decline. The 
unsmoothed version, however, posted its first gain 
since April, reflecting higher consumer confidence, 
and orders for capital goods. Subsequently, 
industrial production in August registered its largest 
gain since April.

The 1988 issue of Homicide in Canada - A 
Statistical Perspective (85-209, $37), available today, 
is the first to report municipal homicide data 
according to Census Metropolitan Areas (areas with 
urbanized cores of at least 100,000 population). In 
1988, Edmonton ranked the highest (4.06) in terms 
of homicide rates for Canada’s 25 CMAs, followed by 
Regina at 3.70. Saskatoon (0.49) and London (0.86) 
showed the lowest rates. Though the annual 
publication only releases information for the 25 
Canadian CMAs from 1986-88, data from 1981-88 
are presently available.

In 1987, the average per-capita money income of 16 
of Canada’s 25 census metropolitan areas (CMAs) 
Surpassed the national average per-capita of 
$15,869. On the basis of per-capita personal income, 
an equal number of CMAs had higher than the 
national average ($18,071). 


Note to Users: 


Income Estimates for Subprovincial Areas, 1987 
(13-216) presents money income and personal income 
data on an aggregate and per-capita basis for 260 
countie¢s or census divisions, for 61 subprovincial 
regions, and for Canada’s 25 census metropolitan areas. 
Income is measured before and after tax. The after-tax 
concepts are money income after tax and personal 
disposable income. 

Money income encompasses such items as 
employment income, investment income and government 
transfer payments. Personal income is a broader concept 
derived from the System of National Accounts and 
includes certain non-monetary income items: income in 
kind, supplementary labour income (é.g., employers’ 
contributions to pension plans), and imputed rent of 
owner-occupied dwellings. Money income after tax is 
money income minus federal and provincial income taxes. 
Personal disposable income results from the removal of 
all direct taxes from personal income.

($11,824), Chicoutimi-Jonquiere ($11,829) and 
Saint John, New Brunswick ($11,949) were the 
CMAs with the lowest personal disposable 
income. 


@ Self-employment earnings as a percentage of 
money income averaged 6.1% at the national 
level in 1987. There were 26 census divisions in 
which the share was higher than 15%, with 20 of 
them in the Prairie provinces. This reflects the 
importance of the agricultural sector in Western 
Canada. 


e@ In 1987, the dependence on government transfer 
payments remained high in_ the Atlantic 
provinces, where transfers made up more than 
30% of the money income in 12 census 
divisions. The dependence reached a high of 
40.5% in Census Division Eight in 
Newfoundland. At the Canada level, government 
transfer payments as a percentage of money 
income was 13.9%. 


e For subprovincial areas, per-capita personal 
disposable income in Canada averaged $14,195, 
was lowest in Northern Saskatchewan ($7,218) 
and highest in Central Ontario ($16,427). 
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e The Canadian direct tax rate was 21.4% (i.e., 
direct taxeS aS a percentage of personal 
income), ranging from 11.8% in Parkland, 
Manitoba to 24.6% in Outaouais, Quebec. 


e Between 1985 and 1987, growth based on per- 
Capita personal disposable income was 9.6% for 


Canada. Among subprovincial regions, the area 


with the highest growth rate was South Coast - 
Burin Peninsula, Newfoundland (21.4%). 
Conversely, growth in South Central Manitoba 
was a scant 0.7%.

Second Quarter 1989 


Profits Summary (Seasonally Adjusted) 
Revised estimates for the second quarter of 1989 


show that operating profits of industrial corporations 
declined 11.4% ($1.1 billion) from — the 


Industrial Corporations — Financial Ratios 
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previous quarter, to a level of $8.4 billion. This 
followed an increase of 3.2% in the first quarter of 
1989 and declines of 1.1% in the fourth quarter and 
4.8% in the third quarter of 1988. The current level 
of profits is the lowest since the second quarter of 
1987. 

Sales were virtually unchanged in the second 


~ quarter, rising 0.2% to $236.5 billion. This compares 


to a 0.9% increase in the first quarter and an 
average quarterly increase of 1.7% throughout 1988. 

Of the 47 industry classes of industrial 
corporations, 21 recorded operating profit increases 
while 26 registered declines. The declines were 
widespread, with mining falling $0.3 _ billion, 
manufacturing $0.3 billion and the other industries 
(including wholesale, retail and services) declining 
$0.5 billion. 

The most significant profit declines were in metal 
mining ($383 million), and transportation equipment 
($190 million). The largest operating profit increase 
was in the electrical products industry ($73 million). 


Balance Sheet Data Summary - Corporations 
With Assets Exceeding $10 Million (Unadjusted) 


Total assets of industrial corporations rose $11.2 
billion to $585.4 billion in the second quarter. This 
followed an increase of $8.1 billion in the first quarter 
of 1989 and increases averaging $13.1 billion 
throughout 1988. 

On the liability side, bond financing advanced 
$3.6 billion, following a $0.6 billion decline in the first 
quarter and increases ranging from $0.4 billion to 
$5.6 billion in 1988. Share capital was up $1.1 billion 
in the second quarter of 1989, compared to a $1.6 
billion growth in the first quarter and advances 
averaging $1.2 billion in 1988. 


Financial Ratios 


Return on Equity (annualized): Profitability, as 
measured by the rate of return on shareholders’ 
equity, fell to 10.3% from 11.0% in the first quarter 
of 1989 and 12.7% in the final quarter of 1988. The 
Current ratio is the lowest since the 9.5% registered 
in the first quarter of 1987 and is largely due to the 
recent weakening in profits. 


Long-term Debt to Equity: The increase in this ratio 
to 58.7%, from 57.9% in the first quarter, indicates a 
weakening in corporate financial strength. The most 
recent low point in this ratio was 55.3% in the final 
quarter of 1987. It has increased in five of the six 
quarters since then.

Supply-Demand in Canada 
First Quarter 1989 


Highlights 


During the first quarter -of- 1989, Canadian 
production of primary energy reached 2 943 
petajoules (PJ), down 1.0% from the 
corresponding quarter of 1988. The decline 
resulted from lower production of primary 
electricity of 24 PJ (6.1%), and a fall in crude oil 
production of 18 PJ (1.9%). These declines 
were partly offset by an increase in natural gas 
production of 28 PJ (2.4%). Of the current 
quarter’s primary production, natural gas and its 
by-products contributed 41.6%, crude oil 31.8%, 
coal 13.8% and hydro and nuclear electricity 
12.6%. 


Exports of energy commodities for the first 
quarter 1989 declined 3.2% (38 PJ) from the 
year-earlier period, falling to 1 165 PJ. With the 
exception of coal, the exports of all primary 
energy products declined. These lower levels of 
exports during the first quarter of 1989, when 
compared to the corresponding quarter of 1988, 
were led by the decline in natural gas and its by- 
products (26 PJ or 5.9%), followed by crude oil 
(22 PJ or 5.6%) and electricity (14 PJ or 40.6%). 
Increased shipments of coal, which increased by 
26 PJ (11.7%), offset slightly the lower exports 
of the other commodities. Total energy imports 
for the first quarter of 1989 were 382 PJ, with 
coal and oil accounting for 72.38%. The trade 
balance of energy products in the first quarter 
stood at +783 PJ, a decline of 67 PJ from a 
year earlier. 


The amount of energy available for Canadian 
consumption rose 83 PJ (3.4%) from the 
corresponding quarter of 1988, to 2 503 PJ. Per- 
capita consumption (based on _ population 
estimates at the beginning of the quarter) stood 
at 95.9 gigajoules, 2.1% above the first quarter a 
year earlier. 


Energy and non-energy use in the industrial 
sector increased by 15 PJ (1.2%) to 714 PJ in 
the first quarter over the level of a year earlier, 
with non-energy used accounting for 10 PJ or 
70% of the increase. 


e Residential and farm use (excluding motor 
gasoline and diesel fuel) was up 24 PJ or 5.0% 
in the first quarter of 1989 when compared to the 
same period of 1988. Transportation uses 
(including all aviation fuel use) over the same 
period increased 8 PJ to 435 PJ (1.8%).

Labour Force Survey 
September 1989 


Overview 


Estimates from Statistics Canada’s Labour Force 
Survey indicate little overall change in the labour 
market for September 1989 after relatively strong 
employment growth over the last four months. The 
unemployment rate edged down to 7.3. 


Employment 


For the week ended September 16, 1989, the 
seasonally adjusted level of employment decreased 
slightly to 12,541,000 (-20,000). The employment/ 
population ratio decreased by 0.2, to 62.1. 


e Employment decreased by an estimated 30,000 
among persons aged 15 to 24 and increased by 
10,000 for those aged 25 and over. The decline 
in employment was concentrated among women, 
while employment for men remained virtually 
unchanged. 


Full-time employment fell by 36,000, with slightly 
larger declines posted among women (-21,000). 
An increase of 45,000 was noted in part-time 
employment, with gains concentrated among 
women (+ 28,000). 


Small employment declines were evidenced in 
most economic sectors with the largest occurring 
in trade (-16,000) and public administration 
(-20,000). Increases were seen in construction 
(+ 22,000) and in services (+ 34,000). 


The seasonally adjusted level of employment 
increased by 17,000 in British Columbia and 
8,000 in Ontario. It decreased by 9,000 in 
Alberta and 4,000 in Manitoba. Little or no chan- 
ge was noted in the other provinces. 


Unemployment and Participation Rate 


The seasonally adjusted estimate of unemployment 
declined by 14,000 in September 1989 to 987,000 
and the unemployment rate edged down to 7.3. The 
participation rate declined 0.2 to 67.0. 


e Seasonally adjusted estimates of unemployment 
fell by 12,000 among women, particularly for 
those in the 15 to 24 age category (-9,000). 


e The unemployment rate declined 0.5 among 
women aged 15 to 24 due to a drop of 1.8 in 
their participation rate. Little change was noted 
among men and adult women. 


e The estimated number of unemployed decreased 
by 17,000 in Ontario and 7,000 in British 
Columbia. Unemployment increased by 11,000 in 
Quebec and 3,000 in Newfoundland. It showed 
little or no change in the other provinces. 


e The unemployment rate declined by 0.5 in British 
Columbia to 8.3. Declines were also noted in 
New Brunswick (12.3) and Ontario (4.8), and the 
rate edged down slightly in Alberta (7.0). The 
unemployment rate rose by 1.2 in Newfoundland 
to 17.0, and by 0.4 in Manitoba to 7.2. Smaller 
increases were posted in Nova Scotia (10.3), 
Quebec (9.1) and Prince Edward Island (14.2). 
The rate remained unchanged in Saskatchewan 
(7.2).

Strong year-over-year gains were 
noted in_ transportation, Communication, and 
other utilities (+9.4%), while a decline was 
noted in primary industries other than agriculture 
(-4.0%). 


e The estimated number of unemployed fell by 
45,000 (-4.7%), to 901,000. 


e The unemployment rate declined by 0.4, to 6.7. 
e The participation rate increased by 0.2, to 66.8, 


and the employment/population ratio rose by 0.6, 
to 62.4. 
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Student Data 


From May to September inclusive, data on the 
participation of students in the labour market are 
collected through the Labour Force Survey. Persons 
aged 15 to 24 who were attending school full-time in 
March 1989 are asked additional questions. The 
information is compiled for two. categories of 
students: (1) those who plan to return to school in 
the fall of 1989; and (2) those who do not plan to 
return to school at that time, or are uncertain of their 
intentions. 


Returning Students 


@ The unemployment rate, unadjusted for seasonal 
variations, was estimated at 9.5 for September, 
down 0.4 from the previous year. The rate 
declined 0.4 for both students aged 15 to 19 
(10.0) and those aged 20 to 24 (7.8). 


@ Employment among returning students was 
estimated at 740,000, an increase of 32,000 over 
last year. The employment/population ratio rose

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Divorces in Canada 
1987 


In 1987, 86,985 divorces were granted in Canada, an 
11.3% increase over the number granted in 1986 
and the highest number of divorces ever recorded in 
Canada. Since the first comprehensive divorce 
legislation came into force in 1968, the annual 
number of divorces in Canada has risen steadily, with 
the exception of a decline that occurred from 1983 
through 1985. 

When 1987 divorces are expressed in terms of a 
rate per 100,000 married females aged 15 and over 
in the population, the highest divorce rates were 
observed in Alberta (1,588) and British Columbia 
(1,572) and the lowest in Newfoundland (757) and 
Prince Edward Island (812). 


Among the provinces, the largest increase in the 
divorce rate between 1986 and 1987 was observed 
in Newfoundland (62%), followed by the increases in 
Manitoba and Prince Edward Island (28%). Alberta 
was the only province that experienced a decline in 
the divorce rate (4%). 


A further analysis of the characteristics of 
persons obtaining a divorce in 1987 will be published 
in the second issue of Health Reports (82-003, 
$25/$100), due to be released in the new year. Also 
at that time, the 1987 standard table of marriages 
and divorces (Billing number 41032, $10) will be 
available.

Seasonally Adjusted 


Adjusted for seasonal fluctuations and _ the 
number of trading days, preliminary estimates 
indicate that sales of all new motor vehicles 
totalled 120,000 units in August 1989, a modest 
decline of 0.3% from the revised level a month 
earlier. In August, passenger car sales posted a 
3.4% increase, while commercial vehicle sales 
declined by 7.2%. 


New motor vehicle sales fluctuated markedly 
during the first eight months of 1989, 
experiencing a generally downward _ trend, 
especially during the last four months. 


On an origin basis, sales of North American 
passenger cars recorded a gain of 1.0% in 
August 1989 to 54,000 units, while sales of 
imported passenger cars increased 8.4% to 
27,000 units. The increases followed three 
consecutive monthly declines for both. 
The 7.2% decline by commercial vehicles 
followed a 3.7% gain in July.

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Note to Users: 


The short-term trend provides a clearer picture of the 
direction and rate of change in new motor vehicle sales. 
It is calculated by the X-11 ARIMA seasonal adjustment 
program. Essentially, the calculation involves a weighted 
moving average which smooths irregular fluctuations in 
the seasonally adjusted data. The trend for the last month 
is however not shown in the chart since it may change 


direction as succeeding months are added. 


North American Vehicles: Motor vehicles manufactured 
or assembled in North America. These vehicles may be 
built by domestic or foreign-owned companies.

Sales of all new motor vehicles totalled 122,000 
units in August 1989, down 6.0% from the year- 
earlier level. Passenger car sales recorded a 
decline of 4.0%, while commercial vehicle sales 
decreased 10.3%. 


Unit sales of imported passenger cars increased 
2.0% over the level in August 1988, as a gain in 
imports from “other countries" (+17.3%) more 
than offset a decrease in sales of Japanese cars 
(-2.6%). North American passenger cars 
decreased by 7.3% from their year-ago level. 


The overseas share of the Canadian passenger 
car market rose to 37.6% in August 1989, from 
35.4% a year earlier. 


Seven provinces registered lower unit sales of 
motor vehicles in August 1989 compared to 
August 1988. Gains were recorded in British 
Columbia (+ 2.4%), Alberta (+ 0.9%) and Prince 
Edward Island (+ 0.4%). 


For the first eight months of 1989, total new 
motor vehicle sales decreased 4.1% from the 
same period last year to 1,044,000 units. Sales 
of domestic passenger cars were down by 5.1% 
to 478,000 units, while imported passenger car 
sales dropped 4.4% to 225,000 units. 
Commercial vehicle sales totalled 342,000 units 
during this period, down 2.6% from a year 
earlier.

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Estimates of Labour Income 
July 1989 


The July 1989 preliminary estimate of labour income, 
which is approximately 50% of Gross Domestic 
Product (GDP) in the National Income _ and 
Expenditure Accounts, increased 8.2% over July 
1988 to $29.2 billion. This rate of growth, while less 
than the year-to-year change of 9.5% in June, was 
similar to the average year-to-year change recorded 
in the first half of 1989. 


Highlights 
Seasonally Adjusted 


@ The seasonally adjusted estimate of wages and 
salaries! for July 1989 declined by 0.6% from 
June. Large retroactive payments due to contract 
settlements in federal administration in June 
affected the May-to-June and the June-to-July 
monthly trends. 


@ Increases in wages and salaries were noted in 
transportation, communications and other utilities 
(1.7%), commercial and personal services 
(1.3%), education and related services (1.0%) 
and health and welfare services (1.1%). 


e Wages and salaries declined in mines, quarries 
and oil wells by 2.1%, and in_ federal 
administration and other government offices by 
22.6%. The latter decrease was the result of 
large retroactive payments made in June.

e The July 1989 year-to-year growth in wages and 
salaries was 8.4%, similar to the average year- 
to-year change recorded in the first half of 1989.

e Decelerations in yearly growth rates were noted 
in mines, quarries and oil wells, construction and 
federal administration and other government 
offices. The latter industry showed a significant 
deceleration compared to the June year-to-year 
change; however the July rate was much 
stronger than the average increase in the first 
five months of the year. 


e All provinces and territories showed 
decelerations in their year-to-year growth rates 
compared to the previous month.

A decrease in the Vancouver price index contributed 
to a drop of 0.1% in the Canada Total New Housing 
Price Index in August 1989. 

The New Housing Price Index (1981 =100) for 
Canada stood at 150.0 in August, down 0.1% from 
July 1989. Vancouver, with a monthly decrease of 
1.6%, contributed significantly to this decrease. 
Calgary (1.7%) and Edmonton (0.9%) registered the 
largest monthly increases of the cities surveyed. 

Between July 1989 and August 1989, the 
estimated house only index decreased by 0.2%,

Pre-tax profits of all Canadian corporations advanced 
by 33% to $85.9 billion in 1987. This increase 
followed increases of 5% in 1986, 1% in 1985 and 
40% in 1984. 

The investment holding company industry and 
the mineral fuels industry together accounted for 
55% of the overall increase in profits in 1987. The 
increase in manufacturing profits slowed to 15% in 
1987 following the 34% surge in 1986. 


Industry Highlights 


@ Investment and holding company profits 
increased $6.6 billion following a similar strong 
increase in 1986. The bulk of the increase in 
1987 came from extraordinary gains from the 
sale of investments, while 1986’s profit gains 
were equally attributable to extraordinary gains 
and dividend revenue. 


@ The mineral fuels industry’s profit of $3.8 billion 
was a Significant improvement over its 1986 loss 
of $2.1 billion. The improvement in world oil 
prices was the primary factor in its profit 
turnaround. 


e Within the manufacturing industries, the major 
contributors to profit increases were: the paper 
and allied industries ($1.8 billion); the chemicals 
industries ($772 million); and the primary metals 
industries ($654 million). Decreases of $1.3 
billion in the transportation equipment industry 
and of $1.4 billion in the petroleum and coal 
industries were the major contributors to the 
lower rate of increase in profit in the 
manufacturing industries. 


Revenues 


In 1987, revenues of Canadian corporations 
increased by 8%. The rate of increase of corporate 
revenues has remained moderate since the recovery 
from the 1982 recession. Corporations in the 
financial industries registered a 9% gain and 
corporations in the non-financial sector registered an 
increase of 8%. 


Industry Highlights 


@ Mining rebounded in revenue growth in 1987, 
posting a 10% gain after a decrease of 28% in 


1986 and increases of 5% in 1985 and 15% in 
1984. The improvement in the mining industries 
was the result of improvements in selling prices 
for base metals and crude oll. 


@ Trade revenues maintained an upward trend with 
an increase of 10% in 1987 following similar 
increases in 1986 and 1985. 


e@ Manufacturing posted a revenue gain of 6% in 
1987, an improvement over the 3% gain in 1986. 
Improved selling prices and strong markets 
contributed to the improvements in the primary 
metals, wood, and paper and allied industries. 
Lower demand and sales incentives contributed 
to the decreases recorded in the transportation 
equipment industry. 


e@ The insurance and real estate agencies and real 
estate developers accounted for $4.8 billion of 
the $9.8 billion increase in revenue for the 
financial industries in 1987. 


Assets 


The growth of $164 billion in total assets of Canadian 
corporations in 1987 followed the pattern of a 
constant 10% increase, as was found also in the 
previous three post-recession years. 


Industry Highlights 


@ Mining experienced an increase of 7% in assets 
in 1987 - mineral fuels increased by 6% and 
metal mining grew by 11%. 


@ The manufacturing industries had a 7% growth in 
their assets in 1987. Increases were registered in 
paper and allied industries (17%), transportation 
and equipment industries (14%), electrical 
products industries (18%), wood industries 
(19%) and primary metals industries (7%). In 
contrast, the petroleum and coal industries had a 
decrease of 10%. 


e The financial industries’ assets increased by 
11% in 1987, less than the gain of 14% in 1986 
but equal to the gains of 11% in 1985 and 8% in 
1984.

Corporation Taxation Statistics 
1987 


Income taxes declared by corporations in Canada 
climbed 15%, to $16.1 billion in 1987. Taxable 
income rose 13% to $45.7 billion, while before-tax 
profits of corporations subject to tax were up 33% to 
$81.5 billion in 1987. Profits grew faster than taxable 
income, principally as a result of a substantial 
increase in non-taxable capital gains. 

The 13% increase in taxable income in 1987 
followed a 2% decline in the previous year. This 
marks the biggest change since the economic 
recovery in 1983 and 1984 when taxable income 
increased by 20% and 24% respectively. 


Income Taxes 


Income taxes rose 15% in 1987, resuming their 
upward climb after stalling at the $14 billion level in 
1985 and 1986. Taxes had been increasing at rates 
ranging from 9% to 20% in the three years prior to 
1985. 

Federal income taxes rose 15% to $11 billion, 
closely paralleling the change in taxable income. 
Provincial taxes were up 17% to $5 billion, led by 
Alberta, where increases in both taxable income and 
tax rates led to a 55% jump in taxes. 


Industry Highlights 


The growth of income taxes was concentrated in the 
financial, mining and manufacturing industries in 
1987. Financial industries accounted for $1 billion of 
the total $2.1 billion increase. 


e Taxes in the financial industries amounted to 
$3.6 billion in 1987, an increase of 37% over the 
previous year. This follows increases of 31% in 
1986 and 26% in 1985. Investment holding 
companies and real estate operators and 
developers continued to be the major 
contributors.

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@ In mining, income taxes amounted to $1.2 billion, 
more than a third higher than the previous year 
but still well below the 1985 peak of $3 billion. 
In 1986 taxes fell to their lowest level in 10 years 
in the wake of the plunge in oil and gas prices. 


@ In manufacturing, income taxes rose by 6% to 
$4.9 billion. Year-over-year increases in excess 
of 60% in the paper and allied, wood, and 
petroleum and coal industries were offset by the 
transport equipment industry, where taxes fell to 
the lowest level since 1983. 


Taxable Income By Region 


Taxable income increased in all regions in 1987 with 
increases ranging from 8% in Ontario to 29% in 
British Columbia. 

Underlying the overall change in Ontario were 
increases of 42% in construction and 34% in 
finance, tempered by a decrease of 6% in 
manufacturing. In British Columbia the forestry- 
related industries, finance, transportation and 
communications all contributed to the broadly based 
29% gain. 

Taxable income allocated to Quebec rose 18%, 
led by increases in the financial and manufacturing 
industries. In the Prairie provinces, the beginning of 
the recovery of the oil and gas industry in Alberta 
was the major factor leading to the 13% rise in 
taxable income.

At 144.0, the August price index for residential 
construction building materials (1981=100) was 
down 0.6% from the revised figure for the previous 
month, but was 2.4% higher than a year ago. 

The most significant price movements between 
July and August were decreases in prices for metal 
roofing and siding, structural and architectural metal 
products, carpets, and lumber. 

Between August 1988 and 1989, prices for 
mechanical materials rose 4.7%, due primarily to 
increases for plumbing fittings, copper pipe and 
fittings, sanitaryware, and hot water equipment. 


Prices for electrical materials increased 3.1%, mainly 
due to incandescent lighting fixtures. Architectural 
materials were up by 2.7%, due mainly to increases 
in prices for plywood, clay bricks and blocks, and 
wooden doors. Structural materials rose 0.4%, 
mainly because of increases in prices for ready-mix 
concrete, nails, tacks and staples, and particleboard.

The price index for non-residential construction 
building materials (1981=100) dropped to 143.6 in 
August, down 0.6% from the figure for the previous 
month, but 2.4% higher than a year ago. 

Between July and August 1989, there were 
significant decreases in prices for metal roofing and 
siding, building wires and cables, structural and 
architectural metal products, and foamed and 
expanded plastics. 

Between August 1988 and 1989, prices for 
mechanical materials rose 3.7%, principally due to 
increases in elevator and escalator equipment, 
plumbing fittings, sanitaryware and hot water heating 


equipment. A 2.4% increase in the prices of 
architectural materials was due mainly to plywood, 
thermal insulations, clay bricks and blocks, and 
polyethylene sheets. Prices for electrical materials 
were up by 2.4%, due mainy to incandescent lighting 
fixtures and building wires and cables. Structural 
materials were up by 1.5%, which was _ largely 
attributable to increases in prices for ready-mix 
concrete and bolts, nuts, and screws.

Elementary-secondary School 
Enrolment 
1987-88 


The 1987-88 school year marked the second 
consecutive in which elementary-secondary school 
enrolment has increased, following declines which 
began in the early seventies. 

This enrolment increase resulted primarily from 
growth at the pre-elementary and elementary levels, 
as enrolment at the secondary level increased only 
slightly in 1987-88. 

Since 1970-71, total public enrolment decreased 
by 960,000 students (17%). Private enrolment grew 
by more than 84,000 (59%) over the same period, 
and federal schools by over 15,000 (54%).

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Farm Product Price Index 
August 1989 


The Farm Product Price Index (1981 = 100) for 
Canada stood at 97.4 in August, down 5.0% from the 
revised July level of 102.5. This was the largest 
month-to-month decrease in the overall index since 
August 1985. The crops index dropped sharply, as 
lower Canadian Wheat Board (CWB) initial prices 
came into. effect. The livestock index also 
decreased. The August 1989 total index stood 3.4% 
below the year-earlier level of 100.8.

Crops 


The crops index fell 11.5% in August to a level of 
81.0, as both the cereals and oilseeds indexes 
recorded sharp declines. Lower CWB initial prices 
for the 1989-1990 crop year (August 1 to July 31) 
were largely responsible for the decrease. The 
crops index stood 10.8% below the August 1988 
level of 90.8. Crop prices were at their highest 
levels in four years during the 1988-89 crop year, as 
a result of last summer’s drought in North America.

e The cereals index stood at 69.8 in August, a 
14.9% drop from the July level of 82.0, and 
14.3% below the year-earlier level of 81.4. 
Prices for No. 1 C.W. Red Spring Wheat 
delivered to the CWB were reduced by 8.8%, 
while those for No. 1 C.W. Amber Durum Wheat 
fell 21.1%, No. 1 C.W. (Feed) Barley decreased 
29.2% and Special Select C.W. Two Row Barley 
dropped 36.1%. Associated with the decrease in 
initial prices were prospects for lower export 
prices. Favourable growing conditions in North 
America compared to last summer have 
improved prospects for a larger harvest in 1989. 


e The oilseeds index fell 5.3% in August, the fifth 
consecutive monthly decline. Decreases in 
soybeans and canola prices more than offset an 
increase in flaxseed prices. Prospects for a 
larger oilseed crop than last year contributed to 
the price decreases. At 90.9, the oilseeds index 
was 24.9% below the year-earlier level. 


Livestock and Animal Products 


The livestock and animal products index decreased 
0.1% in August to a level of 112.5, as a decline in 
cattle prices offset a rise in hog prices. Poultry and 
egg prices declined, while dairy prices remained 
stable. The livestock index has moved in a relatively 
narrow range since November 1987, despite 
substantial fluctuations in the prices of some of its 
component parts. 


e Cattle prices decreased 0.5% in August, only the 
second month in the last seven to have shown a 
decline. Despite the decrease, the August cattle 
index remained 0.6% higher than the previous 
year’s level of 111.7. Reduced cattle slaughter 
in North America over the first eight months of 
1989 has contributed to the upward trend in 
cattle prices. 


e The hog index rose in August for the fourth 
consecutive month. With the 1.3% increase in 
August, hog prices have risen 29.0% above the 
April 1989 level, which was the lowest in nine 
years. Associated with the August price increase 
was the release on June 30 of the United States 
Department of Agriculture’s “Hogs and Pigs" 
Report, which indicated that the number of 
market hogs on farms at June 1, 1989 was 1.1% 
lower than the June 1, 1988 number. 


Note to Users: 


The Farm Product Price Index is a measure of the month- 
to-month change in the prices received by producers 
from the sale of agricultural commodities, as measured at 
the point where ownership first Changes hands. They 
include any bonuses or premiums which can be attributed 
to specific commodities, but exclude any storage, 
transportation, processing and handling charges which 
are deducted before the producer is paid. The index is 
not a measure of pure price change (since prices can 
vary as a result of Changes in price, quality, or a 
combination of the two), but a measure of the change in 
the return to producers per unit of product marketed. 

A Laspeyres formula is used in calculating the index, 
which therefore expresses current farm prices as a 
percentage of the prices prevailing in the base period. 
Currently, the index is based upon products which 
accounted for about 95% of the value of farm cash 
receipts in each province during the 1981-84 period. 

Approximately 80% of the monthly price data used in 
the index are collected from administrative sources, 
including the Canadian Wheat Board, the Canadian Grain 
Commission, Agriculture Canada, provincial Departments 
of Agriculture, marketing boards and other federal and 
provincial agencies and boards. The remaining price 
data are obtained from a monthly survey of producers 
across Canada. Survey respondents are asked to report 
the average prices prevailing in their neighbourhoods as 
of the middle of the month. 

Comparisons of current index numbers with those 
prior to August 1988 should be made subject to the 
following caution. The prices used in the index for wheat, 
oats and barley sold to the Canadian Wheat Board (CWB) 
subsequent to July 1988 are initial prices only. CWB initial 
prices represent a minimum guaranteed price to 
producers for grain delivered to the Board during the 
crop year (August 1 to July 31) regardless of the price at 
which the Board is able to sell the grain. At the end of 
the crop year the Board, after accounting for the 
expenses it incurs in purchasing and marketing the grain, 
distributes any surplus to producers in the form of a final 
payment. The final payments, if any, on the 1988-89 crops 
will not be paid to producers until January 1990 and will 
not be reflected in the index until the release of the 
March 1990 numbers. As a result, any comparison of the 
cereals, total crops and total index numbers over time 
should consider that major upward revisions to these 
series are possible as wheat, oats and barley prices are 
revised to include the value of final payments.

August 1989 


Production by Canadian manufacturers of all types of 
deodorized oils in August 1989 totalled 52325 
tonnes, an increase of 13.8% over the 45 978 tonnes 
produced in July 1989. The 1989 year-to-date 
production totalled 390452 tonnes, a decrease of 
3.5% from the corresponding 1988 figure of 404 598r 
tonnes. 

Manufacturers’ packaged sales of shortening 
totalled 10136 tonnes in August 1989, up over the 
8907 tonnes sold the previous month. The 
cumulative sales-to-date were 7/7782 _ tonnes,

Unionization and Women in the 


Service Sector 
1981-86 


The unionization rate for women who held a full-year 
job in the service sector increased from 36% in 
1981, to 44% in 1986. 

“Unionization and Women in the Service Sector" 
is one of the six studies featured in the Autumn 1989 
issue of the new quarterly, Perspectives on Labour 
and Income (75-001E). This study looks at 
unionization among women during the 1980s. Trends 
by occupation and industry are examined for full-time 
and part-time workers, aS are the earnings of 
unionized and non-unionized workers. 


Highlights include: 


@ From 1981 to 1986, the number of women in full- 
time, year-round clerical jobs dropped by 9%. 
Over the same period, the unionization rate for 
this group rose from 34%, to 42%. 


@e In the service sector, women in non-unionized 


full-year jobs earned on average 21% less per 
hour than their unionized counterparts in 1981. 
By 1986, the difference had increased to 27%. 


e Among women employed throughout 1986 in 
unionized jobs, average hourly earnings were 
slightly higher for part-time workers than for full- 
time workers. Higher wages in lieu of benefits for 
some part-time workers may have contributed to 
the difference.

In August 1989, a total of 71 Canadian urban transit 
systems with gross annual total operating revenues 
of $500,000 or more (subsidies included) carried

Milling and Crushing Statistics 
August 1989 


Milling: 


Total wheat milled in August 1989 was 199531 
tonnes, down 16% from the 236 495 tonnes milled in 
August 1988. 

The resulting wheat flour production decreased 
15% to 149399 tonnes in August 1989 from 175 506 
tonnes in August 1988. 


Crushing: 


Canola crushings for August 1989 amounted to 
101871 tonnes, up 40% over the 72721 tonnes 
crushed in August 1988. The resulting oil production 
increased 40% to 41319 tonnes, from 29 618 tonnes 
in August 1988. Meal production increased 41% to 
58 370 tonnes, from 41 314 tonnes in August 1988. 

Soybean crushings for the same month 
increased 9% to 66 957 tonnes in 1989, from 61 394 
tonnes a year earlier. As a result, oil production 
increased 14% to 12544 tonnes in August 1989, 
from 11049 tonnes in August 1988. Meal production 
also increased, up 11% to 51392 tonnes from 
46 317 tonnes in August 1988.

Seasonally adjusted preliminary _ statistics on 
Canada’s international merchandise trade, on a 
balance of payments basis, showed that exports rose 
3.4% in August, to $11.5 billion. The cumulative 
total of exports for 1989 increased to $93.4 billion, 
2.4% over the level of $91.2 billion recorded for the 
same period in 1988. After consecutive decreases 
between January and June, wheat exports reversed 
in July (+$7.2 million) and jumped by nearly $100 
million in August. 

Imports rose 6.7% in August, to $11.3 billion. 
The revised figure for imports in July was $10.6 
billion, down 4.2% from June. The cumulative total 
for the first eight months of 1989 was $89.2 billion, 
up 6.3% over the $83.9 billion total posted during the 
corresponding period of 1988. 

Canada’s trade balance in August showed a 
surplus of $204 million, a decline of $325 million from 
July. The January to August surplus was $4.3 billion, 
compared to $7.4 billion for the same period in 1988. 
Canada’s surplus with the United States dipped 


under the $700 million mark for the second time this 
year, while Canada posted a growing deficit with all 
non-OECD countries.

January-June 1989 


Exports of automotive products increased 1.1% or 
$210 million, to total $19.9 billion for the first six 
months of 1989. Exports of cars fell $1.0 billion to 
$8.2 billion, while exports of trucks increased $421 
million to $4.2 billion, and exports of parts, tires and 
tubes increased $819 million to $7.4 billion. 

Imports were down 5.4% ($1.1 billion) from the 
first six months of 1988, to $20.1 billion. Imports of 
parts, tires and tubes dropped $1.2 billion, to $11.6 
billion. Imports of trucks fell $126 million, to $1.7 
billion, while imports of cars increased $216 million, 
to $6.7 billion. 

Trade in automotive products resulted in a $218

Highlights of the first issue of Focus on Culture 
include: 


Recording Industry 


@ In 1987-88, recordings with no Canadian content 
produced by _ foreign-controlled companies 
generated sales of $216.5 million, compared to 
$25.9 million for Canadian-controlled companies 
recordings with no Canadian content. 


However, total sales reported by Canadian- 
controlled companies increased by 58% over the 
previous year, while sales reported by foreign- 
controlled companies decreased by 9%.

The highest labour force participation rate for youth 
was found in economic region 560 (encompassing 
the counties of Oxford,. Elgin. and. Middlesex). The 
average participation rate for Canada was 67.9%. All 
economic regions west of Quebec except for one 
had a participation rate of 60% or higher for youth.

Consumer Price Index 
September 1989 


National Highlights 

The All-items Consumer Price Index (CPI) for Canada 
increased by a marginal 0.1% between August and 
September, to attain a level of 152.6 (1981 =100). 
The latest increase matched that observed in August 
and was noticeably lower than the advances of 1.0%, 
0.5% and 0.7% in May, June and July respectively. 
Four of the seven major component indexes 
registered increases ranging from 0.1% for housing, 
to 0.8% for recreation, reading and education. The 
Transportation and the Health and Personal Care 
indexes remained unchanged, while the Food index 
fell by 0.4%. 

In seasonally adjusted terms, the All-items index 
rose 0.2%, up slightly compared to the 0.1% increase 
noted in August. 

The year-over-year advance in the CPI between 
September 1988 and September 1989 was 5.2%, the 
same rate as last month. The compound annual rate 
of increase based on the seasonally adjusted index 
levels over the latest three-month period (June to 
September) was 4.0%, considerably slower than the 
5.7% increase reported in the three-month period 
ending in August. 


Food 

The Food index fell by 0.4% following a decline of 
0.6% reported the month before. The latest change 
resulted from a drop of 0.7% in the index for food 
purchased from stores partly offset by a gain of 0.3% 
in the index for food purchased from restaurants. 

A major part of the 0.7% decline in the index for 
food purchased from stores was due to reductions of 
13.7% in the Fresh Vegetables and 5.6% in the Fresh 
Fruit indexes. Last year, the index for fresh 
vegetables fell by 6.9%, while that of fresh fruit was 
down 1.3% in September. The greater seasonal 
declines this year resulted from a generally better 
domestic harvest compared to the drought-reduced 
one of 1988. Lower prices were also reported for 
pasta products, cereal grains, canned soup, fish, 
prepared and ready cooked meat and pork. Some 
portion of the overall downward pressure was offset 
by higher prices noted for beef, chicken, cured meat, 
selected dairy products, eggs, bakery products and 
soft drinks. 

Over the 12-month period, September 1988 to 
September 1989, the Food index rose by 2.9%, down 
from the increases of 3.1% in August and 4.1% in 
July. The latest rise resulted from increases of 2.0% 


in the index for food purchased from stores and 5.2% 
in the index for food purchased from restaurants. 


All-items excluding Food 

On a month-to-month basis, the increase in the All- 
items excluding Food index slowed to 0.2% in 
September, from the 0.3% rate in August. The major 
upward contributors were increases of 0.8% in the 
Recreation, Reading and Education index, 0.1% in the 
Housing index and 0.3% in the Clothing index. The 
Tobacco Products and Alcoholic Beverages index 
rose by 0.2%, while the Transportation and Health 
and Personal Care indexes registered no changes. 

A large proportion of the 0.8% increase in the 
Recreation, Reading and lEducation index was 
explained by an average 7.1% advance in university 
tuition fees. Increases in tuition fees varied across 
universities from 3.6% to 22.0%, except in the 
province of Quebec where fees have remained 
unchanged for several years. Higher prices for books 
and cablevision services were also reported. A part 
of the overall rise was dampened by lower prices for 
selected recreational equipment, as well as for home 
entertainment equipment (television and _ video 
machines). 

Large offsetting movements accounted for the 
0.1% rise in the Housing index. A major proportion of 
the upward pressure resulted from advances in the 
Rented Accommodation index (0.4%), the Owned 
Accommodation index (0.1%), and the Household 
Operation index (0.3%). The Owned Accommodation 
index reflected a large impact from higher mortgage 
interest costs. This was offset, to a considerable 
extent, by lower charges for house maintenance and 
repairs. The Household Operation index was affected 
by higher charges for child-care and _ custodial 
services. A fall of 1.5% in furniture prices contributed 
noticeably to a moderation in the overall movement 
for Housing. 

The Clothing index climbed by 0.3% in September, 
reflecting increases of 0.3% in the Women’s Wear 
index, 0.8% in the Men’s Wear index and declines of 
0.9% in the Girls’ Wear index and 2.9% in the Boys’ 
Wear index. The price of clothing materials and 
notions also advanced. Most of the latest increase 
has been associated with new Fall clothing lines. 
However, the increase was dampened by price 
declines for women’s coats and jackets (world wide 
over-production of fur pelts and changes in consumer 
tastes) and men’s pants (intensive competition in the 
market for jeans).

The Tobacco Products and Alcoholic Beverages 
index rose by 0.2%, as British Columbia increased 
cigarette taxes on September 1st and the province of 
Quebec increased the mark-up on wines. The Health 
and Personal Care index registered no change, as a 
rise of 0.4% in the Health Care index, due largely to 
advances in dental care charges, was offset by a fall 
of 0.2% in the Personal Care index. 

The Transportation index also remained 
unchanged, as the impact of a 0.4% rise in the 
Private Transportation component was offset by a fall 
of 3.3% in the Public Transportation component. In 
the first group, higher prices for new automobiles and 
increases in automobile rental charges accounted for 
the increase. At the same time a small decline in 
gasoline prices was_ reported. For private 
transportation, air fares fell by an average 7.0%, 
reflecting seasonal declines. 

Over the 12-month period, September 1988 to 
September 1989, the All-items excluding Food index 
advanced by 5.8%, slightly faster than the 5.7% 
increase reported for each of the 12-month periods 
ending in June, July and August. 


Goods and Services 

The Goods index fell by 0.1% in September, following 
a 0.2% decline in August. The Service index rose by 
0.3%, compared to the 0.4% increase observed in 
August. Over the 12-month period, September 1988 
to September 1989, the Goods index rose by 4.5%, 
the same as in August, while the

Services index advanced by 6.1%, virtually the same 
rate as reported in June, July and August. 


City Highlights 

Between August and September, movements in the 
All-items indexes for cities for which CPIl’s are 
published varied from a fall of 0.3% in Saint John, to 
a rise of 0.8% in Charlottetown/Summerside. The 
decline in Saint John resulted from significant 
reductions in its Food and Transportation indexes. 
Higher than average increases in the Housing and 
Clothing indexes for Charlottetown/Summerside led to 
its above average result. 

Between September 1988 and September 1989, 
increases in the All-items indexes for cities ranged 
from a low of 4.0% in St. John’s and Quebec City, to 
a high of 6.2% in Toronto.

St. John’s 

The All-items index fell 0.1%, due largely to declines 
in three of the seven major components. A sharp 
decline in the Food index was mainly the result of 
lower prices for pork, prepared meats, pasta, cereal 
products, fresh produce and soft drinks. The 
Transportation index fell overall, reflecting decreased 
fares for air and rail travel and lower prices for new 
cars. Declines in the costs of personal care supplies 
more than offset higher charges for dental care, 
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resulting in an overall decline in the Health and 
Personal Care index. Lower prices for household 
furnishings were also noted. Offsetting these declines 
were advances in post-secondary tuition fees, higher 
prices for clothing and increased charges for rented 
and owned accommodation. Prices for fuel oil and 
household equipment were also up. From September 
1988 to September 1989, the All-items index 
advanced 4.0%. 


Charlottetown/Summerside 

The All-items index rose 0.8%, as higher clothing 
prices and increased shelter charges were observed. 
The rise in the shelter index reflected higher fuel oil 
charges and_ increased rented and owned 
accommodation costs. Also contributing a notable 
upward impact were higher prices for personal care 
supplies, increased fees for cablevision service and 
higher fees for post-secondary education. Declines in 
the Food and Transportation components exerted a 
dampening effect. Decreased prices for fresh 
produce were the main cause of the decline in the 
Food index, while lower fares for air and rail travel 
resulted in a fall in the Transportation index. Since 
September 1988, the All-items index has risen 4.4%. 


Halifax 

The All-items index fell slightly (-0.1%). Lower overall 
food prices, especially for fresh produce, soft drinks, 
pork, cereal and bakery products, and fish, explained 
most of the downward movement. Also exerting a 
downward impact were lower fares for air and rail 
travel and decreased charges relating to owned 
accommodation. Declines in charges for dental care 
and personal care supplies were observed as well. 
Largely offsetting these declines were increased 
charges for fuel oil and rented accommodation, higher 
prices for furniture and for women’s and girls’ wear, 
and increased fees for post-secondary education. 
Advances in new car prices and in vehicle rental 
charges also had a notable upward impact. Between 
September 1988 and September 1989, the All-items 
index rose 5.4%. 


Saint John 

The All-items index fell 0.3%. Lower overall food 
prices, especially for fresh produce and soft drinks, 
were the largest contributing factor. The 
Transportation index also fell, mainly due to lower 
prices for gasoline and for air and rail travel. Partially 
offsetting these declines were higher fees for post- 
secondary education and for cablevision § service. 
Advances in household operating expenses and 
higher prices for women’s clothing and household 
textiles were also observed. Between September 


1988 and September 1989, the All-items index rose 
4.6%. 


Quebec 

Among the main contributors to the 0.2% rise in the 
All-items index were increased charges for rented and 
owned accommodation (the latter reflecting higher 
mortgage interest costs), higher prices for household 
equipment, and increased expenses relating to 
household operation. Advances in the costs of 
cablevision service, recreational equipment, and 
reading materials also exerted a notable upward 
impact. Prices for alcoholic beverages rose, as did 
the cost of new cars. The Food index remained 
unchanged overall, as higher prices for beef, chicken, 
sugar, dairy products, pork and restaurant meals were 
offset by lower prices for fresh produce and a decline 
in the prices of cereal and bakery products and soft 
drinks. | Moderating these overall advances were 
lower prices for clothing, household furnishings, and ~ 
personal care supplies. Declines in gasoline prices 
and air fares also had a dampening effect. Since 
September 1988, the All-items index has risen 4.0%. 


Montreal 

The All-items index fell 0.1%, with lower food prices 
exerting a major downward effect. The decline in the 
Food index was mainly due to lower prices for fresh 
produce, and, to a lesser extent, to lower prices for 
prepared meat products, pasta and cereal products. 
These declines were partially offset by higher prices 
for beef, chicken, bakery products, cured meats, and 
soft drinks. A decline in the Clothing index also 
exerted a downward impact. Largely offsetting these 
declines were increased charges for rented and 
owned accommodation (the latter reflecting higher 
mortgage interest costs), and higher prices for 
alcoholic beverages. Charges for cablevision service 
and reading materials also advanced. The 
Transportation component rose slightly, as advances 
were noted in new car prices and in vehicle rental 
charges, offset by a decline in air fares. Since 
September 1988, the All-items index has risen 4.6%. 


Ottawa 

Among the main contributors to the 0.3% rise in the 
All-items index were higher charges for rented and 
owned accommodation (the latter mainly due to 
higher mortgage interest costs), increased fees for 
university tuition and higher overall food prices. The 
rise in the Food index was largely the result of higher 
prices for dairy products, bakery products, cured and 
prepared meats, beef and restaurant meals. Also 
contributing an upward influence were advances in 
the prices of men’s and women’s wear, new cars and 
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vehicle rentals. At the same time, charges for air 
travel, household furnishings and personal care 
supplies declined. From September 1988 to 


September 1989, the All-items index advanced 5.1%. 


Toronto 

The All-items index rose slightly (0.1%), with most of 
the upward impact resulting from higher prices for 
men’s and women’s wear and increased fees for 
university tuition. Higher mortgage interest costs and 
increased charges for rented accommodation also 
had a considerable upward influence. Advances in 
the prices of new cars, increased vehicle rental 
charges, and higher prices for gasoline impacted 
notably as well. In addition, increased charges for 
reading materials, cablevision service and fuel oil 
were observed. Largely offsetting these advances 
were declines in overall food prices, air fares, and 
household furnishings and equipment costs. The fall 
in the Food index was mainly due to lower prices for 
fresh produce. Other price declines were noted for 
personal care supplies, recreational equipment and 
home-entertainment equipment. Since September 
1988, the All-items index has risen 6.2%. 


Thunder Bay 

The All-items index fell 0.2%, reflecting declines in 
the —_ Clothing, Transportation and Housing 
components. Within Transportation, lower air fares 
more than offset higher prices for new cars. The 
Housing index declined, mainly due to decreased 
charges for owned accommodation and lower prices 
for household furnishings and equipment. These 
declines were partly offset by increased charges for 
rented accommodation. Advances in post-secondary 
education fees and higher prices for reading materials 
and for personal care supplies had a notable upward 
influence. The Food index rose slightly, as higher 
prices for beef, prepared meats, bakery products, 
poultry and dairy products more than offset lower 
prices for fresh produce, cereal products and soft 
drinks. From September 1988 to September 1989, 
the All-items index advanced 4.9%. 


Winnipeg 

The 0.1% rise in the All-items index was largely due 
to advances in the Recreation, Reading and 
Education component, as well as in the Housing 
component. The rise in the former was caused by 
increased fees for post-secondary education, higher 
prices for reading materials, and increased charges 
for cablevision § services. The Housing index 
advanced as a result of higher prices for household 
furnishings and equipment, increased household 
operating expenses and an increase in_ rented 


accommodation charges. These increases were 
partly offset by a decline in charges for natural gas. 
Higher prices for personal care supplies also exerted 
an upward impact. Moderating these advances were 
declines in the Clothing, Food and Transportation 
indexes. The decline in the Clothing index reflected 
lower prices for women’s and men’s wear. Lower 
prices for fresh vegetables, and to a lesser extent, for 
bakery products, coffee, tea and fresh fruit explained 
the fall in the Food index. Within Transportation, a 
decline in air fares more than offset higher prices for 
gasoline and new cars. Since September 1988, the 
All-items index has risen 4.7%. 


Regina 

No overall change was recorded in the All-items 
index, due to a number of offsetting effects. The 
Housing index declined slightly, as decreased charges 
for owned accommodation and lower prices for 
furniture were only partially offset by advances in 
household operating expenses, rented 
accommodation charges, and household textile prices. 
Clothing prices declined on average, as did overall 
transportation costs. The latter reflected lower air 
fares, which were partly offset by higher prices for 
new cars and increased charges for vehicle 
maintenance and repairs. Higher prices for personal 
care supplies, increased fees for post-secondary 
education and higher prices for reading materials 
exerted a notable upward influence. The Food index 
remained unchanged overall. Since September 1988, 
the All-items index has risen 5.5%. 


Saskatoon 

The All-items index fell 0.2%, as declines were 
observed in four of the seven major components. 
The Food index fell, reflecting lower prices for fresh 
produce, soft drinks, chicken and pork. Overall 
transportation costs declined, as lower air fares more 
than offset higher vehicle rental charges. Declines 
were also observed in the Clothing and Housing 
components, the latter reflecting decreased charges 
relating to owned accommodation and lower prices for 
furniture. | Moderating these declines were higher 
prices for personal care supplies, increased university 
tuition fees and higher charges for cablevision 
services. The cost of reading materials also 
advanced. Since September 1988, the All-items 
index has risen 4.6%. 


Edmonton 

The All-items index registered a marginal 0.1% rise. 
Increased housing charges, higher fees for post- 
secondary education, and increased charges for 
cablevision services were among the major 
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contributors to the rise. Within housing, increases 
were noted for rented accommodation charges, 
mortgage interest costs, and new house opprices. 
Higher household operating expenses and increased 
prices for household textiles also exerted a 
considerable upward effect. Higher prices were noted 
as well for men’s wear, women’s wear and personal 
care supplies. Dampening the impact of these 
increases were declines in the Food ~= and 
Transportation indexes. Food prices fell, on average, 
due to lower prices for fresh produce, coffee, eggs, 
fish and pork. The decline in the Transportation index 
was mainly due to lower air fares, but these were 
largely offset by higher prices for new cars and 
increased charges for vehicle rentals. Since 
September 1988, the All-items index has risen 5.1%. 


Calgary 

Higher food prices and increased housing charges 
were among the main contributors to the 0.6% rise in 
the All-items index. Within Food, higher prices were 
observed for soft drinks, fresh fruit, dairy products, 
pork and poultry. The rise in the Housing index 
reflected increased charges for owned 
accommodation (largely due to increased mortgage 
interest costs and higher prices for new houses) and 
higher household operating expenses. Charges for 
rented accommodation advanced as _ well. Also 
contributing a notable upward impact were higher 
prices for men’s and women’s wear, increased 
university tuition fees, and higher prices for reading 
materials and for personal care supplies. The 


Transportation index fell marginally, as lower air fares . 


offset higher prices for new cars and increased 
charges for vehicle rentals. From September 1988 to 
September 1989, the All-items index has increased 
5.3%. 


Vancouver 

The All-items index rose 0.5%, with advances 
observed in all seven major components. A rise in 
the Food index, reflecting higher prices for poultry, 
beef, dairy products, sugar, cereal products and 
restaurant meals, contributed a notable upward 
impact. Other main contributors were higher fees for 
university tuition, increased charges for vehicle 
rentals, and higher prices for new cars. Advances 
were noted in the prices of men’s and women’s wear, 
cigarettes, furniture and household textiles. Rented 
accommodation charges were also up. Lower air 
fares and decreased charges relating to owned 
accommodation exerted a considerable moderating 
effect. Since September 1988, the All-items index 
has risen 4.7%. 


Victoria 

Increased housing charges and higher fees for 
university tuition were among the main contributors in 
the 0.4% rise in the All-items index. Within Housing, 
increased charges for owned accommodation were 
observed, along with higher household operating 
expenses and increased prices for furniture and fuel 
oil. Higher food prices were observed, most notably 
for beef, chicken, cereal products, dairy products, soft 
drinks and restaurant meals. Advances in the prices 
of cigarettes and men’s and women’s wear had a 
notable upward = influence. Higher recreational 
expenses and increased prices for reading materials 
were observed as well. The Transportation index 
declined slightly, as lower air fares more than offset a 
rise in vehicle rental charges and higher prices for 
new cars. Since September 1988, the All-items index 
has risen 4.7%.

Preliminary estimates indicate that retail sales 
increased a modest 0.2% in August 1989 to 
$14.5 billion, following a decline of 0.3% in July. 


During the last four months, retail sales have 
remained generally weak, advancing on average 
by about 0.2% on a monthly basis.

Shipments increased — slightly while inventories 
declined in August 1989. However, the rate of growth 
in the trend for inventories continued to parallel that of 
shipments. Both trends have slowed down from 
monthly increases of 0.4% in February 1989 to 
increases of 0.1% a month in July. 

Unfilled orders decreased by 0.8% in August, the 
fourth decline in the past five months. The trend 
continued to fall but at a slower rate than during the 
second quarter. 


Highlights 


Preliminary estimates indicate that Canadian 
manufacturers’ shipments were $24.8 billion in 
August, a slight increase of 0.3% following two 
months of declines. Durable goods industries, 
notably transportation equipment industries 
(+$176 million), accounted for most of the 
increase. The largest decrease occurred in the 
refined petroleum and coal industries (-$110 
million). The rate of growth in the short term trend 
has slowed from a monthly increase of 0.4% in 
March 1989 to 0.1% in June and July. 


August inventories were down 0.3% to $38.6 
billion. The electrical and electronic products, 
chemical products and refined petroleum and coal 
products industries were the major contributors to 
the August decrease. Similar to shipments, the 
rate of growth in the trend has continued to slow 
down, from 0.4% in February 1989 to 0.1% in 
July 1989. 


The inventories to shipments ratio decreased 
slightly, from 1.56:1 in July to 1.55:1 in August. 
The trend for the ratio remained stable at 1.55:1, 
reflecting the close relationship in the rate of 
growth between inventories and shipments. 


Unfilled orders decreased by 0.8% to $30.7 
billion in August, the fourth decline in the last five 
months. The electrical and electronic products 
and primary metal industries accounted for most 
of the decrease in August. The trend is still falling, 


but at a slower rate than in previous months, 
0.7% in July compared to an average of about 
1.0% a month between April and June 1989. 


The analysis of orders concentrates on unfilled 
orders rather than new orders because unfilled orders 
are more directly related to future production. In 
contrast, the change in new orders, as _ historically 
defined, is a function of the change in shipments and 
the change in unfilled orders for the current month 
and the previous month. Since this definition includes 
shipments for the current month, it is less directly 
related to future production. Also, if there is a large 
change in unfilled orders for the previous month, it 
may outweigh changes in shipments and unfilled 
orders for the current month. As a result, new orders 
are often more erratic and difficult to interpret than 
unfilled orders.

Preliminary estimates indicate that wholesale 
merchants’ sales for August 1989 were $16.6 
billion, an increase of 3.7% from August 1988. In 
the first eight months of 1989, cumulative sales 
were up 3.7% compared to the corresponding 
period in 1988. 


The three largest trade groups recorded 
increased sales over August 1988: other 
wholesalers (+12.3%), wholesalers of food 


(+4.2%) and wholesalers of electrical and non- 
electrical machinery, equipment and_ supplies 
(+2.2%). Three of the remaining six trade 
groups registered increases over a year earlier: 
wholesalers of metals, hardware, plumbing and 
heating equipment (+9.8%), wholesalers of 
lumber and building materials (+6.4%) and 
wholesalers of tobacco, drugs and _ toilet 
preparations (+ 2.1%). 


Wholesale trade increases between August 1988 
and August 1989 were posted in four out of five 
regions. British Columbia, the Yukon and the 
Northwest Territories showed the highest increase 
at 9.9% while a decrease of 3.4% was recorded 
in the province of Quebec.

Inventory levels in August 1989 were 3.4% higher 
than those reported in August 1988. The ratio of 
inventories to sales at the end of August 1989 
stood at 1.43:1, the same as recorded in the 
corresponding month of 1988.

$2.8 billion of Canadian bonds and over $600 million 
of Canadian stocks. Net foreign investment in 
outstanding Canadian bonds increased sharply to a 
record $2.0 billion, reflecting a surge in investment 
from Japan. Residents of Japan invested $1.1 billion 
in outstanding bonds, in contrast to a large net 
disinvestment in the previous four months. Net 
investment from the United States and Asia was also 
strong in August. Sales of new bonds (net of 
retirements) to non-residents were $0.8 billion, a shift 
from a net disinvestment of a similar magnitude in the 
previous month. Sales of new bonds increased, and 
retirements were down considerably from = an 
unusually high level in July.

Net foreign investment in Canadian stocks totalled 
$641 million in August, the largest amount this year.

In August, Canadian residents invested $1.4 billion in 
foreign bonds, which more than offset large net 
disinvestments in the previous two months.

Total operating expenditures on policing in Canada in 
1988 were approximately $4.39 billion, an increase of 
9.0% over 1987 and the largest annual increase in 
the past three years. From 1985 to 1988, 
expenditures on police services increased 24%, a real 
increase of 11% in policing costs after adjusting for 
inflation.

This $4.39 billion in policing expenditures 
translates into a cost of $169 for every Canadian. The 
average cost per officer for the 53,312 police officers 
was $82,334. 

Provincially, the per capita cost of policing was 
highest in Quebec, at $174, and lowest in Prince 
Edward Island, at $105. 

Of the total 1988 expenditures on policing, 81.5% 
was allocated to salaries, wages and benefits. In 
1988, the average first class constable’s salary was 
$36,854, a 5.2% increase over 1987. 

Within the Criminal Justice System, policing costs 
are approximately three times greater than those of 
the corrections sector and seven to eight times 
greater than those of the courts sector.

Preliminary estimates indicate that the number of 
non-resident trips of one or more nights to 
Canada in August 1989 was 2.6 million, down 
2.0% from August 1988. The U.S. market share 
represented 82% of the overall figure in August 
1989, even though overnight entries from the 
United States declined by 3.4% from the same 
period in 1988. On the other hand, entries by 
residents of other countries increased by 4.3%.

For the first eight months of 1989, overnight 
entries from the United States decreased 4.9% 
below the level recorded for the same period last 
year, marking the lowest cumulative figure since 
the year of Expo 86. At the same time, the 
number of one or more nights arrivals from 
countries other than the United States increased 
7.4% over the same period in 1988. Although 
arrivals from overseas countries continued to 
increase, the rate of growth was _ half that 
experienced in the first eight months of 1988. 


The number of overnight visits abroad by 
Canadian residents reached 2.4 million, 9.1% 
above August 1988. On a year-to-date basis, the 
volume has increased at a faster rate (10.5%) 
than during the comparable period in 1988 
(8.8%). 


Total trips to Canada by United States residents 
were 5.2 million in August 1988, down marginally 
from the same month in 1988. Overseas arrivals 
increased 2.9% over the same month last year, to 
a record 528,800. 


Total international trips to all foreign destinations 
by Canadian residents were 14.5% above last 
August, setting a new record level for the month, 
at 7.0 million re-entries.

Industrial Aggregate Summary 


The preliminary August 1989 estimate of average 
weekly earnings for all employees in the industrial 
aggregate’ was $489.06, an increase of 0.2% over 
July. Average weekly earnings increased by 5.0%2 
($23.42) over August 1988. This compares to an 
average year-over-year increase of 4.6% for the first 
eight months of 1989 and 4.8% for all of 1988. 

Canada industrial aggregate employment was 
estimated at 10,421,000, a decrease of 33,000 
(-0.3%) from July and a larger than usual decrease 
for this time of year. Employment increased 2.3% 
over August 1988.

Air Carrier Operations in Canada 
April-June 1988 


The number of passengers carried on unit toll 
services in the second quarter of 1988 increased 
6.8% over the second quarter of 1987, to 7.5 million. 
Passenger-kilometres reported on these services rose 
by 10.5%, to 12.1 billion in the second quarter of 
1988. The larger increase in passenger- kilometres 
means that the average trip length of passengers 
carried by Canadian air carriers on unit toll services 
increased over the second quarter of 1987. As unit 
toll connector carriers have become more established 
in the short-to-medium haul domestic markets in the 
last few years, the major carriers have been able to 
shift their capacity towards greater concentration on 
long haul domestic and international markets. 

The unit toll market continued to be dominated by 
the major air carriers and their affiliate networks. Air 
Canada and its network accounted for 53.1% of 
passengers carried, and 49.0% of passenger- 
kilometres. The share of unit toll passengers 
accounted for by Wardair was 4.6% in the second 
quarter of 1988, while that of passenger-kilometres 
was 11.5%. This represents an increase from their 
market shares of 3.2% (passengers) and 8.9% 
(passenger-kilometres) held during the second quarter 
of 1987. Wardair added several new Airbus A310s to 
its fleet early in 1988, allowing for a 50.8% increase 
in its available unit toll seat-kilometres over the 
second quarter of 1987, with only a relatively small 
decrease in charter passenger-kilometres. 

Compared to a year earlier, the second quarter 
1988 economy fare index for domestic scheduled 
services advanced by 9.2% in unadjusted terms, 
while the discount fare index fell by 1.1%. For the 
international markets, the economy and discount fare 
indexes rose by 5.8% and 1.3%, respectively. 

During the second quarter of 1988, 62.0% of 
domestic scheduled passengers travelled on discount 
fares, compared to 53.0% in 1987. Over two out of 
every three (67.5%) international scheduled 
passengers flew on discount fares.

and Unit Labour Cost 
1988 


Revised business sector estimates indicate a 1.5% 
increase in labour productivity (output per person- 
hour) and a 4.4% increase in unit labour cost in 1988. 
The strong business sector productivity performance 
recorded at the beginning of the expansionary phase 
of the current business cycle that began in 1983 was 
not maintained in recent years. With respect to unit 
labour cost, there is evidence of an acceleration 
beginning in 1986. 

Labour productivity estimates in the 
manufacturing industries show a moderate increase of 
1.7% in 1988, while unit labour cost increased 3.2% . 
Although there was a productivity recovery in 1987 
from the decline experienced in 1986, productivity in 
1987 and 1988 did not return to the high levels 
recorded in 1983, 1984 and 1985. There are 
indications that manufacturing unit labour cost has 
been decelerating since 1986.

The new estimate of business sector labour 
productivity growth at 1.5% for 1988 is substantially 
lower than the 2.9% preliminary estimate published in 
April 1989. This is more a reflection of a substantial 
change in the measure of employment than of 
changes in the economy. As a result of increasing 
difficulties in reconciling productivity, compensation 
per person employed, unit labour cost and 
independent estimates of wage increases, more use 
is now being made of employment estimates from the 
Labour Force Survey than of estimates from the 
Survey of Employment, Payroll and Hours. Previous 
employment estimates would have suggested a 3.2% 
increase in business sector productivity (in terms of 
output per person-hour) in 1988, compared to the 
1.5% growth using the new employment estimates. 

An article further explaining the reasons behind 
these changes will be published shortly in the 
Canadian Economic Observer.

Monthly Overview 


Gross Domestic Product at factor cost, at 1981 
prices, increased 0.3% in August, following a 0.2% 
gain in July and no growth in June. GDP in August 
1989 stood 2.4% above the level of August 1988, 
while the average for July and August was 0.4% 
above the second quarter level. About 80% of the 
August advance originated in services producing 
industries, which increased 0.4% in the month. 
Output of goods rose 0.1%. 


Services Producing Industries 


The 0.4% advance in services was the largest 
monthly gain of the year and followed increases of 
0.2% in each of the previous three months and no 
growth on average in the first four months of 1989. A 
little more than half the August gain originated in the 
finance, insurance and real estate industries. Higher 


output was also recorded in transportation and 
storage, wholesale trade, and communication 
industries. 


A 1.0% advance in the finance, insurance and 
real estate industries was the largest month-to-month 
gain since October 1987. This large increase 
stemmed mostly from higher activity among real 
estate agencies and brokers, stock exchanges, and 
security brokers and dealers. Following three large 
decreases in March, April and May, the resale 
housing market firmed in June and July and rose 
considerably in August. Increased volumes of trading 
on three Canadian stock exchanges in August 
contributed to the surge in output for stock 
exchanges. Security brokers and dealers also 
benefited from the increased trading, as well as from 
some large new stock issues. 

Following a 1.4% gain in July, output of 
transportation and storage industries advanced 1.1% 
in August. About a third of the growth originated in 
railway transport, mainly due to increased carloadings 
of grain, lumber, and automobiles and _ parts. 
Increased throughput of both crude petroleum and 
natural gas accounted for a gain in pipeline transport. 
The growth in storage industries resulted from higher 


output by grain elevators, especially terminal grain 
elevators, as exports of wheat were up substantially in 


August. 

Wholesale trade edged up 0.3% in August 
following a flat July. Wholesalers of petroleum 
products, hardware, electrical machinery, and 


miscellaneous products posted modestly higher sales. 

The gain in communication industries resulted 
primarily from output increases by telecommunication 
carriers and postal services. 

Following three consecutive monthly declines, 
retail trade output rose a slight 0.1% in August. Gains 
by food, department, hardware, and home furnishing 
stores were almost entirely offset by declines by 
general merchandise stores, new motor vehicle 
dealers, and miscellaneous retail stores. 

In the community, business and personal services 
industries, services to business management 
increased, while accommodation and food services 
fell. 


Goods Producing Industries 


Output by goods producing industries rose 0.1% in 
August, __ following 0.2% growth in July. 
Manufacturing, agriculture, and construction output 
rose, while mining, forestry, and public utilities all 
posted declines. 

Manufacturing production advanced 0.3% in 
August, primarily due to widespread gains by 
producers of non-durable goods. Output of durable 
goods was unchanged from the July level, as a 3.2% 
decline in production of electrical products offset 
higher production of transportation equipment, wood 
products and machinery. In the transportation 
equipment industry, manufacturers of motor vehicles 
and motor vehicle parts both posted moderate output 
increases. Similar gains in exports of passenger cars 
and motor vehicle parts were recorded in the month. 

The growth in agricultural output was mostly due 
to increased grain production. 

Widespread gains in construction industries 
resulted in an overall increase of 0.5% in August, 
following four consecutive declines averaging 0.6% 
per month. 

Mining output fell for the fourth consecutive 
month in August. Almost all of the weakness 
originated in developmental and exploratory drilling, 
which dropped to its lowest level since March 1987.

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Forestry output was down 3.8% in August, 
following a drop of the same size in the previous 
month. Lower housing starts over the last four months 
in both Canada and the United States, weak export 
demand for lumber, and widespread forest fires were 
all cited as factors contributing to the recent declines 
in forestry. 

A 0.8% decline in output by public utilities was 
due primarily to lower electric power generation. Low 
water levels across the country reduced the supply of 
electricity from some hydroelectric generating 
stations. As well, exports of electric power have been 
sharply reduced throughout 1989. Output of electric 


power in the first eight months of 1989 was 1.7% 
below the same period of 1988.

e Seasonally adjusted preliminary estimates of 
September sales of refined petroleum products 
totalled 6.7 million cubic metres (m3), a decrease 
of 7.2% from a month earlier and the first decline 
since the month of June. 


e All but one of the four main products contributed to 
the September decrease. Motor gasoline sales 
were down for the third time in the last four 
months, as volumes dropped 5.4% below August 
levels. Diesel fuel sales fell 5.3% to post the 
fourth decrease in the last five months. At the 
same time, heavy fuel sales fell 22.9%, following 
gains in July and August. Light fuel sales 
increased for the second time in as many months, 
rising 3.4% over August levels.

Heavy fuel sales posted a gain of 33.1%, as a 
result of increased demand for this product for 
electricity generation purposes. 


e With this September decrease, total product sales 
for the first nine months of 1989 are up 3.5% over 
those recorded during the same period last year. 
Within this total, heavy fuel sales have climbed 
26.5%, while sales of motor gasoline rose 1.9% 
and diesel fuel oil sales rose 1.5%. Light fuel sales 
are down 0.6% from last year.

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Industrial Product Price Index 
September 1989 


According to preliminary figures, the Industrial Product 
Price Index (IPPI, 1981=100) edged down 0.2% to 
130.9 in September, from the revised level of 131.2 
for August 1989. This was the third consecutive 
month-to-month drop in the index as a whole. Monthly 
declines of 1.8% for primary metal products and 0.7% 
for chemical products were partially offset by 
increases of 0.3% for petroleum and coal products 
and 0.3% for machinery and equipment. The 0.5% 
appreciation of the U.S. dollar relative to the Canadian 
dollar exerted upward pressure on the autos, trucks 
and other transportation equipment index (0.2%) and 
on the paper and paper products index (0.1%). 

Since September 1988, the IPPI has risen 1.5%. 
From its level of 3.9% in March 1989, the year-to- 
year rate has steadily decelerated during the past six 
months. The intermediate goods index continued to 
show a Steadily declining rate of yearly change, falling 
from 5.1% in March 1989 to 0.7% in September 
1989. This was largely due to the slowdown or 
decline in the price of non-ferrous base metals, which 
contributed to lowering the yearly rate of change for 
first-stage goods, from 12.5% in March 1989 to -1.4% 
in September 1989. On the other hand, the all 
finished goods index has remained fairly stable, with 
yearly rates of 2.5% in March 1989 and 2.8% in 
September. Excluding petroleum and coal products, 
the 12-month change was 1.1%. 


Highlights 


e@ The primary metal products index declined (1.8%) 
in September, as it has almost every month in 
1989, mainly in response to price decreases of 
20.4% for nickel products and 2.7% for aluminum 
products. This downward movement was 
moderated by a 10.0% price increase for copper 


and copper alloy products. During the past 12 
months, the primary metal products index has 
fallen 5.0%, with decreases ranging from 22.7% for 
aluminum products to 19.0% for nickel products, 
while the only significant increase was for copper 
and copper alloy products (15.5%). 


e The chemical products index dropped (0.7%) in 
September for the sixth consecutive month, 
primarily due to lower prices for industrial 
chemicals (-1.3%), reflecting the continuing 
downward movement of prices for a large number 
of synthetic resins and for organic industrial 
chemicals. During the past 12 months, the 
chemical products index has fallen 0.4%. 


e According to initial estimates, the petroleum and 
coal products index rose 0.3% during the past 
month, largely as a result of higher prices for fuel 
oils and other fuels. Over 12 months, the 
petroleum and coal products index has risen 6.3%. 


@ The machinery and equipment index rose 0.3% in 
September, principally because of a 0.3% increase 
for other industrial machinery, reflecting a 1.7% 
increase for construction machinery and equipment 
and a 0.3% increase for other specialized 
machinery and equipment. Since September 1988, 
the machinery and equipment index has risen 
4.1%.

Monthly Change 


The Raw Materials Price Index (RMPI, 1981 = 100) 
declined 2.6% between August and September, to 
a preliminary level of 99.2. The RMPI excluding the 
mineral fuels component fell by 1.4%. All 
components except non-ferrous metals dropped in 
September. The main contributors to the monthly 
change were: 


Mineral fuels were down 4.4%, mainly as a result 
of an estimated 5.5% decrease in crude mineral oil 
prices. 


The animal and animal products index was down 
2.6%, mainly as a result of lower prices for cattle 
for slaughter (-2.8%), hogs (-11.3%) and sheep 
and lambs (-4.1%). 


A decrease of 0.4% in the vegetable products 
index was Caused mainly by lower prices for grains 
(-2.1%) and soybeans (-1.8%). Partially offsetting 
these decreases were higher prices for fresh fruits 
(6.4%). 


The non-ferrous metals index was up 0.8%, the 
only component index that recorded a monthly 
increase. Higher prices for concentrates of copper 
(10.8%) and lead (4.0%) were partly offset by price 
decreases for virtually all other metals including 
precious metals.

Year-to-year Change 


e Between September 1988 and 1989, the RMPI 
increased 4.4%. The RMPI excluding the mineral 
fuels component declined 0.8%. The main 
contributors to the yearly change were: 


@ Mineral fuels were up 14.9%, due largely to 
higher prices for crude mineral oil (up 19.1%) that 
were partially offset by lower prices for natural 
gas (-1.6%). 


@ Increases in the prices for hogs (8.3%) and cattle 
for slaughter (4.1%) were largely responsible for 
the 2.0% rise in the index for animal and animal 
products. Partially offsetting these increases 
were lower prices for fur, hides and_ skins 
(-14.9%) and shellfish (-11.5%). 


e The vegetable products index declined 5.6%, due 
to lower grain (-13.0%) and oilseed (-23.2%) 
prices. 


e The non-ferrous metals index declined by 4.8% 
as prices for most of the metal concentrates have 
fallen; the most notable decreases were for 
radioactive concentrates (-30.5%), nickel 
(-14.1%) silver (-24.0%) and gold (-16.8%).

Year-over-year 


@ Employment in general government at the federal 
level increased 0.9% (3,500 employees) to 
387,400 in June 1989, from 383,900 a year 
earlier. General government includes depart- 
ments, agencies, boards, commissions, RCMP 
uniformed personnel and National Defence 
military personnel, but excludes government 
enterprises. 

e The number of permanent employees within the 
general government universe increased 0.3% to 
328,800, from 327,900 in June 1988. 

e Term employment continued its upward trend. 
The number of term employees hired for less than 
six months rose by 400 or 1.2%. Term employees 
hired for a period over six months increased at a 
higher rate of 12.4% or 2,200. 

e@ Significant year-over-year variations in general 
government employment were noted in the 
following departments:

The largest increase, totalling 1,200 employees, 
or 34% of the increase for federal government 
employment, was registered in the Department of 
Revenue Canada. Revenue Canada - Taxation’s 
increase was largely due to person-years being 
allotted to administer changes to the tax system 
introduced in the last budget. These tax changes, 
along with the implementation of the Canada- 
United States Free Trade Agreement, were also 
responsible for the increase in the number of 
employees at Revenue Canada - Customs and 
Excise. 


Decreases 


The increase in the Department of Employment 
and Immigration was largely due to the hiring of 
350 employees for the Immigration Refugee 
Board to eliminate the backlog of refugee claims 
and to operate the new immigration programs. 


The increase of 900 employees in the Department 
of National Defence accounted for 26% of the 
increase for federal government employment and 
was largely attributed to new recruitment at the 
entry level.

In June 1989, 
women represented 43% of the total employment 
and their number had grown to 123,000. At the 
same time, the number of women in_ the 
administrative support category declined 2% and 
now represent 54% of the female workforce. 
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e Since June 1983, the number of women in the 
executive, scientific and professional category has 
increased by 1,200 employees or 22%, to 6,900 
in June 1989. This represented 23% of the 
number of persons employed in this category, up 
from 20% in June 1983.

e During this same time period, the number of 
women in the administrative and foreign services 
category showed an increase of 4,800 or 25%. 
This brought the proportion of women in_ this

increased by 700 employees or 20%. The

The composite leading index rose 0.1% in August to 
144.8, after a 0.1% decline in July.

This pattern of little or no growth in the 
overall index is consistent with continued slow growth 
in the short-term. The unsmoothed version of the 
index rose for the second straight month. 

An upturn in household demand in August 
accompanied an easing of prices and steady gains in 
employment. Furniture and appliance sales continued 
to rise, in line with the gains in house sales and starts 
of single-family dwellings. Increased jobs in personal 
services also led the firming in business and personal 
service employment. Sales of durable goods 
continued to decline, as car sales remained sluggish. 

All of the manufacturing components firmed in 
August. Demand for manufacturers of automobile 
products rose in tandem with higher exports to the 
United States in the month. New orders for durable 
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goods and the ratio of shipments to stocks of finished 
goods both posted their second straight gain. The 
average workweek was stable after six straight 
declines. 

The United States leading indicator continued to 
edge down in August for the fourth consecutive 
month, although the unsmoothed version posted a 
second straight small increase. Preliminary data for 
September showed a further increase, largely due to 
a gain in the index of consumer confidence. 

The Toronto Stock Exchange index continued to 
accelerate in August (to 2.3%), while the real money 
supply recorded its fifth straight decrease.

Microwave ovens and video cassette recorders 
(VCRs) continue to rapidly gain favour among 


Canadian households. In 1989, almost two-thirds 
(63.4%) of households have a microwave oven, up 
from 53.8% in 1988 and 43.3% in 1987. Meanwhile, 
58.8% of households have a VCR, up from 52.0% in 
1988 and 45.2% in 1987. 


Other highlights from the report, Household Facilities 
and Equipment, 1989, released today, include: 


@ The compact disc (CD) player, the new leisure- 
time product, is now found in 11.6% _ of 
households, up from 7.9% in 1988. The growth 
rate of CD players, however, does not match that 
of VCRs when they were first introduced. 


@e Over the last 10 years, some household items 
have increased substantially in popularity. For 
example, in 1979, 76.7% of households have a 
colour television, compared to 96.1% in 1989. In 
fact, the proportion of households with two or 
more’ colour televisions (36.0%) has increased 
almost five-fold in 10 years. Other items showing 
growth include dishwashers (26.3% to 42.5%), 
automatic washing machines (60.5% to 74.1%), 
cable television (51.8% to 70.8%), and three or 
more telephones (5.7% to 29.7%). 


e@ ltems which are owned by relatively few 
households and have shown little or no change in 
popularity over the past decade _ include 
motorcycles (7.2% of households), snowmobiles 
(7.0%), boats (14.8%) and vacation homes 
(5.8%). 


e Electricity is the only principal heating fuel 
showing substained growth throughout the 1980s. 
It is now the primary heating fuel in 33.2% of 
dwellings, up from 31.8% in 1988 and 30.6% in 
1987. Piped gas is used to heat 44.3% of homes 
and oil is used in 17.7%. The use of electricity 
has grown significantly since 1988 in New 
Brunswick (45.8% to 49.6%) and Quebec (65.8% 
to 68.1%). 


Note to Users: 


The report, Household Facilities by Income and Other 
Characteristics relating household facilities and equipment 
data to income will be released in early 1990. The report 
contains distributions of households within income groups, 
by household type, region and other characteristics. 

A microdata file containing 1989 facilities and

e@ Air conditioning in homes has become more wide- 
spread. In 1989, 24.6% of households have air 
conditioning, an increase over 20.8% in 1988; 
11.2% have a window-type unit and 13.3% have 
a central unit. Air conditioning is most popular in 
Ontario where 43.8% of households have it, up 
from 35.6% in 1988, and in Manitoba where 
43.9% have air conditioning, up from 39.5% a 
year earlier. 


@ Cross-country skis, in 26.3% of households, are 
preferred to downhill skis (20.0%). Cross-country 
skis are most popular in Quebec (37.1%), while 
Alberta has the highest percentage for downhill 
skis (27.6%). 


@ Four in 10 (42.8%) households in Canada have a 
pet. Dogs are slightly more popular than cats, with 
23.3% of households having at least one dog and 
21.6% having at least one cat. Only 11.5% of 
households have other kinds of pets (birds, fish, 
etc.).

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Minority Language Education 
1987-88 


Minority Language Education (French) Outside 
Quebec 


From 1970-71 to 1987-88, overall enrolment in 
minority language programmes dropped 22%, 
from 196,000 to 154,000. However, in 1987-88, 
an increase of 2% (2,500 students) over the 
previous year was the first significant increase 
since statistics on minority language education 
have been collected. This upturn was _ primarily 
attributable to increases in minority language 
enrolment in New Brunswick and Ontario, each of 
which added 1,000 students. 


Between 1970-71 and 1981-82, despite a decline 
from 196,000 to 158,000 in numbers enrolled, 
participation in minority language programmes 
outside Quebec increased. This increase 
occurred because the school-age population with 
French as its mother tongue declined faster than 
enrolment in minority language programmes (from 
258,000 to 181,000). As a proportion of this 
population group, enrolment in such programmes 
rose from 76% to 87%. 


Between 1981-82 and 1986-87, minority language 
enrolment dropped by a further 7,000, from 
158,000 to 151,000. For the same period, the 
school-age population with French as its mother 
tongue remained constant at 181,000 for both the 
1981 and 1986 Census. As a result, the 
participation rate declined slightly, from 87% to 
83%. 


Minority Language Education (English) in Quebec 


Enrolment in English schools in Quebec has 
decreased steadily (56%), from 249,000 in 1970- 
71 to 108,000 in 1987-88. This decline was 
brought about by a combination of an overall 
reduction in the size of the school-age population 
and_ legislation requiring non-English mother 
tongue groups to attend French schools. 


e Between 1970-71 and 1986-87, the school-age 
population claiming English as its mother tongue 
also dropped, but not as dramatically (from 
207,000 to 134,000). These two factors caused 
the participation rate to decrease from 120% in 
1970-71, to 83% in 1986-87. 


e The 1986-87 school year marked the first time 
that participation rates in Quebec were lower than 
100%. Prior to 1986, the rates had consistently 
exceeded 100% as a result of enrolment in 
English schools exceeding the size of the school- 
age population with English as its mother tongue. 


French Immersion Programmes Outside Quebec 


e As_ the availability of French immersion 
programmes has_ increased, enrolment has 
followed suit, increasing annually by between 
10% and 20% over the past four years. Except 
for the territories, all provinces offered French 
immersion throughout the elementary grades by 
1981-82. By 1987-88, only the territories were not 
offering immersion in both elementary and 
secondary grades. 


e The number of schools with French immersion 
programmes was over 1,500 in 1987-88, an 
increase of 13% over the previous year. 


@ In 1987-88, 204,000 students were in immersion 
programmes, an increase of 10% (19,000 
students) over the previous year, and a 
considerable increase over 1970-71, when such 
instruction was practically non-existent. Increases 
were below the national level in New Brunswick, 
Ontario, Alberta and the Yukon. Gains elsewhere 
ranged from 12% in Saskatchewan, to 44% in 
Nova Scotia.

The Farm Input Price Index (1981 =100) for the third 
quarter of 1989 stood at a preliminary level of 117.0, 
up 0.9% over the previous quarter and an increase of 
3.4% over a year earlier. Six major group indexes 
rose, one declined and two remained unchanged. 


@ The index for interest was estimated to,have risen 
by 2.8% over the previous quarter, as the non- 
mortgage component rose by 4.3% and the 
mortgage component declined by 0.1%. 
Compared to its level a year ago, the interest 
index was up 18.4%, with increases of 28.9% for 
the non-mortgage component and 1.4% for the 
mortgage component. 


@ The animal production index, up 0.7%, had the

Overview 


Estimates from Statistics Canada’s Labour Force 


Survey indicate little overall change in the labour — 


market for October 1989. Employment was virtually 
unchanged, while the number of unemployed _in- 
creased slightly. The unemployment rate edged up to 
7.4, equalling the average rate for the third quarter of 
1989. 


Employment 


For the week ended October 21, 1989, the 
seasonally adjusted level of employment declined 
slightly, to 12,536,000. The employment/population 
ratio decreased (-0.1) to 62.0. 


@ Employment decreased by an estimated 23,000 
among men, while it increased by 18,000 among 
women. Overall, employment decreased by 
10,000 among persons aged 15 to 24, but 
remained virtually unchanged among those aged 
25 and over. 


There was little overall change in_ full-time 
employment, with a decrease of 26,000 among 
men offset by an increase of 20,000 among 
women. The 13,000 increase in_ part-time 
employment was concentrated among men 
(+ 12,000). 


The seasonally adjusted level of employment 
decreased by 12,000 in agriculture and 44,000 in 
public administration. Employment increased by 
22,000 in transportation, communication and other 
utilities and by 17,000 in finance, insurance and 
real estate. There was little or no change in the 
other sectors. 


Estimated employment declined by 9,000 in 
Manitoba and by 5,000 in Saskatchewan. There 
was little or no change in employment in the other 
provinces. 


Unemployment and Participation Rate 


The seasonally adjusted estimate of unemployment 
increased by 15,000 to 1,002,000. The unemployment 


rate edged up to 7.4 (+0.1) and the participation rate 
declined slightly (-0.1) to 66.9. 


e The seasonally adjusted estimate of  un- 
employment increased by 12,000 among persons 
aged 15 to 24, particularly among young women 
(8,000). There was little change in unemployment 
among men or among persons aged 25 and over. 


e The unemployment rate rose to 11.3 (+0.4) 
among persons aged 15 to 24 and was 
unchanged at 6.4 among those aged 25 and over. 


@ Unemployment was unchanged or increased 
slightly in all provinces except for Nova Scotia 
where it declined slightly. 


e The unemployment rate increased by 0.7 in 
Prince Edward Island (14.9) and by 0.5 in 
Manitoba (7.7). It also edged up in Newfoundland 
(17.2), Quebec (9.2), Ontario (4.9), Saskatchewan 
(7.3), Alberta (7.2) and British Columbia (8.4). 
The unemployment rate declined by 0.4 in Nova 
Scotia (9.9) and remained unchanged at 12.3 in 
New Brunswick.

Highlights 


Seasonally Adjusted 


Adjusted for seasonal fluctuations and the number 
of trading days, preliminary estimates indicate that 
sales of all new motor vehicles totalled 133,000 
units in September 1989, a sharp increase of 
10.6% over the revised August 1989 level. In 
September, higher sales were posted for both 
commercial vehicles (12.4%) and passenger car 
sales (+9.7%). During this period, manufac- 
turers’ incentives programs were at a_ high level. 


The significant gain in September followed a 
decline of 0.9% in August. In spite of the sharp 
gain in September, new motor vehicle sales 
decreased 2.7% in the third quarter compared to 
an increase of 4.3% in the second quarter. 


Monthly Sales of New Motor Vehicles, Canada, 


Seasonally Adjusted, in Units, 1986-1989 
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On an origin basis, sales of North American 
passenger cars recorded a gain of 16.5% in 
September 1989 to 64,000 units, while sales of 
imported passenger cars decreased 3.8%, to 
26,000 units. The September gain for North 
American passenger car sales constitutes the 
third consecutive monthly increase, while the 
decline in imported passenger car sales followed 
an increase of 8.2%. 


Note to Users: 


The short-term trend provides a clearer picture of the 
direction and rate of change in new motor vehicle sales. It 
is calculated by the X-11 ARIMA seasonal adjustment 
program. Essentially, the calculation involves a weighted 
moving average which smooths irregular fluctuations in the 
seasonally adjusted data. The trend for the last month is 


however not shown in the chart since it may change

North American vehicles: Motor vehicles manufactured 
or assembled in North America. These vehicles may be 
built by domestic or foreign-owned companies.

Sales of all new motor vehicles totalled 115,000 
units in September 1989, down 1.1% from the 
year-earlier level. Passenger car sales recorded 
a decline of 2.1%, while commercial vehicle sales 
increased 1.0%. 


Unit sales of North American passenger cars 
increased 3.8% over their level in September 
1988. Sales of imported passenger cars 
decreased 12.5% from the level in September 
1988, attributable to a 17.0% decrease in cars 
imported from “other countries" and to a 10.9% 
drop in Japanese cars. 


The North American share of the Canadian 
passenger car market rose to 67.7% _ in 
September 1989, from 63.9% a year earlier. The 
North American share grew mainly at the expense 
of overseas manufacturers from Japan, as their 
market share declined to 24.3% from 26.7% in 
September 1988. 


Six provinces registered lower unit sales of motor 
vehicles in September 1989 than in September 
1988. Gains were recorded in New Brunswick 
(+ 15.8%), British Columbia (+9.9%), Alberta 
(+2.1%) and Saskatchewan (+ 0.1%). 


For the first nine months of 1989, total new motor 
vehicle sales decreased 3.8% from the same 
period last year, to 1,159,000 units. Sales of 
domestic passenger cars were down by 4.3% to 
530,000 units, while imported passenger car sales 
dropped 5.2% to 250,000 units. Commercial 
vehicle sales totalled 379,000 units during this 
period, down 2.3% from a year earlier.

Price Index: Residential 
September 1989 


The Residential Construction Building Materials Price 
Index (1981=100) declined 0.1% from the previous 
month to 143.9 in September, but was 2.7% higher 
than a year ago. 

Between August and September 1989, there were 
a number of price decreases, notably for lumber 
(-0.7%), polyethylene sheets (-2.3%), concrete bricks 
and blocks (-0.4%) and ready-mix concrete (-0.2%), 
which more than offset increases for plywood other 
than Douglas Fir (0.5%), building wires and cables 
(0.9%), particleboard (0.3%) and roof trusses (0.2%). 

Between September 1988 and September 1989, 
prices for electrical materials rose 4.2%, due 
principally to increases for incandescent lighting 
fixtures (9.6%). A 3.8% increase in the price of 


mechanical materials was due mainly to plumbing 
fittings (8.3%), hot water heating equipment (7.4%) 
and sanitaryware (4.9%). | Architectural materials 
increased 3.0%, as a result of price increases for 
plywood (Douglas Fir 17.3% and other than Douglas 
Fir 27.7%), clay bricks and blocks (8.8%) and paints 
(10.7%). Structural materials increased 1.1%, 
attributable mainly to increases in_ prices for 
particleboard (13.2%), ready-mix concrete (2.6%) and 
nails, tacks and staples (7.0%).

Price Index: Non-residential 
September 1989 


The price index for non-residential construction 
building materials (1981=100) fell 0.1% from the 
revised figure for the previous month to 143.2 in 
September, but was 2.4% higher than a year ago. 

Between August and September 1989, a number 
of price decreases were observed, primarily for 
polyethylene sheets (-2.3%), iron and steel pipe 
fittings (-2.9%), ready-mix concrete (-0.2%) and 
concrete bricks and blocks (-0.4%), which more than 
offset increases in prices for building wires and cables 
(0.7%), plywood other than Douglas Fir (0.5%) and 
particleboard (0.3%). 

Between September 1988 and 1989, prices for 
mechanical materials rose 3.3%, mainly attributable to 
plumbing fittings (8.3%) and elevator and escalator 


equipment (2.7%). Prices for electrical materials 
increased 2.8%, primarily due to increases for 
incandescent lighting fixtures (9.6%) and building 
wires and cables (3.4%). Architectural materials were 
up 2.5%, due mainly to increases for plywood 
(Douglas Fir 17.3% and other than Douglas Fir 
27.7%), thermal insulations (10.6%) and clay bricks 
and blocks (8.8%). Structural materials rose 1.5%, 
mainy due to increases in prices for ready-mix 
concrete (2.6%) and particleboard (13.2%).

The Farm Product Price Index (1981 = 100) for 
Canada fell 2.5% in September, from the revised 
August level of 98.6. This second consecutive sharp 
monthly decrease was largely as a result of lower 
crop prices. The crops index dropped 4.4% in 
September and the livestock index also declined 
(-1.4%). The September 1989 total index stood 6.0% 
below the year-earlier level of 102.2.

Crops 


The crops index fell 4.4% in September to 78.1, as 
both the cereals and potatoes indexes fell sharply for 
the second straight month. As a result, the crops 
index stood 16.3% below the September 1988 level 
of 93.3. Prices for the 1989-90 crop year (August 1 
to July 31) have returned to levels similar to those of 
the 1986-87 and 1987-88 crop years. Prices were at 
their highest levels in four years during the 1988-89 
crop year as drought in North America reduced crop 
production. 


e The cereals index stood at 65.6 in September, a 
6.0% drop from the August level of 69.8 and 
21.1% below the year-earlier level of 83.1. The 
prices received by producers for deliveries of 
wheat to the Canadian Wheat Board were down, 
reflecting the lower grades of wheat marketed 
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during September. Most deliveries of wheat, 
exluding durum, in September qualified for an 
initial price between $135.21 and $150.21 per 
tonne, while most August deliveries qualified for 
prices between $155.00 and $159.21 per tonne. 


e The potatoes index fell 16.4% in September, 
following a 19.1% drop in August. Despite these 
decreases, the potatoes index (107.9) stood 
23.0% higher than the year-earlier level of 87.7. 
Associated with the price declines in August and 
September was the availability of supplies from 
this year’s potato harvest. 


Livestock and Animal Products 


The livestock and animal products index decreased 
1.4% in September to 112.5, as a sharp decline in 
hog prices offset a small increase in cattle prices. 
Poultry prices declined, while egg and dairy prices 
remained fairly stable. The livestock index has moved 
in a relatively narrow range since November 1987, 
despite substantial fluctuations in the prices of some 
of its components. 


e After four consecutive monthly increases, the hog 
index fell 7.7% to a level of 92.7. The index has 
dropped: between August and September in eight 


of the last nine years. Furthermore, the recently 
imposed countervailing duty placed on processed 
pork exported to the United States may be 
beginning to exert some downward influence on 
producer prices. Despite the price decrease in 
September, the hog index remained 4.2% above 
the year-earlier level of 89.0. 


e The cattle index stood at 112.7 in September, a 
0.2% increase from the August level of 112.5 and 
2.0% higher than the previous year’s level of 
110.5. Reduced cattle slaughter in North America 
over the first nine months of 1989 has contributed 
to the slight upward trend in cattle prices.

Financial Statistics of Community

1986-87 


In 1986-87, community college expenditures reached 
$3.5 billion, vocational schools spent $170 million and 
training expenses in hospitals totalled $75 million. This 
spending represented 0.7% of Canada’s Gross 
Domestic Product, virtually unchanged from the 
previous year. 

In comparison to the Consumer Price Index, 
which rose 4.1% in 1986-87, community college 
spending increased at more than twice that rate 
(9.8%), while vocational school expenses grew 5.5%. 
Hospital training costs were down slightly (-1.5%) 
from the previous year, as the number of hospitals 
offering training dropped from 297 to 273. 

More than 60% of community college and 
vocational schools’ budgets go for “salaries and 
benefits". However, as a proportion of total expenses, 
this item declined by two percentage points in 
1986-87 (to 64.9%) in community colleges, and by 
6.6 percentage points (to 61.9%) in vocational 
schools.

Education Price Index - Selected Inputs 
1987 and 1988 


The Education Price Index (EP!) for the elementary 
and secondary level rose 4.6% in 1988, to 144.7 
(1981=100). This continued an increase in growth 
which started in 1986. Overall, this trend was 
somewhat similar to that of the Consumer Price Index 
(CPl) except for 1988, when the CPI’s growth 
dropped slightly from the previous year. However, 
compared with the double-digit increases of the early 


1980s, the EPI’s growth has been relatively stable 
during the last six years (approximately 3% to 5%). 
Increases lagged slightly behind the CPIl’s in 1985, 
1986 and 1987, whereas the reverse was true for 
1988. 

Provincially, Prince Edward Island (8.9%) and 
Newfoundland (6.0%) recorded the largest 1988 EPI 
increases. By contrast, the two smallest increases 
were posted in Saskatchewan (2.5%) and Alberta 
(2.8%).

Air Carrier Fare Basis Statistics 
January-September 1988 (Preliminary Estimates) 


Data reported by three major Canadian air carriers - 
Air Canada, Canadian Airlines International Ltd. and 
Wardair - indicate that 64.0% of passengers carried 
on domestic scheduled services travelled on discount 
fares during the first three quarters of 1988, up from 
54.4% for the corresponding period in 1987. In terms 
of passenger-kilometres, discount fares accounted for 
69.1% of total volume in 1988; the comparable figure 
for the first three quarters of 1987 was 61.4%. 

Long-haul services in the domestic southern 
sector showed the highest rate of discount fare 
utilization - 71.8% of passengers in this traffic 
category travelled on a discount fare during the first 
three quarters of 1988. (This is on city-pairs, within 
the "deregulated" zone as defined in the new 1984 
Canadian Air Policy, involving distances of 800 
kilometres or more as determined by the flight coupon 
origin and destination.) 

The large increase in the proportion of discount 
fares in Canada during the first three quarters of 1988 
compared to the same period in 1987 can be 
attributed mainly to the intense competition between 
the three major carriers for market shares. Canadian 
Airlines International Ltd. with its restructured 
schedule, and Wardair with its enhanced schedule on 
high-density intercity routes, used price discounting to 
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compete with each other and with Air Canada, in 
order to acquire a larger market share of passenger 
traffic. Also, on the highly competitive long-haul 
transcontinental routes, such as Calgary-Toronto, 
Edmonton-Toronto, Montreal-Vancouver, Ottawa- 
Vancouver and Toronto-Vancouver, the number of 
discount fares offered increased notably. Buoyant 
discount fares were also the outcome of the ‘price 
wars’ between the Level | air carriers, which 
stimulated the increase of seat sales on domestic 
scheduled markets, where competition was 
particularly intense.

Passenger Bus and Urban Transit 
Statistics 
September 1989 


In September 1989, 71 Canadian urban transit 
systems with gross annual total operating revenues of 
$500,000 or more (subsidies included) carried 
129,227,336 fare passengers, an increase of 19.5% 
over the previous month. A comparison with the same 
period in 1988 showed a decrease of 3.4%. Operating 
revenues totalled $97,233,262, up 15.7% over August 
1989 and up 1.7% over September 1988. 

During the same period, 24 passenger bus 
carriers earning $500,000 or more annually from 
intercity and rural bus operations carried 1,444,585 
fare passengers, down 19.0% from the previous 
month and down 14.4% from the same month last 
year. Earnings of these carriers totalled $20,989,309, 
a 21.6% decrease from the August 1989 operating 
revenues, but an increase of 11.0% over September 
1988.

Assets 


The book value of assets held by the 3,695 
trusteed pension funds! at December 31, 1988 
was estimated at $157.8 billione, an increase of 
$14.2 billion (9.9%) over the year-earlier level. 
The 9.9% growth was the lowest recorded since 
the survey began in 1957 and the result of a 
substantial drop in the income generated from the 
sale of securities. 


Assets were held on behalf of approximately 3.4 
million active pension plan members, plus an 
undetermined number of persons who have 
retired or left their employment. Assets per active 
member increased from approximately $12,600 in 
1978, to $46,400 in 1988, or from $24,500 to 
$46,400 in constant 1988 dollars. 


Bonds (45%), stocks (27%) and short-term 
holdings (including cash) (13%) continued to be 
the major forms of investment. Although the 
amount held in bonds and stocks increased only 
moderately in 1988 (each up by less than 10%), 
short-term holdings grew by over 17%. This 
suggests that pension fund managers were 
holding a larger-than-usual portion of the assets in 
a very liquid form, awaiting developments in the 
capital markets. 


At market value, assets amounted to $166.9 
billion, up 11.4% over 1987. This follows an 
increase of just 4.9% in 1987, due primarily to the 
stock market adjustment in October of that year. 
As a result of that adjustment, the stocks portion 
of the asset portfolio declined 1.4% between 


These assets represent approximately 55% of the reserves 
of all employer-sponsored pension plans, the remaining 
45% being held by insurance companies or under the 
consolidated revenue arrangements used for certain public 
service plans.

1986 and 1987. In 1988, the market value of the 
stocks held by trusteed pension funds was up 
again, by 16.2%. 


Income and Expenditures 


Income of trusteed pension funds was estimated 
at $22.2 billion in 1988, down 5.3% from the 
previous year. The decrease in revenue, the first 
recorded since the survey began in 1957, is the 
result of a 68% drop in profits on the sale of 
securities. The full impact of the October 1987 
stock market adjustment is reflected in these 
1988 figures. Profits for 1987 remained high (1% 
over those of 1986) because of the amounts 
generated in the first nine months of the year. 
Income from the sale of securities constituted just 
7.2% of the total revenue in 1988, down from the 
high of 22.4% recorded two years earlier. 


The year-to-year increase in the contributions 
made by employers and employees has slowed 
somewhat in the 1980s, as has the growth in the 
number of active plan members (see below). 
These contributions, which constituted 62% of the 
income of trusteed pension funds in 1978, 
accounted for only 37% in 1988. The importance 
of the income derived from investments and 
consequently the potential impact of changes in 
the capital and financial markets has therefore 
been heightened. This source of income (which 
includes profit on the sale of securities as well as 
interest and dividends received) accounted for 
38% of the revenue in 1978 and 62% in 1988. 


Expenditures in 1988 were estimated at $9.2 
billion, up 18% from 1987. Over 80% of this 
amount was used to make pension payments and 
to purchase annuities, while another 13% was 
withdrawn from the funds for reasons such as 
termination of employment, discontinuation of the 
pension plan or change of funding agency. In the 
1970s, the average annual increase in 
expenditures was 15%, compared with 21% for 
income; in the 1980s, expenditures grew by an 
average of 18% each year whereas the 
comparable figure for income was only 10%.

Funds and Members 


The number of active members of trusteed 
pension plans, 3.4 million, was up 3% over that of 
1987. The growth in membership has slowed 
somewhat in the 1980s. From 1970 to 1980, the 
number of members climbed 72%; between 1980 
and 1988, a 12% increase was recorded. 


Public sector funds within the trusteed pension 
fund universe, although they accounted for only a 
small proportion of the total number of funds (211 
of the 3,695 in 1988), held over one-half of the 
assets and covered more the 40% of all active 
plan members.

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Non-Residential Building Construction 
Price Indexes 
Third Quarter 1989 


A 0.7% marginal third quarter rise in prices for 
non-residential building construction work in 
Canada was the smallest quarterly increase since 
the first quarter of 1985. The increase from the 
same quarter one year ago was 6.5%, slightly 
smaller than the year-to-year advances posted in 
the previous five quarters. 


Of the cities surveyed, Calgary (2.1%) and 
Edmonton (2.4%) once again recorded the largest 
increases in prices over the previous quarter. 
However, with Calgary at 111.0 and Edmonton at 
110.6, prices in these two cities have moved the 
least, relative to the base period (1981 = 100). 


Vancouver prices rose to an index of 127.2, an 
increase of 1.4% over the previous quarter and 
8.6% over one year ago. Respondents report 
that continuing investment from the Pacific Rim, 
while contributing to confidence in the British 
Columbia economy, is also adding pressure to the 
Vancouver construction industry.

Consumer Price Index 
October 1989 


National Highlights 


The All-items Consumer Price Index (CPI) for Canada 
rose 0.4% in October, to a level of 153.2 
(1981=100). This increase was greater than the 
0.1% observed in September and August. Six of the 
seven major components of the CPI registered 
increases, ranging from 0.1% for clothing and 
tobacco products and alcoholic beverages to 0.8% for 
housing. The Transportation Index fell 0.2%. Most of 
the 0.4% increase in the All-items Index was 
attributable to the advance in the Housing Index, due 
principally to an average 6.6% annual increase in 
property taxes. 

In seasonally adjusted terms the All-items Index 
rose 0.3%, up slightly compared to the 0.2% increase 
reported in September. 

The year-over-year advance in the CPI between 
October 1988 and October 1989 was 5.1%, down 
slightly from the 5.2% increase reported for each of 
August and September. The compound annual rate 
of increase based on the seasonally adjusted index 
levels over the latest three-month period (July to 
October) was 2.4%, down from the 4.0% for the 
three-month period ending in September. 


Food 


The Food Index advanced 0.4%, following declines of 
0.4% in September and 0.6% in August. The latest 
change resulted from increases of 0.4% in the index 
for food purchased from stores and 0.5% in the index 
for food purchased from restaurants. 

A large part of the 0.4% increase in the index for 
food purchased from stores resulted from a 6.8% rise 
in the Fresh Vegetables Index. Prices of salad-type 
vegetables (cucumbers, lettuce, tomatoes) rose, but 
their overall impact was moderated by price declines 
for storage-type vegetables (carrots, celery, potatoes 
and cabbages). Price increases were also observed 
for beef, pork, prepared and ready cooked meat, low- 
fat milk (mainly in Ontario), selected bakery products 
and breakfast cereal. Part of this overall upward 
pressure on food prices was offset by lower prices for 
fresh fruit (largely due to seasonally increased 
Supplies of apples), poultry. fish and soft drinks. 

Over the 12-month period October 1988 to 
October 1989, the Food Index climbed 3.3%, up over 
the 2.9% increase reported for September. The 


latest rise resulted from increases of 2.5% in the 
index for food purchased from stores and 5.3% for 
food purchased from restaurants. 


All-items Excluding Food 


On a month-to-month basis, the All-items Excluding 
Food Index advanced 0.4% in October, up over the 
0.2% rise in September. The increase of 0.8% in the 
Housing Index was the dominant factor in the latest 
change. A much smaller contribution resulted from 
the 0.7% rise in the Recreation, Reading and 
Education Index. The fall of 0.2% in the 
Transportation Index imparted a moderate downward 
pressure on the latest change in the All-items 
Excluding Food index. 

The bulk of the 0.8% rise in the Housing Index 
resulted from a 2.0% increase in the Owned 
Accommodation Index. Over two-thirds of the change 
in the latter was due to an average 6.6% annual 
increase in property taxes. which regularly affect the 
October CPI. Increases were also posted by all the 
other elements of the Owned Accommodation Index. 
Price increases were observed, as well, for rented 
accommodation, furniture, textiles and child care 
services. Part of the upward pressure on the Housing 
Index was offset by a seasonal decline of 5.4% in 
hotel motel accommodation rates and by a decrease 
in long-distance telephone rates. 

The Recreation, Reading and Education Index 
rose 0.7%. The Recreation Index rose 0.7%, 
resulting from price increases for photographic goods, 
selected recreational equipment and admission to 
hockey games and theatre performances. Fees and 
dues associated with the use of recreational facilities 
also rose. The Education Index increased 1.0%. 

Increases in the Health and Personal Care Index 
(0.5%), in the Clothing Index (0.1%) and the Tobacco 
Products and Alcoholic Beverages Index (0.1%) 
contributed moderately to the rise in the All-items 
Excluding Food Index. The first index registered 
increases in selected non-prescribed medicines as 
well as in toilet preparation and cosmetics. The 
second index reflected offsetting price movements. 
Higher prices were noted for women’s sportswear and 
footwear, as well as for men’s pants and footwear. 
These were offset by lower prices for women's coats, 
dresses, and foundation garments and men’s coats 
and suits. The marginal nse in the third major 
component index was due largely to higher wholesale 
prices for wines, partly offset by the strengthening in 
the exchange rate for the Canadian dollar.

The 0.2% decline in the Transportation Index was indexes for food, transportation and clothing. In 


largely the result of lower gasoline prices and a fall in 
passenger fares for travel by air and rail. At the same 
time, bus fares rose on several routes. Gasoline 
prices fell, as price wars were reported in several 
cities. The drop in air fares was due to increased 
seat sale activity and lower seasonal rates. Rail fares 
reflected winter discounts. 

Over the 12-month period October 1988 to 
October 1989, the All-items Excluding Food Index 
advanced 5.7%, down slightly from the increase of 
5 8°o reported the month before, but matching the 
rates reported for each of the 12-month periods 
ending in June, July and August. 


Goods and Services 


The Goods Index rose 0.3% in October, following a 
decline of 0.1% in September. The Services Index 
advanced 0.6%, up over the increase of 0.3% noted 
the month before. Over the 12-month period October 
1988 to October 1989, the Goods Index increased by 
4.6%, slightly faster than the 4.5% observed in 
September and August. At the same time, the 
Services Index increased 5.9%, slightly slower than 
the 6.1% rise reported in September. 


City Highlights 


Between September and October, movements in the 
All-items Indexes for cities for which CPls are 
published ranged from a fall of 0.1% in Calgary, to a 
rise of 0.7% in Quebec City and Ottawa. The drop in 
Calgary resulted largely from noticeable declines in its 


Quebec City, higher than national increases were 
registered for food and clothing. The greater than 
national increase in Ottawa’s Index was the result of 
an above average increase in the housing component. 

Between October 1988 and October 1989. 
increases in the All-items Indexes for cities varied 
from a low of 3.9% in Charlottetown’ Summerside, to 
a high of 6.0% in Toronto.

St. John’s 


The All-items index rose 0.3%, with a large part of the 
upward impact originating in the housing component. 
Advances in new house prices and mortgage interest 
costs were observed, as were higher prices for 
household furnishings and equipment. Increased 
clothing prices also had a notable upward impact. 
The Food Index advanced overall, as higher prices for 
soft drinks, beef, pork, fresh fruit and restaurant 
meals more than offset price declines for fresh 
vegetables, poultry, dairy products and bakery 
products. Fees and dues for the use of recreational 
facilities were up as well. Since October 1988, the 
All-items Index has risen 4.2%. 


Charlottetown/Summerside 
The All-items index rose by a marginal 0.1%. 


Advances in the housing component, most notably for 
property taxes. fuel oil prices, electricity charges and 
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mortgage interest costs. were observed. Higher 
household operating expenses and increased costs 
for household furnishings and equipment had a 
notable upward impact as well. Charges for rented 
accommodation advanced, while those for traveller 
accommodation declined. A rise in the Clothing 
Index, combined with higher prices for personal care 
Supplies and non-prescribed medicines, also exerted 
an upward influence. The Food Index declined 
overall, exerting a considerable downward effect, as 
lower prices for fresh produce, soft drinks, pork, 
prepared meat products, poultry, coffee and tea were 
observed. Declines in air fares and in charges 
relating to recreational activities were also noted. 
Since October 1988, the All-items Index has risen 
3.9%. 


Halifax 


Advances in the Housing, Food and Recreation, 
Reading and Education Indexes explained most of the 
0.2% rise in the All-items Index. Within housing, 
increased charges for owned accommodation were 
observed, reflecting higher property taxes and 
increased charges for homeowners’ maintenance and 
repairs. Prices for household furnishings also rose, 
while charges for traveller accommodation declined. 
Higher prices for fresh vegetables, beef, sugar, dairy 
products and restaurant meals were only partly offset 
by lower prices for fresh fruit, resulting in an overall 
rise in the Food Index. Higher charges for spectator 
entertainment and increased fees and dues for 
recreational activities also had a notable upward 
impact. The Clothing Index was up slightly. reflecting 
higher prices for women’s and boys’ wear. Air fares 
declined, exerting a considerable dampening effect. 
From October 1988 to October 1989, the All-items 
Index rose 5.0%. 


Saint John 


Increased Owned accommodation charges. most 
notably for property taxes, homeowners’ maintenance 
and repairs, and mortgage interest costs, explained a 
large part of the 0.1% rise in the All-items Index. 
Higher food prices also had a considerable upward 
impact, particularly for fresh vegetables, restaurant 
meals, beef, sugar, prepared meats, pork and soft 
drinks. Higher prices for recreational equipment and 
women’s wear, and increased costs relating to child 
care were also observed. Partially offsetting these 
advances were declines in the costs of gasoline, 
traveller accommodation, air travel, and personal care 
supplies. Between October 1988 and October 1989. 
the All-items Index rose 4.7%. 


Quebec City 


Advances in the housing and food components 
accounted for most of the 0.7% rise in the All-items 
Index. Higher property taxes, increased homeowners’ 
maintenance and repair costs and higher mortgage 
interest charges, combined with higher prices for 
household furnishings and increased costs for child 
care explained most of the rise in the Housing Index. 
Partly offsetting these advances were declines in 
charges for traveller accommodation and lower prices 
for long-distance telephone calls. Within Food, 
increases were observed in the prices of fresh 
vegetables, beef. restaurant meals, bakery products, 
prepared meats and fish. Prices for clothing and 
personal care supplies advanced, as did charges 
relating to recreational activities. From October 1988 
to October 1989, the All-items Index rose 4.5%. 


Montreal 


The All-items index rose 0.5%. Among the main 
contributors were higher food prices, most notably for 
fresh vegetables, beef, prepared meats, cereal and 
bakery products and restaurant meals. Increased 
clothing prices and higher fees for the use of 
recreational facilities were also noted. A rise in 
owned accommodation charges, increased prices for 
household furnishings and equipment, and higher 
child care charges resulted in a rise in the Housing 
index. This rise was dampened somewhat by lower 
charges for traveller accommodation and for long- 
distance telephone calls. Prices for personal care 
Supplies advanced, while fares for rail and air travel 
declined. Since October 1988, the All-items index 
has risen 4.6%. 


Ottawa 


Advances in property taxes. rented accommodation 
charges, household furnishings prices and child care 
expenses explained a large part of the 0.7% rise in 
the All-items Index. These increases were dampened 
slightly by lower charges for traveller accommodation 
and decreased costs for long-distance telephone 
calls. The Food Index was up overall, as higher 
prices for fresh vegetables, restaurant meals, cereal 
and bakery products, and chicken more than offset 
lower prices for fresh fruit, soft drinks, prepared 
meats and beef. Higher prices were also observed 
for clothes. personal care supplies, medicinal and 
pharmaceutical products and alcoholic beverages. 
Between October 1988 and October 1989, the All- 
items Index advanced 5.3%. 
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Toronto 


Increased charges relating to owned accommodation. 
most notably higher property taxes and, to a lesser 
extent, increased mortgage interest costs, accounted 
for a large part of the 0.6% rise in the All-items index. 
Advances in furniture prices, rented accommodation 
charges and child care expenses were noted as well. 
Increased recreational charges and higher prices for 
personal care supplies had a notable upward impact. 
The Food Index was up as well, reflecting higher 
prices for dairy products, fresh vegetables, cereal and 
bakery products, and pork. Dampening these 
advances were lower gasoline prices and decreased 
fares for air and rail travel. Lower prices for men’s 
and women’s wear and decreased charges for 
traveller accommodation and for long-distance 
telephone calls also exerted some downward 
influence. Since October 1988, the All-items Index 
has risen 6.0%. 


Thunder Bay 


The 0.5% rise in the All-items Index was largely due 
to higher housing charges. most notably for property 
taxes, homeowners’ maintenance and repairs, and 
household furnishings and equipment. Moderating 
these advances were price declines for traveller 
accommodation and long-distance telephone calls. 
Also contributing a notable upward impact were higher 
clothing prices, increased charges for recreational 
activities, and higher overall food prices. The rise in 
the latter reflected higher prices for fresh vegetables, 
dairy products and soft drinks. Prices for personal 
care supplies and for medicinal and pharmaceutical 
products also advanced. The Transportation Index 
declined overall, as lower fares for air and rail travel 
more than offset higher prices for gasoline. Since 
October 1988, the All-items Index has risen 5.1%. 


Winnipeg 


The All-items index rose by a marginal 0.1%, as a 
result of a number of offsetting movements. The 
Food Index advanced, reflecting higher prices for soft 
drinks, fresh produce, and cereal and bakery 
products. Higher prices for chicken, restaurant 
meals, tea, dairy products, Sugar and cured meats 
were observed as well. Also exerting a notable 
upward impact were advances in property taxes. 
household operating expenses, mortgage interest 
costs and new house prices. Moderating these 
advances in housing were price declines for traveller 
accommodation, household furnishing and 
homeowners’ maintenance and repairs. Prices for 


clothing and cigarettes advanced slightly. Largely 
offsetting these overall increases were lower prices 
for gasoline and decreased fares for air and rail travel. 
Since October 1988, the All-items Index has risen 
4.1%. 


Regina 


Advances in the Housing and Food Indexes, largely 
offset by declines in the Transportation and 
Recreation Indexes, explained the 0.1% rise in the 
All-items Index. Within housing, advances were noted 
in homeowners’ maintenance and repair charges, as 
well as in property taxes, mortgage interest costs and 
new house prices. The rise in the Food Index mainly 
reflected higher prices for fresh produce, and cereal 
and bakery products. Prices for restaurant meals, 
and for cured and prepared meat products also rose. 
The fall in the Transportation Index, due largely to 
lower gasoline prices, exerted a notable downward 
influence. Fares for air and rail travel were down as 
well. Lower prices for home-entertainment equipment 
caused the Recreation Index to fall. Since October 
1988, the All-items Index has risen 4.9%. 


Saskatoon 


The All-items Index rose by 0.1%. caused by a 
number of offsetting movements. Advances in the 
Housing and Recreation Indexes exerted a notable 
upward impact. Within housing, increases in property 
taxes, mortgage interest costs and new house prices 
were observed. The rise in the Recreation Index was 
largely due to higher prices for recreational equipment 
and increased fees and dues for the use of 
recreational facilities. The Transportation Index 
declined, reflecting lower fares for air and rail travel. 
as well as decreased charges for vehicle maintenance 
and repairs. The Food Index remained unchanged 
overall, as lower prices for beef, poultry, fish, pork, 
soft drinks, sugar and coffee were offset by higher 
prices for fresh produce, cereal products, prepared 
meats and restaurant meals. Since October 1988, 
the All-items Index has risen 4.1%. 


Edmonton 


The All-items index rose 0.1%, as advances in four of 
the seven major components were virtually offset by 
declines in the remaining three. A rise in the Housing 
Index exerted the largest upward influence, as 
increases were observed in property taxes, 
homeowners’ maintenance and repair charges and 
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mortgage interest costs. Higher recreational charges, 
most notably for recreational equipment, fees and 
dues for the use of recreational facilities. spectator 
entertainment, and home-entertainment equipment, 
had a considerable influence as well. Prices for 
personal care supplies, non-prescribed medicines and 
alcoholic beverages also advanced. Declines in the 
Food, Transportation and Clothing Indexes largely 
offset these advances. Within food, lower prices were 
observed for soft drinks, fresh fruit, poultry, cereal 
and bakery products, dairy products, prepared meats 
and fish. The Transportation index fell as a result of 
lower fares for air and rail travel, while the decline in 
the Clothing Index mainly reflected lower prices for 
women’s wear. Since October 1988. the All-items 
Index has risen 5.2%. 


Calgary 


The All-items index fell 0.1%, reflecting declines in 
four of the seven major component indexes. Lower 
prices for soft drinks, fresh vegetables, coffee, fish, 
turkey, cured meats and prepared meat products 
explained the decline in the Food Index. Decreased 
fares for air and rail travel were responsible for the fall 
in the Transportation index, while lower prices for 
women’s wear caused the Clothing Index to decline. 
Lower charges for personal care supplies accounted 
for the fall in the Health and Personal Care Index. 
Exerting a notable offsetting effect were increased 
recreational expenses, particularly relating to 
spectator entertainment, use of recreational facilities. 
and prices for recreational equipment. Higher 
Charges for owned accommodation, especially relating 
to property taxes, mortgage interest costs and new 
house prices, had a considerable upward influence. 
as did advances in rented accommodation charges. 
furniture prices and household operating expenses.

Vancouver 


The All-items Index rose 0.5%. Among the main 
contributors were advances in property taxes and new 


house prices, as well as increased rented 
accommodation charges and higher household 
operating expenses. The Food Index advanced, 
largely due to higher prices for fresh fruit, cereal and 
bakery products, and dairy products. Recreational 
Charges were also up, most notably for spectator 
entertainment and for fees relating to the use of 
recreational facilities. Prices for alcoholic beverages 
advanced as well. The Transportation Index declined 
slightly, as lower fares for air and rail travel more than 
offset higher prices for gasoline. Between October

Victoria 


A rise in the Housing Index, mainly reflecting higher 
property taxes, and, to a lesser extent, higher charges 
relating to rented accommodation, household 
operation and household furnishings and equipment, 
explained a large part of the 0.5% rise in the All- 
items index. The Food Index rose, mainly due to 
higher prices for cereal and bakery products, and 
fresh vegetables. Advances were also noted in the 
prices of cigarettes, alcoholic beverages, personal 
care supplies and recreational equipment. Clothing 
prices were up as well. The Transportation Index 
remained unchanged overall, as higher prices for 
gasoline were offset by lower fares for air and rail 
travel. Since October 1988, the All-items Index has 
risen 5.2%.

In 1985, about 62% of male employment income 
recipients worked full-year, full-time (49 to 52 weeks, 
mostly full-time). Their average employment income 
was $30,504. Just over 53% of female employment 
income recipients worked full-year, full-time for the 
same period, with an average employment income of 
$19,995. 

On average, the size of employment income was 
positively related to the number of weeks worked. 
For men, average employment income ranged from 
$4,102 for those who worked one to 13 weeks, to 
$14,599 for 27 to 39 weeks, and $29,488 for those 
who worked 49 to 52 weeks. For women, average 
employment income ranged from $2,666 for those 
who worked one to 13 weeks, to $8,861 for 27 to 39 
weeks, and $17,859 for 49 to 52 weeks of work.

@ The major field of study for approximately 41% of 
male employment income recipients was 
"engineering and applied science technologies 
and trades", with an average employment income 
of $24,957, followed by 16% in “commerce, 
management and business administration”. with 
an average employment income of $32,910. 


e The major field of study of 30% of female 
employment income recipients was “commerce, 
management and business administration", with 
an average employment income of $14,791, 
followed by 20% in “health professions, sciences 
and technologies", with an average employment 
income of $18,648. 


e The average wages and salaries of all paid 
workers in 1985 amounted to $18,645. The 
average was $23,222 for men and $13,016 for 
women. 


e Overall, 22% of all employment income recipients 
received a total employment income of less than 
$5,000 in 1985. Of these, 42.5% were males; 
43.2% did not have a secondary — school 
certificate; 49.2% were 15 to 24 years old; 57.5% 
were women; and 87.3% were part-time or part- 
year workers. 


© Of all individuals, 9% received a total employment 
income of $40,000 or more in 1985. Of these, 
26.3% were 45 to 54 years old; 38.6% were 35 to 
44 years old; 40.1% had a university degree:

Last week, Canada and 11 other countries partici- 
pated in an Asian-Pacific Economic Co-operation 
Conference in Canberra, Australia to discuss, among 
other topics, freer Asian-Pacific trade. 

International trade data for each of these 
countries are now available from Statistics Canada’s 
World Trade Database (WTD), which was developed 
to provide information for analyses of international 
trading patterns. The WTD contains United Nations 
data from 1970 for the imports and exports of 180 
countries and territories, broken down by over 450 
commodities and 300 industries.

Residential Sector 


e The preliminary value of residential building 
permits decreased 9.4% to $1,695.2 million in 
August, from $1,870.5 million in July. 


e This drop was attributable to both the single- 
family dwelling sector, which decreased 8.8% to 
$1,191.8 million, and the multi-family dwelling 
sector, which fell 10.7% to $503.4 million. 


@ The Atlantic region was the only region to register 
an increase in the value of residential building 
permits in August. 


e The number of dwelling units authorized fell 8.0% 
from July to 211,212 at an annual rate in August: 
119,544 single detached and 91,668 multiple 
dwellings.

Non-residential Sector 


@ The preliminary value of non-residential building 
permits jumped 33.6% in August to $1,877.6 
million, from $1,405.2 million in July. 


e All components of the non-residential sector 
increased in August. The commercial component 
showed the strongest increase (+38.9%), to 
$1,074.4 million; the industrial Component also 
reported a substantial gain (+35.9%), to $538.3 
million, and the institutional component increased 
12.3%, to $264.8 million. 


@ On a regional basis, Ontario, the Prairies and 
British Columbia registered gains in the value of 
non-residential building permits in August, while 
the rest of the country reported decreases. 


Note to Users: 


The short-term trend ts based on the value of the building 
permits issued and comprises the following statistical 
transformations: deflating (1981 =100), seasonal adjustment 
and filtering (using the 23-month Henderson moving average 


method) in order to smooth out irregular fluctuations to 
produce a trend- cycle. 

Given the preliminary nature of the data of the last two 
months and tin order to reduce the number of false signals in 
the construction activity series, this leading indicator is 
lagging two months behind the month of reference. 
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Short-term Trend 


e The short-term trend of construction (excluding 
engineering projects) increased slightly (+ 0.3%), 
to 144.1 in June. 


e The trend index of residential permits slipped 


0.5% to 155.6 and the non-residential trend index 
gained 1.5% to 132.0 in June.

Assets 


e The book value of assets held in trusteed pension 
funds at the end of the second quarter of 1989 
was estimated at $164.2 billion, up 2.4% over the

previous quarter and 9.9% over the amount held 
a year earlier. Although the year-to-year increase, 
at June 30, is the lowest recorded since the 
survey began in 1970, the quarter-to-quarter 
increase is up somewhat from the low of 2.0% 
recorded in two of the quarters following the stock 
market adjustment. 


e Bonds (46%) and stocks (28%) continued to be 
the two major forms of investment. Cash, 
deposits, short-term securities plus some accruals 
and receivables represented 14% of the total; 
mortgage holdings accounted for another 5%. 
The remaining assets were divided between such 
investment vehicles as real estate and pooled, 
mutual and segregated funds. 


e From the first to the second quarter of 1989, the 
amount invested in stocks grew by 3.2%. The 
rate of increase had been rising consistently from 
the low of 0.6%, recorded immediately after the 
stock market adjustment, to the 3.3% posted in 
the first quarter of 1989. 


Income and Expendi‘ures 


e The total income of trusteed pension funds in the 
second quarter of 1989 was estimated to be $5.9 
billion, 13% higher than in the same quarter of 
1988. Expenditures, estimated at $2.3 billion, 
were 12% higher than for the same period of the 
previous year. 


e The net cash flow or new money entering the 
funds in the second quarter (calculated by 
deducting expenditures from income) amounted to 
$3.6 billion, up 9.7% over 1988. This follows 
decreases of 14% in 1988 and 30% in 1987. 
Despite the increase in net cash flow in 1989, the 
$3.6 billion is still well below the second quarter 
peak of $5.5 billion recorded in 1986. 


e Investment income, which constituted 55% of the 
total income in the second quarter of 1989, grew 
10% over the same quarter of 1988. Income from 
profit, on the sale of securities, which dropped 
52% from the second quarter of 1987 to 1988 
(due to the adjustment in the stock market), rose 
26% in 1989. These profits currently account for 
14% of the total income.

Revised actual consolidated gross revenue for general 
government at the federal, provincial and local levels 
for 1985 totalled $185,331.7 million, while gross 
expenditures were $226,246.7 million, resulting in a 
deficit of $40,915.0 million. General government 
includes departments, agencies, boards and 
commissions but excludes government enterprises. 
These series consolidate data for the fiscal years 
ending nearest to December 31. Hence, for 1985, 
local data for 1985 are consolidated with provincial 
and federal data for 1985/86. 


Note to Users: 


The Financial Management System (FMS) provides a 
standardized presentation of government accounting for 
the federal, provincial and local governments in Canada. 
The individual governments’ accounting systems are not 
directly comparable because they each reflect the policies 
and structures of the applicable government. The FMS 
adjusts data from government budgets, estimates, Public 
Accounts and other records to provide detailed, inter- 
governmentally comparable data as well as consistent 
national aggregates. 

Hence, FMS data will not accord precisely with figures 
released from the governments’ Public Accounts and 
Budgets.

Monthly Survey of Manufacturing 
September 1989 


Seasonally Adjusted 


While shipments increased 1.0% in September, 
Canadian manufacturers continued to hold a tight rein 
on inventories, which were unchanged from the 
previous month. The rate of growth in the short-term 
trend for inventories continued to parallel that of 
shipments. Both trends increased a minimal 0.1% for 
the third month in a row. 

Manufacturers also continued to utilize their 
backlog of orders to sustain shipments as _ unfilled 
orders declined for the fifth time in the last six 
months. The trend is still falling, but at a slower rate 
than during the second quarter. However, the trend 
for current demand, as measured by new orders, has 
started to recover in recent months, after bottoming 
out in May 1989. 


Highlights 


Preliminary estimates indicate that Canadian 
manufacturers’ shipments were $25.1 billion in 
September, an increase of 1.0% over the 
previous month. Of the 22 major groups, 14 
recorded increased shipments. The largest 
increases occurred in transportation equipment 
(+$156 million) and electrical and electronic 
products (+$71 million) industries. The largest 
decreases occurred in the primary metals (-$69 
million) and chemical products industries (-$59 
million). 

The rate of growth in the trend remained at a 
minimal 0.1% for the third consecutive month. 


September inventories remained unchanged at 
$38.6 billion. Increases in transportation 
equipment and electrical and electronic products 
industries were offset by decreases in the 
tobacco and chemical products industries. For 
the last three months, the rate of growth in the 
trend remained stable at 0.1%, down from an 
increase of 0.4% in February 1989. 


e The inventories-to-shipments ratio decreased 
slightly, from 1.55:1 in August to 1.54:1 in 
September. The trend for the ratio remained 


stable at 1.55:1, reflecting the close relationship in 
the rate of growth between inventories and 
shipments over the last 11 months. 


e Unfilled orders decreased by 1.2% to $30.3 


billion, the fifth decline in the last six months. The 
transportation equipment and fabricated metal 
products industries accounted for most of the 
decrease in September. The trend is still falling, 
but at a slower rate than in previous months: 
0.6% in August compared to an average of about 
1.0% a month between April and June 1989. The 
trend for transportation equipment industries has 
been falling at a slower rate than the remaining 
manufacturing industries in the last three months. 

Unfilled orders are a backlog or stock of 
orders, which will generate future shipments, 
assuming that orders are not cancelled. 

New orders, on the other hand, represent 
current demand for manufactured products. They 
are defined to include shipments for the current 
month (i.e. orders received this month and 
shipped within the same month) and the change 
in unfilled orders. 

Monthly changes in new orders tend to be 
more irregular than changes in unfilled orders and 
should therefore be interpreted with caution. 
However, the trend for new orders is relatively 
stable and changes in it show the direction of 
growth in current demand. 


@ New orders have shown large fluctuations over 
the past year. The short term trend fell in the 
early part of this year, bottomed out in May and 
increased at a rate of 0.8% a month in June, July 
and August. 


Year-to-date 


e Cumulative shipments for the first nine months of 
1989 were estimated at $223.1 billion, 3.8% 
higher than the value for the corresponding period 
in 1988. 
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Manufacturers’ Inventories, Shipments and Unfilled Orders, September 1989 
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The appendices in the March 1989 and April 1989 
issues of catalogue 31-001 contain estimated values 
of shipments, inventories and orders revised back to 
January 1985. 


Inventories referred to in the text above are 
inventories owned, which exclude inventories for 
which manufacturers have received payment, but 
which they are still holding. This occurs for industries 
where long-term projects are arranged and progress 
payments are received according to the work done. 
In these cases, shipments data reflect progress 
payments rather than deliveries. At the all-industry 
level, inventory owned accounts for the largest part of 
inventory held.

Trend. A seasonally adjusted series may contain the effects af 
irregular influences and special circumstances and these can 
mask the trend. The short term trend shows the underlying 
direction in the seasonally adjusted series by averaging across 


months, thus balancing out the effects of irregular influences. 
The result is a smoother and more stable series. The trend for 
the last month is not shown since it is subject to substantial 
change with the inclusion of data for subsequent months.

@ Overnight visits by Canadian residents to the 
United States, which had averaged 11.1 million 
between 1977 and 1986, broke the 12 million 
mark in 1987 and surged upwards to 13.7 million 
in 1988, the highest level since 1972. 


e The year 1988 marked the first time that 
Canadian trips to overseas countries, lasting two 
weeks or more, accounted for less than 60% all 
overseas trips. 


This annual report on the travel characteristics of 
travellers to and from Canada (destination, origin, 
spending, purpose of trip, length of stay and others), 
features maps, graphs and an overview text along 
with 33 informative tables, some of which cover a 
period of 10 years.

@ Preliminary estimates for September 1989 
indicate that the number of non-resident trips of 
one or more nights to Canada was down 4.8% 
from September 1988. A major factor in this drop 
was a decline of 8.3% in overnight entries from 
the United States.

@ On a year-to-date basis, 1989 overnight entries 
from the United States decreased 5.3% below the 
level recorded for the first nine months of 1988. 


e September entries by residents of countries other 
than the United States increased 10.4%. On a 
nine-month cumulative basis (January to 
September), overseas arrivals have increased 
7.8% from last year, down from the 19% growth 
witnessed in 1988. 


e September also saw an 11.9% increase over last 
year in overnight visits abroad by Canadians. Data 
for the first nine months show travel to the United 
States increasing at a faster rate (11.4%) than 
travel to other countries (7.1%). 
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@ Same-day travel to the United States in 
September increased 18.5% from the previous 
year. The first nine months of 1989 have 
witnessed a 19.1% increase over 1988 in travel 
of less than 24 hours to the United States.

@ On a seasonally adjusted basis, the September 
volume of travel to Canada by residents of the 
United States, both total and overnight, continued 
on a downward trend. The number of residents 
from countries other than the United States, on an 
overnight and total basis, rose for the third month 
in a row, reversing the downward trend earlier in 
the year. 


@ The seasonally adjusted number of overnight trips 


by Canadian residents abroad continued to 
increase in September. 


Note to Users: 


The seasonally adjusted series are smoothed by means of 


a 13-month Henderson moving average. The trend of the 
last month is not shown in the Charts, since it can change 
significantly with the addition of succeeding months of 
data.

The overall gain in September was primarily 
attributable, in order of dollar impact, to increases 
reported by motor vehicle dealers (+6.6%), 
combination stores (+ 1.4%) and service stations 
(+0.9%). Partly offsetting these increases were 
declines by department stcres (-1.4%), family 
shoe stores (-9.0%) and furniture, TV, radio and 
appliance stores (-6.2%). 


Motor vehicle dealers’ sales increased for the 
second consecutive month, whereas the decline 
reported by department stores followed a 1.4% 
gain in August 1989.

In September, non-residents continued to invest 
heavily in Canadian bonds, with a net investment of 
$1.5 billion. Most of these funds were invested in 
domestic issues, both in the secondary and primary 
markets in Canada. In the secondary market, the net 
investment totalled $1 billion, down from the record 
$1.9 billion in August. This largely reflected lower 
investment from Japan. There was, however, a sharp 
rise in sales of domestic new issues to non-residents, 
which increased to $1.0 billion from $0.4 billion. 
Investment in the current month was_ widely 
distributed geographically. The gross value of bonds 
traded (sales and purchases) with non-residents fell 
by a third. 

Net foreign investment in Canadian _ stocks 
amounted to less than $200 million, compared to 
some $600 million in each of the previous two 
months. This decline resulted from the tendering of 
Canadian shares by non-residents under a takeover

Unadjusted for seasonal variations, Canada’s 
travel account registered a surplus of $299 million 
during the summer quarter of the year, down by 
almost half from the same quarter last year. It 
also represented the smallest third quarter surplus 
in six years. 


With less American travel to Canada, receipts 
from the United States were lower than in the 
third quarters of the previous three years. 


Receipts from countries other than the United 
States rose 6.5% over the third quarter of 1988, 
setting a record level for the period.

Preliminary estimates indicate that wholesale 
merchants’ sales for September 1989 were $16.8 
billion, a decrease of 0.3% from September 1988. 
In the first nine months of 1989, cumulative sales 
were up 3.2% compared to the corresponding 
period in 1988. 


In September 1989, five of the nine trade groups 
within wholesale trade registered decreased sales 
from a year earlier: wholesalers of farm 
machinery, equipment and supplies (-24.4%), 
wholesalers of apparel, dry goods, furniture and 
general merchandise (-13.8%), wholesalers of 
lumber and building materials (-8.7%), 
wholesalers of motor vehicles and accessories 
(-6.8%) and wholesalers of metals, hardware, 
plumbing and heating equipment (-5.3%). The 
three largest trade groups recorded increases 


over September 1988: other wholesalers 
(+9.2%), wholesalers of food (+4.5%) and 
wholesalers of electrical and non-electrical 


machinery, equipment and supplies (+ 1.8%). 


Wholesale trade decreases between September 
1988 and September 1989 were posted in two of 
the five regions. The province of Quebec 
registered the strongest decrease at 6.0%, 
followed by British Columbia, Yukon and the 
Northwest Territories with a 3.8% decrease. The 
sharpest increase was registered in the Atlantic 
provinces with a gain of 8.0%.

Net Farm Income 
1988 | 


Total net farm income decreased 16% from the 1987 
level, to $3.5 billion. This decrease was attributable to 
the 1988 drought, which significantly reduced crop 
production in Saskatchewan, Ontario and Manitoba. 

Canadian realized net farm income (measured in 
current dollars) totalled $4.7 billion in 1988, up 6% 
over the previous year. A 5% rise in farm cash 
receipts more than offset the 4% increase in farm 
expenses. Realized net farm income rose for the third 
consecutive year. Much of this year’s increase was in 
Alberta, where crop- production was_ relatively 
unaffected by the drought.

Most of the 5% increase in farm cash receipts can be 
attributed to higher cereal and oilseed receipts, which 


resulted from price increases. Drought-reduced 
production in much of North America resulted in 
tighter supplies internationally and higher export 
prices. Rising export prices enabled the Canadian 
Wheat Board to increase initial prices and to make 
adjustment payments for both the 1987-88 and 1988- 
89 crops. Oilseed receipts rose $394 million on the 
strength of a 46% increase over year-earlier prices. 

Livestock and animal product receipts rose 
marginally, to $10.6 billion. A sharp drop. in hog 
receipts (-16%) was offset by higher receipts for other 
livestock items. The decline in hog receipts was due 
to a 22% drop in prices. Hog prices trended down 
during 1988, in response to higher slaughter levels in 
both Canada and the United States. 

Direct program payments remained unchanged at 
$3.3 billion. The payments have been at record levels, 
in part due to the Special Canadian Grains program. 
This program was established to offset the effects of 
lower international grain’ prices caused by 
burdensome grain supplies. The oversupply resulted 
from subsidies in the European Economic Community 
and the United States. 


Farm Operating Expenses and Depreciation 
Changes 


@ Farm expenses reached $17.5 billion, up 4% over 
the 1987 level. 


e Feed costs were responsible for half of the 
increase in 1988 expenses. 


@ Total rebates, which reduce expenses, dropped 
15%, while most of the major farm expenses 
increased. 


Farm operating expenses and depreciation charges 
rose for the first time since 1985, to reach $17.5 
billion. The 4% increase over the $16.9 billion level 
established in 1987 compares with a 4.2% rise in the 
prices of Canadian goods and services (Gross 
Domestic Product Implicit Price Index). 

Feed expenses climbed 16% to $2.4 billion, 
reflecting grain price increases across Canada. Most 
of the price increase can be attributed to the 1988 
drought, which reduced feed supplies throughout 
much of North America. Coarse grain supplies in the 
United States fell 23% in 1988, while Canadian 
supplies were down 15%. 
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Total rebates, which reduce expenses, dropped 
$73 million or 15% from the previous year’s total 
expenses. This decline was primarily due to drops in 
interest ($34 million) and feed rebates ($23 million). 

Most major farm expenses rose in 1988. Feed 
expenses accounted for half of the $674 million 
increase. Higher expenditures for interest, stabilization 
premiums and wages were responsible for a further 
23% of the increase. 

Interest expenses rose 3% despite a fall in debt 
outstanding, as average interest rates paid by farmers 
for non-mortgage loans increased from 10.5% to 
11.5%. Stabilization premiums escalated 35% over 
1987 levels, to reach $230 million. All four Western 
provinces posted significant increases in premiums, 
primarily as a result of amendments to the Western 
Grain Stabilization Act, which increased producer 
premiums from 1% to 4% of the value of eligible grain 
receipts. 


Value of Inventory Change 

@ The value of inventory change was -$1.3 billion in 
1988, down from the year-earlier level of -$303 
million. 

The value of inventory change for crops was -$1.4 


billion, as inventories were reduced for all major 
cereals and oilseeds except canola. Wheat stocks fell

by 53% during the year and resulted in a value of 
inventory change of -$1.3 billion. The 1988 drought in 
Western Canada and Ontario was responsible for the 
low December 31St wheat stocks. 

The value of inventory change for livestock and 
poultry was +$114 million, due to an increase in 
cattle, calf and hog inventories. This marked the 
second consecutive year that cattle and calf 
inventories have increased.

Canadian farm debt outstanding fell for the second 
consecutive year to reach $22.7 billion at December 
31, 1988. 


@ Canadian farm debt fell 2% during 1988, 
confirming a downturn from the trend towards 
higher levels of agricultural debt. 


e An 8% drop in the level of Saskatchewan’s farm 
debt, along with a decrease in most provinces’ 
mortgage debt, contributed substantially to the 
decrease at the Canada level. 


e During the 1980s, debt outstanding trended above 
farm cash receipts. In 1988 the gap between the 
two closed substantially.

At $22.7 billion, Canadian farm debt outstanding at 
December 31, 1988 was 4% below the 1986 record 
high of $23.6 billion. The 2% decline from 1987 
confirms a turnaround in the trend towards higher

Note to Users: 


With the May 1988 release of net farm income, a set of 
revisions covering the period from 1971 to 1987 were 
released. At this time a conceptual change to the treatment 
of advance payments for crops was made. After extensive 


review of the advance payments programs, it was 
determined that producers retain ownership of the grain as 
no transaction occurs at the time of the advance. The 
advance is a type of loan. Accordingly, advance payments 
have been removed from cash receipts and are now 
treated as farm debt outstanding. 


the first half of the 1980s. The turnaround from rising 
levels of debt is partially the result of increased 
Caution on the part of both farmers and lenders in 
relation to agricultural debt. 

The $462 million fall in total Canadian farm debt 
outstanding in 1988 was principally driven by two 
factors: a $480 million drop in Saskatchewan’s debt (a 
major reason for the fall in that province’s debt was 
the 21% decrease in amounts outstanding to the 
Agriculture Credit Corporation of Saskatchewan’s 
Production Loan Program) and the general decrease 
in levels of mortgage debt in all Canadian regions, 
except in Atlantic Canada. 

The overall decrease in debt followed a year in 
which Canadian net cash farm income increased and 
the rate of decline in farm capital values slowed. 

When compared to farm cash receipts over time 
(see graph) it can be seen that debt outstanding 
trended below total cash receipts during the early 
1970s; was at a comparable level in the late 1970s; 
and, was much higher up until 1988. For the past two 
years, aS a result of increasing cash receipts and 
falling debt, the gap between these two indicators has 
narrowed considerably.

Farm Cash Receipts 
January - September 1989 


Farm cash receipts for January to September 1989 
were unchanged from the same period in 1988, at 
$16.5 billion. A 6% increase in crop receipts more 
than compensated for a $287 million decline in direct 
program payments. Livestock receipts were virtually 
unchanged at $8.0 billion.

Crop Receipts 


Crop receipts rose $333 million to reach $6.3 billion. 
Higher Canadian Wheat Board (CWB) payments and 
liquidations of deferred grain receipts were mainly 
responsible for the increase. Cereal and oilseed 
receipts dropped to $3.5 billion, an 8% decline from 
the same period in 1988. 


@ CWB payments totalled $473 million, compared 
to the previous year’s level of $232 million. The 
increase in payments mainly reflected higher 
export prices received for grain marketed during 
the 1987-88 crop year. 


e Grain receipts deferred from 1988 and cashed in 
1989 reached $615 million, 42% higher than year- 
earlier levels. 


e Cereal receipts dropped 8% from last year, 
primarily because of a 20% decline in wheat 
receipts. The drought during the summer of 1988 
reduced wheat supplies and resulted in a 38% 
drop in marketings, which was not offset by a 
28% increase in prices. Higher receipts for barley 
and oats, which were less affected by the 1988 
drought, did not compensate for the drop in wheat 
receipts. 


e Oilseed receipts declined 7%, due to a drop in 
soybean marketings and lower canola prices. 
Despite these declines, oilseed receipts were at 
their second highest level ever. 


Direct Payments 


Direct program payments dropped to $2.3 billion, from 
their 1988 peak of $2.6 billion. Lower payments under 
the Western Grain Stabilization Act (WGSA)and the 
termination of payments under the Special Canadian 
Grains Program (SCGP) were responsible for the 
decline. Higher crop insurance payments and 
payments under programs established as a result of 
the 1988 drought failed to offset the declines. 
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e For the first time in five years there was no 
interim payment made under WGSA. 
Determination of whether or not a final payment 
will be made on the 1988-1989 crop will be made 
in late Fall. In 1988 the interim payment amounted 
to $693 million. 


@ The last of the SCGP payments was made during 
the first quarter of 1989 and amounted to less 
than $1 million. The rest of the $1.1 billion 
program was paid during the first three quarters of 
1988. The SCGP was established to offset the 
effects of lower grain prices brought on by 
burdensome international grain supplies. 


e Payments under crop insurance increased by 
$289 million, as producers were still receiving 
payments, due to the 1988 drought, in the first 
half of 1989. Payments under programs 
established as a result of the drought reached 
$700 million during the January to September 
1989 period. 


Livestock 


Livestock and animal product receipts in the January- 
September 1989 period totalled $8.0 billion, 
unchanged from the same period in 1988. Receipts 
for poultry and dairy products continued their upward 
trend, while receipts for cattle and hogs declined. 


e Cattle receipts were $2.6 billion, down 2% from 
January-September 1988, as a result of lower 
year-to-date prices associated with an increase in 
North American marketings for the same period. 


User Notes 


Farm cash receipts measure the gross returns to farmers 
in current dollars from the sale of all agricultural products 
except those associated with direct sales between farms 
in the same province. They also include Canadian Wheat 
Board and Ontario Wheat Producers’ Marketing Board © 
payments, deferred grain receipts and direct payments to 
farmers from various federal, provincial and municipal 
programs. 

Realized net farm income, which takes into account 


producers’ operating expenses and depreciation charges, 
is published in Agriculture Economic Statistics (21-603). 


e@ Receipts for hogs in the first three quarters of 
1989 totalled $1.3 billion, a decrease of 3% from 
the same period in 1988. A 6% drop in prices 
was responsible for the decline. Average prices 
for hogs for the first three quarters fell to their 
lowest levels since 1980. 


e@ The increase in cash receipts for poultry was the 
result of price increases exceeding 8% _ for 
turkeys and 12% for chickens and eggs. Prices 
for these commodities are set using a cost of 
production formula and higher input prices have 
led to higher product prices.

The preliminary September 1989 estimate of average 
weekly earnings for all employees in the industrial 
aggregate! was $494.42, an increase of 1.0% over 
August. Average weekly earnings increased 5.6%2 
($26.22) over September 1988. This compares to an 
average year-over-year increase of 4.7% for the first 
nine months of 1989 and 4.8% for all of 1988. 

Canada industrial aggregate employment was 
estimated at 10,508,000 - 85,000 (0.8%) more than 
in August.

National Highlights 
Average Weekly Earnings 


e In September, forestry, mines, quarries and oil 
wells, construction and trade had higher year-to- 
year increases than the industrial aggregate.

Provincial and Territorial Highlights 


The growth rate of average weekly earnings in 
British Columbia (+5.8%) has _ decelerated 
steadily since June 1989, but is still above the 
national industrial aggregate growth ( + 5.6%). 


Earnings growth in Quebec (+5.2%) has 
accelerated since April 1989. The average year-

Operating profits of Canadian industrial corporations 
fell 9.8% ($0.8 billion) in the third quarter of 1989, to 
$7.5 billion. This decline was somewhat less than the 
one recorded in the second quarter (12.0%), but 
stood in marked contrast with the 3.1% increase in 
profits in the first quarter of 1989. The third quarter 
level of profits was the lowest since the first quarter of 
1987. 

Sales rose 1.7% to $240.8 billion in the third 
quarter, following advances of less than 1% in the two 
previous quarters. The third quarter change in sales, 
however, was less than the average quarterly change 
recorded in 1988.

Of the 47 industry classes of industrial 


corporations, 25 recorded operating profit declines, 19 
posted increases and three remained unchanged. 
The mining industries’ profits fell $193 million and 
manufacturing industries’ profits were down $843 
million, while the other industries (including wholesale, 
retail and services) registered a $217 million increase 
in operating profits. 

Over half of the total fall in profits originated in 
several of the resource and resource-based indus- 
tries. The most notable declines were in primary 
metals ($180 million), metal mining ($132 million), 
petroleum and coal ($145 million), and paper ($109 
million). The declines reflected weakness in selling 
prices. 

Pre-tax profits (which, unlike operating profits, 
include investment income and other gains) fell 8.9% 
to $11.6 billion, following decreases of 7.3% in the 
second quarter and 4.3% in the first quarter. Pre-tax 
profits averaged $14.0 billion in 1988. 
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Industry Highlights 


Primary Metals: Operating profits fell 40% to $273 
million in the third quarter, from $453 million in the 
second quarter and $538 million in the first quarter of 
1989. Sales were down 8.8% to $4.3 billion. 
Weakening demand and lower prices for primary 
metal products contributed to the decline. 


Metal Mining: Lower base metal prices also 
contributed to a $132 million drop in operating profits, 
to $506 million. Profits had peaked in the first quarter 
of 1989 at $986 million, following an average profit of 
$680 million in 1988. Sales declined 2.6%, to $4.1 
billion. 


Petroleum and Coal: Operating profits tumbled $145 
million, to $179 million in the third quarter. Profits 
averaged $356 million in the first two quarters of 1989 
and $403 million in 1988. Lower petrochemical prices 
were a major factor in the profit slide.

The increase in the 
year-to-date benefits is attributable to a 6.5% rise 
in the average weekly payment, to $214.47. The 
number of benefit weeks remained unchanged at 
41.2 million.

National Income and Expenditure Accounts (GDP), Third 
Quarter 1989 


Real GDP at market prices grew 0.6% in the third quarter and the overall 
inflation rate declined substantially. 


Canada’s Balance of International Payments, Third Quarter 1989 
The current account deficit remained large at $4.7 billion, though it was less 
than the previous quarter’s record deficit of $5.4 billion. 


Financial Flow Accounts, Third Quarter 1989 
Borrowing by non-financial sectors decreased 9% from the previous quarter. 


Real Gross Domestic Product at Factor Cost by Industry, 
September 1989 


GDP increased 0.5% in September, following a 0.3% increase in August and 
a 0.2% gain in July. 


Industrial Product Price Index, October 1989 
For the fourth consecutive month, the IPP! posted a month-to-month decline 
(0.1%) and an annual rate of change of less than 2.0%. 


Raw Materials Price Index, October 1989 
The RMPI rose 1.2% in October, primarily as a result of higher prices for crude 
mineral oil. 


Sales of Refined Petroleum Products, October 1989 
Seasonally adjusted sales of refined petroleum products increased 5.7% over 
September 1989. 


Crude Oil and Natural Gas, August 1989 
Sales of natural gas posted an eighth consecutive gain, rising 9.3% over 
August 1988.

National Income and Expenditure 


Accounts 
Third Quarter 1989 


Gross domestic product at market prices grew 1.1% 
in the third quarter of 1989, reaching a seasonally 
adjusted annual rate of $650.5 billion. Expressed at 
1981 prices the advance was 0.6%, continuing the 
pattern of more moderate output growth seen in the 
first half of the year (see Chart 1). The GDP implicit 
price index slowed considerably, rising just 0.5% from 
the second quarter (see Chart 2) and 4.5% on a year- 
over-year basis.

Real final domestic demand growth slowed 
substantially to 0.3%, the smallest quarterly increase 
in seven years. Consumer demand was particularly 
weak and there were indications that the investment 
boom, which has been a major source of strength for 
the last four years of the current economic expansion, 
is slowing (see Chart 3 on the next page). Export 
demand also fell, for the second consecutive quarter. 
Reflecting this weaker overall demand picture, imports 
dropped and inventories accumulated, although high 
interest rates, improved inventory control techniques 
and still-fresh memories of the severe inventory cycle 
in the early 1980s helped moderate the rate of 
stockbuilding. Falling raw material and intermediate 
goods prices, related to abundant supplies in North 
American markets and the appreciation of the 
Canadian and United States currencies, have also 


permitted economy-wide measures of inflation to 
moderate, although significantly lower rates of price 
increase are not yet evident at the consumer level. 


Components of Demand 


Personal expenditure on consumer goods and 
services, after allowance for price increases, 
remained unchanged during the third quarter, after 
rising 1.3% in the second. Personal disposable 
income, which was temporarily buoyed by large tax 
refunds in the first half of the year, rose 1.6% in 
current dollar terms during the third quarter and the 
implicit price index for consumer expenditure rose 
Neve:

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Real spending cutbacks by consumers were 
concentrated in the goods component, which 
recorded a 0.7% decrease. Purchases of motor 
vehicles, furniture and appliances, clothing and 
footwear, and fuels all declined. New car purchases 
had been stimulated when manufacturers’ special 
incentive programs were introduced in the second 
quarter, but automobile expenditures fell back in the 
third. Expenditures on services rose 0.8% as gross 
paid and imputed rents increased 1.1% and net travel 
outside Canada also picked up. Spending on 
restaurant meals and hotel accommodation in Canada 
declined 1.0%, while increasing 3.3% on a year-over- 
year basis.

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Final government spending was an important 
contributor to demand growth in the third quarter, 
rising 0.8% overall. Total real government investment 
rose 3.1%, aS non-residential construction increased 
strongly and purchases of machinery and equipment 
declined. Wages and salaries rose 0.2% (also in real 
terms) and purchases of other goods and services 
increased 0.9%. 


Business residential investment edged up 0.3% in 
volume terms during the third quarter. The increase 
Originated in the real estate commissions component, 
up 14.5%, as housing resale markets rebounded in 
Central and Western Canada. Housing starts were 
somewhat higher in the quarter (and in October), but 
new construction work-put-in-place declined 3.3% 
due to lower starts earlier in the year. Spending on 
alterations and improvements to existing dwellings 
was essentially unchanged. 

Business plant and equipment spending rose 
0.7% in real terms during the third quarter, a 
significant weakening of growth after almost three 
years of steady expansion. Non-residential 
construction activity increased a substantial 2.5% 
while machinery and equipment outlays dropped 
0.3%. The latter decrease was the first on a quarterly 
basis in five years. The decline was attributable to 
lower purchases of industrial equipment, motor 
vehicles and other transportation equipment. It 
suggests that the revised investment intentions 
estimate for 1989 from the Survey of Private and 
Public Investment in Canada (catalogue 61-206) 
conducted in April and May, might not be realized. 
On a year-over-year basis the increases were 4.9% 
for non-residential construction and 12.5% for 
machinery and equipment (see Chart 4).

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The value of physical change in non-farm 
business inventories, at 1981 prices, was similar to 
the second quarter change. Most of the buildup was 
in. durable goods manufacturing industries, and 
reflected the dropoff in consumer goods and business 
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machinery and equipment spending. Stocks 
accumulated less rapidly at the wholesale and retail 
levels. 

Farm inventories, on a seasonally adjusted basis, 
continued to recover from the effects of last year’s 
drought as the crop yield in 1989 was much 
improved. However, the increase in stocks was 
somewhat less than in the second quarter, because of 
higher _ sales. Farm-held grain inventories 
accumulated less rapidly, as exports and grain in 
commercial channels both increased. 

Real merchandise exports and imports both 
dropped in the third quarter. For exports, the 
decrease was 0.4% and followed a 0.7% drop in the 
second quarter. Foreign sales of metal ores, crude 
petroleum, aluminum and alloys, aircraft equipment, 
office machinery, motor vehicle parts and trucks fell 
substantially, while exports of wheat, barley, natural 
gas, coal, lumber, precious metals and passenger 
cars were higher. The rebound in wheat exports 
occurred after four sharp quarterly declines caused by 
the drought in 1988. For imports, the volume drop 
was 1.1%, the first decrease on a quarterly basis in 
three years. The largest import declines were in the 
crude petroleum, passenger cars, trucks, auto parts 
and aircraft categories. Non-merchandise exports and 
imports also declined. 

Prices were lower for both exports and imports, 
across a broad range of commodities. The two 
implicit price indexes fell by like amounts: 1.7% for 
exports and 1.6% for imports. The price drops were 
partly the result of the strong Canadian dollar, as 
Canadian exporters acted to offset some of the 
impact on their competitiveness. Although export and 
import price movements were similar, the greater 
volume decline for imports meant that the balance of 
trade in goods and services (at current prices, 
seasonally adjusted at annual rates) moved from a 
deficit of $3.6 billion in the second quarter to one of 
$2.7 billion in the third. The deficit on current account 
as per the balance of international payments, which 
also takes into account net investment income flows, 
net transfers and net inheritances and migrants’ 
funds, declined from $21.6 billion to $18.8 billion 
(seasonally adjusted at annual rates). 


Price Indexes 


The rate of inflation, as indicated by the GDP implicit 
price index, eased for the second consecutive 
quarter. The index rose just 0.5%, following 
increases of 1.1% in the second quarter and 1.8% in 
the first. Compositional changes in expenditures were 
not an important factor as the chain price index, which 
measures the price change element holding 


expenditure composition fixed, also rose less rapidly. 
It increased 0.7% in the quarter, following a 1.4% rise 
in the second quarter. A 1.3% drop in export prices 
was the major element accounting for the moderation 
in the GDP chain price index. The chain index for 
final domestic demand, which includes the effects of 
import prices while excluding those of export prices, 
rose more rapidly than the overall GDP chain index 
for the second consecutive quarter.

Components of Income 


Wages, salaries and supplementary labour income 
grew 1.6% in current dollar terms during the third 
quarter. The largest increases occurred in 
commercial services, transportation and_ local 
government administration. Strikes in provincial 
government administration in the third quarter and 
large retroactive wage payments by the federal 
government in the second quarter both reduced the 
overall rate of increase in the third quarter. On a 
year-over-year basis, labour income rose 8.3% and 
paid worker employment 2.4%, implying an increase 
of 5.7% in average compensation per employee. Unit 
labour costs rose 5.8% on this same basis (see Chart 
5 on next page). 

Corporation profits before taxes fell 1.4%. The 
decrease followed a 4.9% drop in the second quarter 
and brought profits to their lowest level in two years. 
Declines were widespread among _ industrial 
corporations, which recorded an overall decline of 
5.8%. The mining and primary metals manufacturing 
industries suffered particularly large profit declines, 
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reflecting slumping product prices and the strength of 
the Canadian dollar on foreign exchange markets. 
Bank profits also declined. Profits of other financial 
institutions, particularly security dealers, sales finance 
companies and insurance companies, rose 
substantially in the quarter, offsetting part of the 
decrease in other industries.

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Interest and miscellaneous investment income 
also declined in the quarter, by 2.9%. Personal 
investment income’ increased modestly and 
government sector income decreased, while interest 
on the public debt, a transfer item which is deducted 
in arriving at total interest and miscellaneous 
investment income, rose 2.0%. Net income of non- 
farm unincorporated business increased a_ slight 
0.3%, held back by higher expenses in the net rents 
component and lower net income in construction. 
The accrued net income of farm operators from farm 


production rose 20%, the second consecutive 
substantial increase following three quarters of 
decline. As in the second quarter, much of the 


growth in farm income was due to subsidy payments 
under the Canadian Crop Drought Assistance 
Program and to the improved crop in 1989 after the 
drought of 1988. Canadian Wheat Board profits rose 
as wheat and barley exports jumped substantially. 

Personal income advanced only 1.4%, a rate well 
below the 2.1% average quarterly increase of the 
previous two years. Personal income tax collections 
declined slightly and, as a result, personal disposable 
income grew a more substantial 1.6%. Since 
consumer spending was comparatively weak, rising 
only 1.1% in current dollar terms during the quarter, 
the personal saving rate increased from 9.4% to 
AS BY heron 


Output by Industry 


The industry-based measure of real GDP at factor 
cost rose 0.6% in the third quarter, following 
increases of 0.3% in the second and 0.7% in the first. 
Output of services producing industries advanced 
0.7% compared to a gain of 0.2% in the second 
quarter. Goods production rose 0.5% in the third 
quarter following a gain of 0.6% in the second. 

Finance, insurance, and real estate services, and 
transportation and storage industries were the major 
sources of the pickup in the services sector. Retail 
trade declined 0.8% to its lowest level since the 
second quarter of 1988. 

The resurgence in the resale housing market and 
increased activity by stock exchanges and security 
brokers were the main contributors to the advance in 
finance, insurance, and real estate. Increased 
carloadings of grain, coal, sulpher, lumber, and iron 
ore accounted for much of the growth = in 
transportation. The higher movement of grain also 
boosted activity in the grain elevator system, 
accounting for a 22% gain in the storage industry. 
Export demand for natural gas rose, resulting in an 
increase in pipeline transport for the second 
consecutive quarter. 

The third quarter advance in goods production 
was mainly in agriculture and construction. Excluding 
these industries, goods output fell 0.2% in the third 
quarter. Forestry, mining, public utilities and fishing 
industries all declined, while manufacturing output 
increased marginally. 


Government Sector 


In the government sector accounts, total revenue 
remained unchanged and total expenditure rose 0.9%. 
On a year-over-year basis revenues were up 6.1% 
and expenditures were up 8.5% (see Chart 6 on next 
page). The result was a substantial increase in the 
overall government sector deficit (on a _ national 
accounts basis) to $24.1 billion, compared to $23.0 
billion in the first half of 1989 and $15.9 billion in 
1988. 

At the federal level, the deficit on a national 
accounts basis rose from $24.0 billion to $25.0 billion. 
Total current expenditure rose 0.5%, capital outlays 
rose 5.1% and total revenue declined 0.2%. Indirect 
taxes revenues were higher, partly because of the 
1.5. increase in the manufacturers sales tax that 
took effect on June 1, 1989. As in the second 
quarter, current expenditure was affected by rising 
interest on the public debt, higher transfer payments 
to provincial governments and special farm subsidy 
payments. 
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The consolidated provincial government balance 
moved from a slight deficit of $0.5 billion in the 
second quarter to a larger $2.5 billion deficit in the 
third. Revenue growth slowed considerably, while 
expenditure growth picked up. The aggregate surplus 
in the remainder of the government sector, which 
includes local governments, hospitals and the Canada 
and Quebec Pension Plans, increased from $2.9 
billion to $3.4 billion.

Third Quarter 1989 


Highlights 


The current account deficit, on a seasonally adjusted 
basis, remained large, though less than the record 
deficit of the previous quarter. The merchandise 
trade surplus continued to be relatively low. Both 
merchandise exports and imports declined markedly, 
especially aircraft and automotive products. In non- 
merchandise transactions, higher receipts of funds 
from immigrants more than offset an increase in the 
travel deficit, which reached a new high for the 
second consecutive quarter. 

In the capital account, which is not seasonally 
adjusted, there was a surge in trading in portfolio 
securities with large foreign investments in Canadian 
bonds and stocks. Canadian investment in United 
States securities was also large. Direct investment 
flows, both into Canada and abroad, were more 
moderate as takeover activities slackened. Over the 
quarter, the Canadian dollar appreciated against the 
United States dollar and other major currencies.

e The current account deficit totalled $4.7 billion, 
down from the record deficit of $5.4 billion in the 
previous quarter. The surplus on merchandise 
trade, which increased from $1.0 billion to $1.2 
billion, was very low when compared with the high 
surpluses recorded earlier in the 1980s. The 


deficit on non-merchandise transactions declined 
by $0.5 billion, to $5.9 billion. 


@ Merchandise imports declined $1.0 billion (3.0%) to 
$33.1 billion, marking the first quarterly decrease 
since the third quarter 1988. The decline was led 
by lower imports of aircraft and parts, cars, auto 
parts and crude petroleum.

@ Merchandise exports decreased $0.9 billion (2.5%) 
to $34.2 billion, nearly double the decline in the 
previous quarter. Lower sales were recorded for 
aircraft and parts and auto parts, as well as for 
metal ores and alloys. These were partly offset by 
higher exports of wheat, precious metals, lumber 
and coal. 


e@ International travel transactions produced a record 
deficit ($1.0 billion) for the second consecutive 
quarter, as receipts from foreign travellers to 
Canada declined again and payments by 
Canadians travelling abroad continued to advance, 
especially with the United States. 


e The deficit on investment income of $5.5 billion 
remained virtually unchanged. A lower deficit on 
dividends was partly offset by higher net interest 
payments. 


‘e A surplus of $1.5 billion was recorded on unilateral 


transfers, up from $1.2 billion in the previous 
quarter. The increase stemmed from both higher 
receipts of immigrants’ funds and _ lower 
disbursements of official contributions. 
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Current and Capital Accounts - Unadjusted 


e The current account deficit totalled $2.5 billion, up 
from $0.4 billion in the third quarter of 1988. This 
increase was due to both a lower surplus on 
merchandise trade and a higher deficit on non- 
merchandise transactions. 


@ Among financial liabilities, non-residents increased 
their holdings of Canadian bonds by $4.5 billion, in 
sharp contrast to the previous quarter when their 
net investment was negligible. The net investment 
in outstanding bonds alone totalled $4 billion and 
came mostly from the United Kingdom, Japan and 
the United States. Non-residents reduced their 
holdings of money market instruments by a half 
billion dollars.

@ Net foreign investment in Canadian stocks more 
than doubled to $1.4 billion. This brought to $2.8 
billion the total net investment for the current year, 
in sharp contrast to the net disinvestment which 
followed the October 1987 crash and prevailed 
throughout 1988. 


e@ Foreign direct investment in Canada gave rise to a 
net inflow of $691 million, down from $2.3 billion in 
the previous quarter. Takeover activities slackened 
in the quarter. 


e@ A net outflow of $2.4 billion resulted from the 
foreign currency transactions of Canadian banks, 
contrasting to a large net inflow in the previous 
quarter.

e Among financial assets, Canadian residents 
purchased, on a net basis, a record $1.4 billion of 
foreign bonds. This was coupled with a record net 
investment of $906 million in foreign stocks, mostly 
United States issues.

Canadian direct investment abroad continued to 
increase, giving rise to a net outflow of $1.2 billion, 
down from $2.2 billion in the previous quarter. This 
net investment continued to be widespread 
geographically. 


A statistical discrepancy (the balancing item 
between the recorded estimates of current and 
capital accounts) was equivalent to a net credit of 
$1.6 billion. 


The Canadian dollar averaged 84.59 U.S. cents 
during the quarter, up 1.0% over the average of 
the previous quarter. It also appreciated against 
other major currencies, except for the Swiss franc.

Total funds raised on financial markets by non- 
financial sectors of the Canadian economy fell by 9% 
from the previous quarter. The non-financial business 
sector and the federal government reduced their 
demand for funds, while personal sector borrowing 
increased. 

Demand for funds by non-financial private 
corporations fell 9% from the previous quarter, but 
remained strong at a level 36% higher than a year 
earlier. With higher inventories, further capital 
investment and lower profits, there continued to be a 
sizeable requirement for funds. Funds were raised 
through all credit market instruments with notable 
continued strength in issues of bonds and shares. 
Compared to the previous quarter, there was a sharp 
reduction in the issue of shares related to takeover 
activity. 

The reduction in federal government borrowing 
was related to a change in immediate cash require- 
ments, as the deficit actually increased. An apparent 
switch to bonds from Treasury bill borrowing in the 
previous quarter was due to a delayed authorization 
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for bond issues. Other levels of government increased 
their financing activity, in part reflecting an increased 
deficit for the provincial government sector as a 
whole. 

Personal sector borrowing increased from the 
previous quarter, but remained well below that of a 
year earlier. Consumer credit fell about 2% from the 
previous quarter, in line with reduced expenditure on 
consumer durables. On the other hand, a 9% 
increase in net new mortgages was related to the 
higher level of housing resale activity.

Monthly Overview 


Gross Domestic Product at factor cost, at 1981 
prices, increased 0.5% in September, following a gain 
of 0.3% in August and 0.2% in July. The September 
advance was the largest monthly increase this year, 
and brings GDP to 2.6% above September of last 
year. The average monthly growth rate for the first 
nine months of 1989 was about half the 0.3% monthly 
average in 1988. Services producing industries 
advanced 0.5% in September, while goods production 
was up 0.4%. 


Services Producing Industries 


The 0.5% gain in services accounted for almost two- 
thirds of the overall increase in GDP in September. 
Finance, insurance and real estate services, retail 
trade, transportation and storage, and commmunity, 
business and personal services all posted increases. 
Wholesale trade declined slightly. 

The gain in the finance, insurance and real estate 
industries was widespread. A substantial portion of 
the advance resulted from an increased volume of 
sales by real estate agencies, as the resale housing 
market extended an upturn which commenced: in 
June. Despite the recent advances, activity by real 
estate agencies still remains about 5% below its peak 
of last February. 

Following four consecutive monthly declines, 
output of the retail trade industry rose 1.4%, mostly 
on the strength of increased sales by new motor 
vehicle dealers. Unit sales of new motor vehicles 
increased 10.6% in September, the largest monthly 
increase since July 1986. A variety of promotional 
incentives offered to consumers by North American 
auto manufacturers spurred the growth in vehicle 
sales. 

Output of transportation and storage industries 
increased 1.1%, following similar gains in August and 
July. Most of September’s growth originated in 
railway transport and grain elevators. The gain in 
railway transport resulted mainly from increased 
carloadings of wheat. Wheat exports rose 
substantially in both August and September. 

Most of the growth in community, business and 
personal services industries originated in business 


management services, and in accommodation and 
food service industries. 

The decline in wholesale trade originated mostly 
from lower sales by wholesalers of motor vehicles, 
parts and accessories, lumber and building materials, 
and metal products. 


Goods Producing Industries 


About three-quarters of the 0.4% growth in goods 
production originated in a 2.4% increase in output by 
the mining industry. Agriculture was the only other 
goods producer to post a significant advance in 
September. Manufacturing, construction, and forestry 
were virtually unchanged, while decreases were 
recorded in public utilities and fishing industries. 

The major source of growth in mining was 
increased output of crude petroleum and natural gas, 
which rose about 5%, the largest gain in over two 
years. Most of the increase in crude petroleum 
Output originated from two oilsands plants. Exports of 
crude petroleum and natural gas were up substantially 
in the month. Elsewhere in mining, production of 
metals and non-metals fell, as did oil and gas 
exploration and development. 

Agricultural output rose in September, mostly due 
to increased grain crops. 

Manufacturing output was unchanged from the 
August level. Higher production by manufacturers of 
electrical products offset lower output of transpor- 
tation equipment and machinery. The decline in 
output of transportation equipment resulted mostly 
from a cutback in production of motor vehicle parts 
and accessories and, to a lesser extent, of motor 
vehicles. 

Construction activity was basically unchanged 
from the previous month (-0.1%), with a decline in 
non-residential building construction slightly offsetting 
an increase in residential construction. 

Forestry output was also little changed from the 
previous month (0.1%), and remains below its peak in 
December 1988. 

Output of public utilities fell 0.5% in September, 
due to declines in electric power generation and 
natural gas distribution.

Industrial Product Price Index 
October 1989 


According to preliminary figures, the Industrial Product 
Price Index (IPPI, 1981=100) edged down 0.1% to 
130.8 in October 1989, from September’s level of 
130.9. This was the fourth consecutive month-to- 
month drop in the index as a whole. Monthly declines 
of 0.8% for primary metal products and chemical 
products were partially offset by estimated increases 
of 1.1% for petroleum and coal products and of 0.3% 
for autos, trucks and other transportation equipment. 
The 1.2% depreciation of the U.S. dollar relative to 
the Canadian dollar exerted downward pressure on 
the lumber and sawmill products index (-0.5%) and on 
the paper and paper products index (-0.7%). It also 
had a moderating effect on the autos, trucks and 
other transportation equipment index. 

Since October 1988, the IPPI has risen 1.3%. 
From its level of 3.9% in March 1989, the year-to- 
year rate has steadily declined during the past seven 
months. The intermediate goods index continued to 
show a steadily declining rate of yearly change, falling 
from 5.1% in March 1989 to 0.3% in October 1989. 
This was largely due to declines in the prices of non- 
ferrous base metals, which contributed to lowering the 
yearly rate of change for first-stage goods from 12.5% 
in March 1989 to -2.7% in October. On the other 
hand, the end products index has remained fairly 
Stable, with yearly rates of 2.5% in March 1989 and 
2.8% in October. Excluding petroleum and coal 
products, the 12-month change was 0.7%. 


Highlights 


e The primary metal products index declined (-0.8%) 
in October, as it has almost every month in 1989, 
mainly in response to price decreases of 2.8% for 
aluminum products and 1.6% for copper and 
copper alloy products. During the past 12 months, 
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the primary metal products index has fallen 6.8%, 
with decreases ranging from 24.3% for aluminum 
products to 19.4% for nickel products. No other 
component recorded an increase of more than 1% 
during this period. 


@ The chemical products index fell (-0.8%) for the 
seventh consecutive month, primarily due to lower 
prices for industrial chemicals (-1.6%), which 
reflect the continuing downward movement. of 
prices in October for synthetic resins (-1.5%) and 
for organic industrial chemicals (-3.0%). During 
the past 12 months, the chemical products index 
has fallen 1.9%. 


e According to initial estimates, the petroleum and 


coal products index rose 1.1% during the past 
month, largely as a result of higher prices for 
gasoline. Over 12 months, the petroleum and coal 
products index has risen 8.6%. 


e The autos, trucks and _ other transportation 
equipment index rose 0.3% in October. This 
month includes an estimated 3.0% price increase 
for Canadian-made automobiles, intended to reflect 
the effect of the introduction of the 1990 models. 
The drop in the U.S./Canada exchange rate, which 
affects export prices, moderated the estimated 
increase. During the past 12 months, the autos, 
trucks and other transportation equipment index 
has risen 0.8%.

The Raw Materials Price Index (RMPI, 1981 = 100) 
rose 1.2% between September and October 1989, to 
a preliminary level of 100.4. The RMPI excluding the 
mineral fuels component did not change, as an 
increase in the animal and animal products index was 
entirely offset by declines in all other groups. The 
main contributors to the monthly change were: 


e The mineral fuels index was up 3.2%, mainly as a 
result of an estimated 4.1% increase in crude 
mineral oil prices. 


@ The animal and animal products index was up 
1.8%, mainly as a result of higher prices for hogs 
(11.2%) and milk (0.4%). 


e Non-ferrous metals prices were down 1.8%, with 
lower prices for concentrates of copper (-3.9%) 
and nickel (-1.1%). Precious metals prices were 
up marginally (from 0.6% to 1.8%). 


e The vegetable products index declined 1.5%, as 
prices were down for wheat (-3.3%) and corn 
(-9.2%). A significant decrease was also recorded 
in the cocoa, coffee and tea index (-9.0%). 


Annual Change 
Between October 1988 and October 1989, the RMPI 


increased 6.9%. The RMPI excluding the mineral 
fuels Component declined 1.3%. While prices for

crude oil had declined steadily in 1988, they rose 
steadily in 1989. Consequently, the year-to-year 
change in the total RMPI exhibits an increasing trend 
since the beginning of 1989, while the one for the 
RMPI excluding mineral fuels has mostly declined. 
The main contributors to the annual change were: 


e@ The mineral fuels index was up 23.8%, due largely 
to higher prices for crude mineral oil, up 30.9%. 


e Increases in the prices for hogs (29.9%), cattle for 
slaughter (1.2%) and milk (1.0%) were largely 
responsible for the animal products index rise of 
4.5%. 


@ The vegetable products index was down 4.7%, 
primarily as a result of lower prices for grains 
(-15.2) and oilseeds (-18.7%). The index for 
cocoa, coffee and tea was also down (-28.5%), 
although the index for unrefined sugar was up 
33.2% and vegetable prices were higher by 47.8%. 


e@ Both indexes for the metal components declined - 
ferrous (-7.3%) and non-ferrous (-9.9%) - as 
prices for almost all metals and scraps decreased.

Composite Leading Indicator 
September 1989 


The composite leading index posted a small gain of 
0.2% in September to reach a level of 145.1 
(1981 =100), after a 0.1% increase in August. The 
marginal gains followed three straight small declines, 
and suggest that the short-term outlook is for modest 
growth. Household demand, particularly for housing, 
supplanted exports as the principal source of growth. 
The manufacturing indicators reflected this shift. 

The housing index registered its first gain (0.6%) 
in six months, as house prices moderated and 
incomes strengthened. The resale housing market 
has completely recovered the ground lost in the first 
half of the year, while housing starts also firmed in 
September. Furniture and appliance sales rose in 
tandem with the gains in housing. Sales of other 
durable goods fell less rapidly in September than in 
August, due to the temporary stimulus of rebates on 
car sales.

The manufacturing indicators continued to firm in 
September. Export demand for cars continued to be 
the main source of strength, as in August, while the 
gain in construction activity also boosted demand in a 
number of industries such as wood, non-metallic 
minerals and electrical products. New orders for 
durable goods and the ratio of shipments to finished 
goods inventories continued to increase gradually, 
while the average workweek was stable. 

The United States leading indicator was 
unchanged in September, after four small monthly 
declines. However, the firming was largely due to 
higher consumer confidence and the financial market 
indicators. The indicators of domestic demand 
remained mixed, and industrial production fell sharply 
in October. 

The Toronto Stock Exchange posted a smaller 
gain in September than in August, while the real 
money supply posted a sixth straight monthly decline.

Average family income in 1988 reached its highest 
historical level. At $46,185, it was up an estimated 
1.8% from 1987 after adjustment for inflation. Real 
family income increased annually between 1984 and 
1988, while the early 1980s was a period of declining 
income. 

The trend in the proportion and number of 
persons below the low income cut-offs continued 
downward in 1988 for the fifth consecutive year. The 
proportion dropped to 13.1% in 1988, from 14.1% in 
1987. Prior to this declining trend, the proportion was 
17.0% in 1983. In 1988, there were 3,328,000 low 
income persons, down 207,000 from 1987 and 
794,000 since 1983.

The median or mid-point 
income was $41,238. 


e@ The low income rate for children under 16 years of 
age was 15.4% (or 875,000 children) in 1988, 
down from 16.9% in 1987. The trend has been 
steadily downward from the 1980s peak of 20.1% 
in 1984.

e@ An estimated 17.2% of elderly persons, 65 years of 
age and over, were below the low income cut-offs 
in 1988. Unlike children and non-elderly persons, 
the elderly experienced no significant drop in their 
low income rate from 1987. However, their rate 
has declined the most of any group during the 
1980s, from 27.7% in 1980. 


@ There were 466,000 low income elderly persons in 
1988. They made up 14.0% of the low income 
population, up from 12.9% in 1987. 


e For families, the rate of low income was 10.5% (or 
733,000 families) in 1988, down from 11.3% in 
1987 and 11.8% in 1986. 


e There is a strong relationship between the number 
of earners in a family and the rate of low income. 
For two-parent one-earner families, the rate was 
17.1% in 1988 compared to 5.3% for those with 
two earners. Those with one earner, though, had 
one of the largest rate decreases of any family 
type, down from 21.2% in 1987. 


These estimates were prepared from data 
collected as a supplement to the April 1989 Labour 
Force Survey, using four-sixths of the regular sample 
along with a re-interview sample from one-fifth of the 
1988 Survey of Consumer Finances (approximately 
37,000 households). They exclude the institutional 
population and households in the Yukon = and 
Northwest Territories and on Indian reserves.

Seasonally adjusted at an annual rate, 221,000 
dwelling units were started in October, a 2.2% 
decrease from the 226,000 units reported in 
September. 


Urban Centres of 10,000 Population and Over 


Starts in urban centres decreased 1.1% in October 
from the previous month. This decrease was entirely 
attributable to the multi-family dwelling sector, while 
the single-family dwelling sector remained unchanged.

During the years 1985 to 1987, a sample of private 
and public organizations in most sectors of the 
Canadian economy directed a large portion of capital 
investment to new capacity. These organizations 
reported directing an average of $13.6 billion (52%) of 
their investment to capacity expansion (see table on 
page 4). 

Investment in replacement and/or modernization 
was the second dominating pattern, accounting for an 
average of $10.3 billion (39%) of reported investment.

Although Canada’s population increased to 25.3 
million in 1986 from 24.3 million in 1981, the youth 
population aged 15 to 24 years decreased to 4.2 
million from 4.7 million over the same period. As a 
proportion of the population, youth declined to 16.5% 
in 1986 from 19.1% in 1981. 

Canada’s Youth, released today, analyzes the 
characteristics of Canada’s youth in terms of 
demographic structure, living arrangements, 
educational attainment, work patterns and income.

Estimates of Labour Income 
September 1989 


The September 1989 preliminary estimate of labour 
income, which is approximately 50% of Gross 
Domestic Product (GDP) in the National Income and 
Expenditure Accounts, increased 8.1% over 
September 1988, to $30.1 billion. Cumulative labour 
income for the first nine months of 1989 was 8.4% 
higher than in the corresponding period in 1988. 


Highlights 


Seasonally Adjusted 


The seasonally adjusted estimate of wages and 
salaries! for September 1989 increased 0.2% 
over August, considerably less than both the 
1.0% growth recorded in August and the average 
monthly increase of 0.8% in the preceding eight 
months. The lower rate of increase in September 
was partially due to strike activity in education and 
related services, health and welfare services and 
provincial administration in the province of 
Quebec, as well as to smaller than usual amounts 
of special payments. 


Increases in wages and salaries were noted in 
construction (1.1%) and commercial and personal 
services (0.8%). 


Wages and salaries declined in _ provincial 
administration (-2.2%), federal administration and 
other government offices (-1.8%), mines, quarries 
and oil wells (-0.8%) and education and related 
services (-0.5). 


’ Wages and salaries account for 90% of labour income. 


e In September, all provinces recorded changes of 
less than 1% in wages and salaries, with the 
exception of Prince Edward Island (-1.0%) and 
British Columbia (+ 1.1%).

e The September 1989 year-to-year growth in 
wages and salaries was 8.2%, less than the year- 
to-date change of 8.6%. 


@ Decelerations in yearly growth rates of wages and 
salaries were noted in forestry, education and 
related services, health and welfare services, 
federal administration and other government 
offices, provincial and local administration. 


e An acceleration in the year-to-year growth rate in 
wages and salaries was noted in British Columbia, 
while decelerations occurred in Prince Edward 
Island, Nova Scotia, Quebec and Ontario.

The 1986 Census provided further evidence of a long- 
term trend that has seen Canada’s experienced 
labour force move from the traditional goods- 
producing industries to the service-producing sector 
of the economy. 

In June 1986, 70% of persons in the labour force 
who had worked at some time in the previous year 
and a half were or had been employed in service 
industries. An additional 23% had worked in 
manufacturing and construction and 7% had worked 
in one of Canada’s primary industries - agriculture, 
fishing, trapping, forestry and mining. 

Within the service sector, the growth of individual 
industries varied widely. Between 1971 and 1986, the 
percentage of Canada’s labour force working in 
consumer services had grown to 23.6%, from 18.8%. 
The percentage working in business services grew to 


9.9%, from 6.6% and the percentage working in 
social services grew to 14.7%, from 13.1% . 

Although the number of workers in distributive 
services and in public administration and defence also 
grew over this 15-year period, there was very little 
change in the proportion of Canadians working in 
these industries. 


Highlights 


e Between 1971 and 1986, the number of people in 
Canada’s experienced labour force grew by about 
50% to 12.8 million in 1986 from 8.6 million in 
1971. 


@ Two major contributors to the growth of Canada’s 
labour force were the increased number of 
Canadians who were of working age, and the 
increased labour force participation rate among 
women. 
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For the labour force as a whole, there has been a 
growing concentration of workers aged 25 to 44; 
from 42.9% of the total experienced labour force 
in 1971 to 52.4% in 1986. In 1986, this trend was 
most pronounced in the professional group, where 
63.6% of workers were 25 to 44 years of age and 
in the managerial and administrative group, where 
62% of workers were in this age group. 


In 1986, nearly 43% of the experienced labour 
force were women, up from 34% in 1971. In 
1986, women working in clerical, sales and 
service occupations accounted for over half of the 
total female experienced labour force. 


In 1986, 40% of all workers were working in 
clerical, sales and service jobs. Workers in 
managerial and administrative occupations 
together with workers in the professional group 
accounted for about 25% of the total experienced 
labour force. Workers in processing and 
fabricating occupations also accounted for 25%. 


The managerial and administrative and the 
professional occupational groups grew at the 
fastest rates between 1971 and 1986. The 


number of persons working in the processing 
occupations grew between 1971 and 1981, but 
declined between 1981 and 1986. 


@ Three metropolitan areas - Montreal, Toronto and 
Vancouver - accounted for one-third of Canadian 
employment in 1986. Montreal’s specialization in 
manufacturing and in business and distributive 
services declined over the entire 1971 to 1986 
period, whereas Toronto’s and Vancouver’s 
degrees of specialization in these industries had 
rebounded by 1986, after initial declines in the 
1971 to 1981 decade.

Steel Primary Forms (Steel Ingots) 
Week Ending December 2, 1989 


Preliminary estimates indicate that Canadian steel 
primary forms production for the week ending 
December 2, 1989 totalled 280 005 tonnes, an 
increase of 4.4% over the preceding week’s total of 
268 192 tonnes, but down 14.2% from the year- 
earlier level of 326 168 tonnes.

Milling and Crushing Statistics 
October 1989 


Milling 


The total amount of wheat milled in October 1989 was 
221 226 tonnes, down 6% from the 234 826 tonnes 
milled in October 1988. The resulting wheat flour 
production decreased 5% to 165 340 tonnes in 
October 1989, from 174 028 tonnes in October 1988. 


Crushing 


Canola crushings for October 1989 totalled 128 747 
tonnes, down 5% from the 135 058 tonnes crushed in 
October 1988. The resulting oil production decreased 
4% to 51 174 tonnes, from 53 380 tonnes in October 
1988. Meal production decreased 5% to 73 978 
tonnes, from 77 527 tonnes in October 1988. 

Soybean crushings for the same month increased 
12% to 93 822 tonnes in 1989, from 83 900 tonnes a 
year earlier. As a result, oil production increased 15% 
to 16 643 tonnes in October 1989, from 14 514 
tonnes in October 1988. Meal production also 
increased, up 16% to 74 242 tonnes from 63 912 
tonnes in October 1988.

Labour Force Survey 
November 1989 


Overview 


Estimates from Statistics Canada’s Labour Force 
Survey for November 1989 show moderate em- 
ployment growth, continuing the period of marginal 
change noted since August. Employment gains were 
concentrated among women, accompanied by a large 
increase in their labour force participation. The 
number of unemployed persons rose by 30,000, partly 
due to employment declines among men, and the 
unemployment rate edged up to 7.6. 


Employment 


For the week ended November 18, 1989, the 
seasonally adjusted level of employment was 
estimated at 12,568,000, up 32,000 over October. 
The employment/population ratio increased 0.1%, to 
G2i\e 


The rise in employment was entirely due to 
increases among women. Employment increased 
by 44,000 among women aged 25 and over while 
it declined marginally for men in the same age 
group. 


Part-time employment rose an estimated 25,000, 
with the gains distributed between men and 
women. There was little overall change in full- 
time employment, with an increase of 36,000 
among women offset by a decline of 34,000 for 
men. 


The seasonally adjusted level of employment 
jumped by 68,000 in community, business and 
personal services and it also rose in trade. 
Employment declined slightly in both agriculture 
and other primary industries. There was little 
change in the remaining sectors. 


The estimated level of employment rose 11,000 in 
Quebec, 8,000 in Alberta and 6,000 in British 
Columbia. Employment declined 4,000 in 
Saskatchewan, while there was little or no change 
in the other provinces. 


Unemployment and Participation Rate 


The seasonally adjusted estimate of unemployment 
rose 30,000, to 1,032,000 in November 1989. This 
increase in the level of unemployment was 
concentrated in Ontario. The unemployment rate 
rose 0.2 to 7.6, equalling the average rate recorded 
during the first two quarters of the year. The 
participation rate advanced 0.3, to 67.2. 


© The rise in unemployment was concentrated 
among men aged 25 and over (+ 24,000). There 
was little overall change in the other groups. 


e The unemployment rate for men rose 0.4 to 7.5, 
while it edged down 0.1 to 7.7 among women. 


e@ The participation rate for women rose 0.3 to 58.2, 
with the gain concentrated among adult women. 
For men, the participation rate remained virtually 
unchanged at 76.6. 


e The estimated number of unemployed rose 
24,000 in Ontario while there was little or no 
change in the other provinces. 


@ The unemployment rate increased 0.8 in Prince 
Edward Island (15.7), 0.5 in New Brunswick 
(12.8), 0.4 in Ontario (5.3), 0.3 in Manitoba (8.0) 
and 0.2 in Saskatchewan (7.5). The rate edged 
down in Newfoundland (17.1) and Alberta (7.1), 
while remaining unchanged in Nova Scotia (9.9), 
Quebec (9.2) and British Columbia (8.4).

New Motor Vehicle Sales 
October 1989 


Highlights 
Seasonally Adjusted 


@ Adjusted for seasonal fluctuations and the number 
of trading days, preliminary estimates indicate that 
sales of all new motor vehicles totalled 119,000 
units in October 1989, a sharp decline of 11.8% 
from the revised September 1989 level. In 
October, lower sales were posted for both 
passenger cars (-12.7%) and commercial vehicles 
(-9.9%). 


@ The 11.8% decrease in October largely offset the 
12.0% gain recorded in September, further 
extending the trend of fluctuating but generally 
declining sales observed since the beginning of 
the year. 


@ On an origin basis, sales of North American 
passenger cars declined 19.0% in October 1989 
to 51,000 units, while sales of imported passenger 
cars increased 2.4% to 27,000 units. The October 
decrease for North American passenger car sales 
followed two consecutive monthly increases, 
whereas the increase in imported passenger car 
sales followed a decline of 3.9%.

Sales of all new motor vehicles totalled 124,000 
units in October 1989, down 5.7% from the year- 
earlier level. Passenger car sales recorded a 
decline of 7.4%, while commercial vehicle sales 
decreased by 2.0%. 


Unit sales of imported passenger cars increased 
15.2% over their level in October 1988, as a gain 
in Japanese cars (+27.6%) more than offset a 
sales decline for imports from “other countries" 
(-17.5%). North American passenger cars 
decreased 15.6% from their year-earlier level. 


The Japanese share of the Canadian epee 
car market rose to 26.5% in October 1989, from 
19.2% a year earlier. The Japanese share grew 
mainly at the expense of North American 
manufacturers, as their market share declined to 
66.9% from 73.4% in October 1988. 


All provinces reported lower unit sales of motor 
vehicles in October 1989 compared to October 
1988, except for British Columbia (+3.2%). The 
decreases ranged from 19.2% in Newfoundland 
to 2.3% in Quebec. 


For the first 10 months of 1989, total new motor 
vehicle sales decreased 4.2% from the same 
period last year, to 1,281,000 units. Sales of 
domestic passenger cars were down 5.4% to 
585,000 units, while imported passenger car sales 
dropped 3.6% to 277,000 units. Commercial 
vehicle sales totalled 419,000 units during this 
period, down 2.7% from a year earlier.

“Working for Minimum Wage" is one of the five 
studies featured in the Winter 1989 issue of the new 
quarterly, Perspectives on Labour and Income 
(75-001E, $12.50). This article examines the socio- 
demographic characteristics of low-wage earners and 
the types of jobs they held. It also offers a bird’s eye 
view of the history of minimum wage legislation and of 
current provincial laws. 


Highlights include: 


e About 40% of all low-wage earners were in their 
teens (aged 16 to 19 years). 


@ There were 377,000 adult workers (aged 25 to 69 
years) who worked for an hourly wage of $4 or 
less, accounting for 36% of all low-wage earners. 


@ About half of the jobs paying minimum wage or 
less were part-time, occupied principally by 
teenage students. 


@ Two-thirds of all low-wage jobs were in small} 
establishments; close to one-third were in the 
hospitality industry; and over one-third lasted less 
than three months. 


e The proportion of employees earning $4 or less 
per hour was lowest in Saskatchewan (4%) and 
highest in Prince Edward Island and New 
Brunswick (14%). 


@ Only a handful (6%) of the low-wage earners 
were unionized or covered by an employer- 
sponsored pension plan.

Highlights 
@ In 1988, 11 Workers’ Compensation Boards 


reported 617,997 work-related injuries or illnesses 
which resulted in permanent disabilities, or 
required workers to take time off work to recover. 
Of these injuries, over 27% or 167,852 involved 
the back. 


Sprains and strains accounted for almost 94% of 
the back injuries. 


Injuries to the back were most frequently caused 
by overexertion (68%), for example, resulting from 
the lifting of objects. This made "boxes, barrels, 
containers and packages" the leading cause of 
back injuries (21%). 


By industry (3-digit SIC), the largest numbers of 
back injuries occurred in hospitals (8%) and in 
special trade contracting (6%). By occupation 


(4-digit OCM), most back injuries were sustained 
by “truck drivers” (6%), followed by “nursing 
aides and orderlies" (4%). 


Data on work-related injuries and illnesses are 
now available for 1988. These data have been 
supplied by 11 Workers’ Compensation Boards and 
are detailed by province; sex, age, and occupation of 
the injured worker; industry of the employer; nature of 
injury (for example, amputations); part of body injured; 
source of injury (for example, chemicals); and type of 
accident (for example, falls from elevation). For 
persons interested in an historical perspective, data 
are available starting in 1982.

Employment Dynamics - Canada and Provinces 
1986-87 


In Canada, although small firms with less than five employees accounted for only 8% of total employment in 1986, 
they contributed a dramatic 41% of the total employment growth between 1986 and 1987. For Manitoba, small firms 
accounted for only 7% of total Manitoba employment, while they contributed 59% to the total growth. 

Special tabulations on employment dynamics according to firm size, industry, and life status for two reference 
years at both the national and provincial level are now available for 1986-87 and prior years. Based on administrative 
records, the data offer a comprehensive longitudinal assessment of payroll, business count, and an employment 
measure calculated by dividing firm payroll by industry/provincial average annual earnings as derived from the Survey 
of Employment, Payrolls and Hours (SEPH). The database covers 885,662 §rms that had paid employees in 1987.

The Farm Product Price Index (1981=100) for 
Canada stood at 96.5 in October, up 0.2% over the 
revised September level of 96.3. The livestock index 
recorded a small (0.4%) increase during the month, 
while the crops index showed no change. However, 
the overall index remained 5.5% below the October 
1988 level of 102.1. Cereal and oilseed prices have 
been much lower for the 1989-90 crop year (August 1 
to July 31) compared to the previous crop year, as 
1989 North American grain production has rebounded 
from the drought-reduced 1988 level.

Livestock and Animal Products 


The livestock and animal products index increased 
0.4% in October to 113.4, as an increase in hog 
prices more than offset a drop in cattle prices. Egg 
prices also increased, while poultry and dairy prices 
registered declines. The livestock index has trended 
slightly higher during 1989, largely as a result of 
stronger hog prices over the past six months. 
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@ The hog index reached a level of 97.0 in October, 
a 4.6% increase over the September level of 
92.7. The rise in October represented the fifth 
increase in the last six months and left the index 
17.1% above the October 1988 level of 82.8. 
Reduced hog slaughter in both Canada and the 
United States over the past six months has 
contributed to the trend towards higher prices 
during this period. 


e The cattle index stood at 112.4 in October, a 
0.4% decrease from the September level of 
112.9. Despite the decline in October, the index 
was 2.5% higher than the year-earlier level of 
109.7. Associated with this upward trend has 
been reduced cattle slaughter in North America 
over the first 10 months of 1989. 


Crops 


The crops index remained at a level of 78.2 in 
October, as higher cereal pricés offset declines for 
both oilseeds and potatoes. However, the index 
stood 14.9% below the year-earlier level of 91.9. 
Grain prices for the 1989-90 crop year have returned 
to levels similar to those of the 1986-87 and 1987-88 
crop years. Prices in 1988-89 were the highest in 
four years, aS drought in North America reduced crop 
production. 


e@ The cereals index increased 1.5% in October, as 
the Canadian Wheat Board (CWB) raised initial 
prices for barley and some grades of wheat. 
Effective October 5th, the initial prices for select 
(malting) barley increased $30/tonne, regular 
(feed) barley increased $15/tonne and Nos. 1 and 
2 soft white spring wheat increased $10/tonne. 
The CWB indicated that the higher initial prices 
reflected improved market conditions for these 
grains. 


e The oilseeds index fell 4.5% in October to a level 
of 90.1, as prices for soybeans, flaxseed and 
canola all declined. This decrease continued the 
downward trend in oilseed prices that began in 
the summer of 1988. Since July 1988, oilseed 
prices have fallen 29.4%. Sufficient world 
soybean supplies during the 1988-89 crop year 
and the prospect of both a world record crop in 
1989 and a record carryover into 1990 have 
depressed soybean and other oilseed prices as 
well.

Air Carrier Operations in Canada 
July-September 1988 


The volume of operations by Canadian air carriers 
continued to show strong growth in the third quarter 
of 1988, spurred on by a strong domestic economy, 
an increase in worldwide travel, and an increase in 
the number of available seats offered by the major 
Canadian air carriers (Air Canada, Canadian Airlines 
International Ltd., and Wardair) and the affiliate 
networks of Air Canada and Canadian Airlines 
International Ltd. Total passengers carried in the third 
quarter rose 10.5% over the third quarter of 1987, to 
10.1 million. 

Wardair increased its total passengers carried 
over the corresponding period in 1987 by 26.7% in 
the first quarter, 30.5% in the second quarter and 
37.7% in the third quarter of 1988. Between 
December 1987 and September 1988, Wardair 
introduced 12 new Airbus A310s to its fleet. In the 
third quarter of 1988, the number of passengers 
carried by Wardair on unit toll services increased 
102.8% over the third quarter of 1987, to 566,000. 
This was accompanied by a 33.0% drop in the 
number of charter passengers carried by Wardair, as 
the airline used its new capacity to compete more 
heavily with Air Canada and Canadian Airlines 
International Ltd. on domestic and _ transatlantic 
scheduled services. 

Compared to a year earlier, the third quarter 1988 
economy fare index for domestic scheduled services 
advanced by 10.4% in unadjusted terms, while the 
discount fare index fell by 7.8%. For the international 
markets, the economy fare index rose 3.3% and the 
discount fare index rose 0.2%. 

During the third quarter of 1988, 67.5% of 
domestic scheduled passengers travelled on discount 
fares, up from 57.3% in 1987. Over two out of every 
three (70.8%) international scheduled passengers 
flew on discount fares.

In October 1989, a total of 71 Canadian urban transit 
systems with gross annual total operating revenues of 
$500,000 or more (subsidies included) carried 
126,456,953 fare passengers, an increase of 1.1% 
over the previous month.

Preliminary data on Canada’s international 
merchandise trade, on a balance of payments basis 
and adjusted for seasonal variation, show a slight 
increase of 0.6% in exports in October 1989, bringing 
total exports for that month to $11.4 billion, up from 
September’s revised value of $11.3 billion. 

Imports rose 5.5% over the revised level for 
September, to $11.8 billion in October. The strength 
of imports in October was due primarily to a 
resurgence in machinery and equipment imports, in 
particular aircraft, engines and parts, and in imports of 
motor vehicle parts. 

As a result of more significant growth in imports 
than exports, the merchandise trade balance recorded 
a deficit of $421 million, the first monthly deficit since 
March 1976. On a cumulative basis, the trade 
surplus for 1989 totals $4.0 billion, less than half of 
the surplus for the first 10 months of 1988. Canada 
posted a trade deficit with all its principal trading 
partners in October, with the exception of the United 
States. 

Total exports of automotive products reached 
$27.3 billion for the first nine months of 1989, a 
decrease of $49 million compared to the same period 
in 1988. This results from a decrease in exports of 
passenger automobiles that was almost entirely offset 
by increases in exports of trucks and motor vehicle 
parts. Imports fell $1.5 billion (5.1%) to $27.5 billion. 
This decrease is related to the drop in parts imports 
of $1.2 billion (7:1%) for the first nine months of 
1989. Trade in automotive products recorded a 
deficit of $202 million, compared to the $1.6 billion 
deficit recorded for the same period in 1988.

Capacity Utilization in Canadian 


Manufacturing Industries 
Third Quarter 1989 


With weakness in the growth of expenditures on 
goods and services in the third quarter, as shown in 
the national income and expenditure accounts, 
manufacturers slowed their growth rate of production 
in the third quarter of 1989. The marginal growth in 
production in the manufacturing sector, combined with 
the high growth of recent years in plant and 
equipment, has resulted in a small decrease (0.7%) in 
Capacity utilization in the manufacturing industries. 
Capacity utilization dropped to 81.7% in the third 
quarter, from 82.3% in the second quarter of 1989. 
While this drop is small, the rate of decrease has 
been growing over the last three quarters. 
Furthermore, this is the fourth quarter in a row that 
Capacity utilization has fallen. A comparison of the 
utilization rates posted since the first quarter of 1981 
shows the rate of 81.7% is well above the 78.1% 
average for the period, but it is 2.4% less than the 
rate of 83.7% recorded in the third quarter of 1988. 

Utilization rates in the durable goods 
manufacturing industries decreased 0.6% in the third 
quarter, to 81.1%. In comparison with the average 
rate for the period 1981 to 1989, the third quarter’s 
rate is 8.1% above the average. However, the rate 
recorded in the third quarter of 1989 is 2.1% lower 
than that recorded in the third quarter of 1988. In the 
non-durable goods manufacturing industries, capacity 
utilization rates dropped 1.0% in the third quarter to 
82.3%. At that level, the rate is just about equal to 
the 82.0% average for the period 1981 to 1989 but it 
is 2.8% lower than the rate posted in the third quarter 
of 1988.

Investment in machinery and equipment has been 
increasing over the last few years but, as pointed 
out in the national income and _ expenditure 
accounts, it slowed dramatically in the third 
quarter. In the electrical and electronic products 
industries, the increase in production went to 
rebuilding inventories. This is evident from the 
fact that shipments showed no change, while 
inventories grew. Even though production rose, 
the growth in capacity production was greater, 
resulting in the rate of capacity utilization falling 
by 0.1%. In the machinery industries, gross 
domestic product, shipments and inventories fell. 
For the fourth consecutive quarter, the capacity 


utilization rate for machinery industries decreased. 
In the third quarter, the rate fell by 4.2%. 


Producers of intermediate goods showed mostly 
small increases in capacity utilization rates. The 
rate for primary textile industries increased 0.9%. 
In the plastic products industries, capacity 
utilization rose 0.4%. While the primary metals 
industries’ shipments declined, inventories rose. 
The rate of capacity utilization for this industry 
group increased 0.2%. One exception was the 
chemicals and chemical products industries, 
whose rate dropped 3.6%; this industry group’s 
production decreased along with shipments and 
inventories. 
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The two major manufacturing industries producing 
goods for export posted mixed results. Along with 
decreasing domestic car sales and lower levels of 
exports of automobile parts, the transportation 
equipment manufacturing industries showed lower 
production, shipments and inventory levels. Their 
rate of capacity utilization subsequently dropped 
by 2.0%. The paper and allied industries showed 
an increase in their inventories, along with an 
increase of 0.5% in capacity utilization. 


With real spending cutbacks by consumers on 
goods, the movements in the capacity utilization 
rates for manufacturers of consumer goods were 
mostly downward. While production of household 
furniture decreased, the other components of the 
furniture and fixtures industries accounted for an 
increase in production for the industry major 
group. Although production increased, capacity 
utilization decreased by 0.3% because production 


Capacity grew at a higher rate. Lower levels of 
fuel consumption by consumers led to a decrease 
in production by petroleum refineries, resulting in 
a drop in capacity utilization of 2.2% in the 
petroleum refineries and coal products industries. 
A decrease in production was accompanied by 
lower shipments and inventories in the beverage 
industries.. This led to a decrease of 4.6% in the 
industry group’s capacity utilization rate. Clothing 
manufacturers recorded a small increase, 0.2%, 
in their rate of capacity utilization.

Total federal and provincial government operating 
expenditures on adult correctional services during 
- fiscal year 1988-89 were $1.4 billion: $714 million in 
the federal sector and $764 million in the provinces. 
After adjustment for inflation, this represents about a 
4% increase over 1987-88 and an 11% increase over 
1984-85. 

From a caseload perspective, an average of 
27,000 adults were held in government correctional 
institutions on any one day during 1988-89 and 
another 79,000 offenders were under supervision in 
the community. 


Highlights from the report Adult Correctional Services 
in Canada, 1988-89, released today include: 


e@ The average daily cost of housing an inmate in 
correctional facilities was $111.12 in 1988-89. 
Using 1988-89 constant dollars to control for 
inflation, this figure represents a decrease of 
$4.51 (4%) from the 1987-88 average daily cost 
per inmate. 


e@ The average inmate population under provincial 
jurisdiction was 16,435. This represents an 
increase of 2% from 1987-88 but a 2% decrease 
from 1984-85. 


e At the federal level, the average inmate population 
reached 11,030. The federal custodial population 
increased 5% over 1987-88 and 2% over 
1984-85. 


e Expressed as a rate per 10,000 adults, the 
Canadian average was 106 persons admitted to 
custodial facilities during the year. Over the last 
five years, the rate of incarceration has fluctuated 
between 101 and 106. 


@ Sentenced inmates admitted to provincial custody 
were typically 27 years old, which ts considerably 
lower than the median age of the Canadian adult 


population (40 years). The average age for 
federal inmates was 31 years. 


@ Over one-third of all admissions to the federal 
correctional system in 1988-89 were for either 
robbery, or break and enter. Over the last five 
years, the number of admissions for these 
offences has fluctuated between 38% and 47%. 
At the provincial level, fine defaults accounted for 
almost one-third of admissions, ranging from 28% 
to 34% over the five years. 


e@ The percentage of females in Canada’s correc- 
tional system has changed little over recent years. 
For 1988-89, female offenders represented 6% of 
sentenced admissions to provincial custody, 3% 
of admissions to federal custody and 17% of 
admissions to provincial probation. 


e In total there were 68 inmate deaths reported 
during 1988-89, representing a 12% decrease 
from the previous year. Of these deaths, 28 
occurred within the provincial inmate population 
and 40 within the federal inmate population. Over 
the past five years, the number of deaths has 
decreased by 27%. 


The report Adult Correctional Services in Canada, 
1988-89 provides a descriptive overview of each of 
the correctional systems operating in the provincial, 
territorial, and federal jurisdictions of Canada. As a 
general reference document, this report focuses on 
both custodial and community supervision services 
that are provided to adults across Canada.

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Highway Construction Price Index 
1988 


The Highway Construction Price Index (1981 = 100) at 
the Canada level reversed in 1988-89 the declining 
trend of the previous two years by advancing to 
114.0, up 2.5% from the previous fiscal year’s level of 
111.2. Price increases for new highway construction 
ranged from a low of 1.1% in Quebec ,to a high of 
21.5% for British Columbia, while decreases ranged 
between 2.3% for Newfoundland and 5.9% _ for 
Saskatchewan. 

Contractors’ bid prices, which account for nearly 
80% of expenditures, rose 5.0%. Increases for the 
contract components of grading (9.3%) and granular 
base course (2.7%) were partially offset by price 
decreases for paving (-0.3%). Provincially, prices for 
the contract portion of the highway index fell in New 
Brunswick (-1.9%), Newfoundland (-2.4%), Alberta 
(-2.9%), and Saskatchewan (-3.5%). Increases 
ranged from a low of 5.3% in Quebec, to a high of 
25.2% in British Columbia. Nova Scotia, Ontario and 
Manitoba recorded increases in the 7%-8% range. 

Price changes for grading (including the supply 
component) ranged from a low of -3.6% in New 
Brunswick, to a high of 46.4% in British Columbia. 
Granular base course prices were less dispersed with 
Saskatchewan declining 11.1% and Quebec 
advancing 12.0%. Paving prices (including the supply 


component) declined 4.8% at the Canada total level. 
Significant decreases were registered for Quebec 
(-10.5%), Saskatchewan (-13.0%), British Columbia 
(-9.3%) and Alberta (-8.2%). Only Nova Scotia, 
Ontario and Manitoba posted increases. 

For the third consecutive year, prices for materials 
supplied by the provincial departments of highways 
fell at the Canada level. The 9.5% decrease for the 
1988-89 fiscal year was, however, a slower rate of 
change than was exhibited in the 1986-87 fiscal year 
(-21.6%) and the 1987-88 fiscal year (-12.8%). The 
continued decline in asphalt prices was _ directly 
responsible for the decline of the supply component. 
Material prices dropped in every province, with 
Quebec (-16.5%), Saskatchewan (-11.2%) and 
Ontario (-10.9%) having the largest decreases. 

The Highway Construction Price Indexes are 
calculated on a 1981 time base with fixed component 
weights at the provincial level, but with three-year 
moving average weights for the Canada total.

November 1989 


National Highlights 


The All-items Consumer Price Index (CPI) for Canada 
increased 0.3% between October and November, to 
153.7 (1981=100). This increase was slightly less 
than the 0.4% registered in the previous month. Five 
of the seven major component indexes registered 
increases ranging from 0.1% for recreation, reading 
and education, to 1.3% for transportation. The index 
for food fell 0.1% while that of clothing fell 0.4%. The 
largest part of the upward pressure on the CPI 
resulted from the 1.3% rise in the Transportation 
Index. 

In seasonally adjusted terms, the All-items Index 
rose 0.5%, up from the 0.3% increase reported for 
October. 

The year-over-year increase in the CPI, between 
November 1988 and November 1989, was 5.2%, 
virtually unchanged from the 5.1% rise reported for 
October and matching the 12-month increases 
observed in both August and September. The 
compound annual rate of increase based on the 
seasonally adjusted index levels over the latest three- 
month period (August to November) was 4.0%, up 
over the 2.4% rise for the three-month period ending 
in October. 


Food 


The Food Index fell 0.1%, following a rise of 0.4% in 
October. The latest change resulted from a decline of 
0.2% in the index for food purchased from stores, the 
effect of which was reduced partially by a rise of 
0.38% in the index for food purchased from 
restaurants. 

A large part of the 0.2% fall in the index for food 
purchased from stores was due to price declines in 
fresh meat products (-2.2%), fresh poultry (-2.2%), 
fresh fruit (-4.4%) and soft drinks (-5.5%). The fall in 
meat and poultry prices was attributable to vigorous 
promotional activity. The fall in the Fresh Fruit Index 
resulted from price declines for apples, grapefruit and 
bananas, which were associated with increased 
seasonal supplies. Soft drink prices fell, as a result of 
competitive and promotional pricing. A considerable 
part of the overall decline in the Food Purchased from 
Stores Index was offset by a rise of 8.0% in the Fresh 


Vegetable Index. Smaller increases were also 
observed in the prices of prepared and ready-cooked 
meat, dairy products, fats and oils, and condiments 
and spices. 

Over the 12-month period, November 1988 to 
November 1989, the Food Index rose 3.7%, up from 
the 3.3% increase reported for October. The latest 
rise resulted from increases of 3.1% in the index for 
food purchased from stores and 5.1% in the index for 
food purchased from restaurants. 


All-items Excluding Food 


On a month-to-month basis, the All-items Excluding 
Food Index advanced 0.4%, the same rate as that 
reported for October. The 1.3% increase in the 
Transportation Index accounted for the bulk of the 
latest change. In order of contribution, this was 
followed by increases of 0.3% in the Housing. Index 
and 0.9% in the Tobacco Products and Alcoholic 
Beverages Index. The Clothing Index fell 0.4%, 
exerting a modest offsetting effect on the overall 
increase. 

The 1.3% rise in the Transportation Index resulted 
from an increase of 1.5% in the Private Transpor- 
tation Index, offset marginally by a decline of 0.3% in. 
the Public Transportation Index. Most of the upward 
thrust in the Private Transportation Index resulted 
from a rise in the average price of 1990 model motor 
vehicles of 2.6% over 1989 models. These prices 
have been adjusted to account for changes in quality, 
consumer options and manufacturers’ rebates. 
Moderate price increases were also reported for 
gasoline, tires and automobile maintenance and 
repairs. The drop in the Public Transportation Index 
resulted from a fall of 0.9% in air fares, associated 
mainly with a larger proportion of “seat-sale" prices. 

Much of the 0.3% rise in the Housing Index was 
concentrated in the indexes for rented 
accommodation (0.3%), owned accommodation 
(0.1%) and water, fuel and electricity (0.6%). The 
marginal rise in the second index resulted from 
offsetting movements reflecting higher prices for new 
houses and mortgage interest payments and a decline 
in home maintenance and repair charges. Piped gas 
rates advanced in several cities in Ontario, Manitoba 
and Alberta, while electricity rates rose mainly in 
British Columbia, explaining the latest rise in the 
Water, Fuel and Electricity Index. At the same time, 
prices of household textiles fell by an average 0.8%.

The Tobacco Products and Alcoholic Beverages 
Index moved up 0.9%, primarily due to higher 
cigarette prices, aS manufacturers of tobacco 
products increased wholesale prices. Alcoholic 
beverages served in licensed premises, as well as 
those purchased from stores were each up 0.4%. In 
the latter case, an increase in beer prices in Quebec 
was a major contributor. 

Increases in the Health and Personal Care Index 
(0.6%) and in the Recreation, Reading and Education 
Index (0.1%) contributed modestly to the overall rise 
in the All-items Excluding Food Index. In the former, 
price increases for selected pharmaceutical products, 
eye-care services and hair cutting and grooming 
services were responsible for the rise. 

The Clothing Index was down 0.4%, as the 
Women’s Wear Index fell 0.9% and the Men’s Wear 
Index fell 0.2%. Noticeable price declines were 
observed in women’s dresses, sportswear, hosiery, 
jewellery and footwear and in men’s suits, furnishings 
and watches. Part of these declines was offset by 
higher charges for dry-cleaning and_ laundering 
services. 

Over the 12-month period, November 1988 to 
November 1989, the All-items Excluding Food Index 
advanced 5.6%, down slightly from the 5.7% increase 
reported the month before. 


Goods and Services 


The Goods Index advanced 0.4% in November, 
following a 0.3% rise in October. The Services Index 
rose 0.2%, down sharply from the 0.6% increase 
observed the month before. Between November 


1988 and November 1989, the Goods Index went up 
4.7%, slightly greater than the advance of 4.6% 
posted in October. The Services Index rose 5.8%, 
slightly less than the 5.9% reported for the previous 
month. 


City Highlights 


Between October and November, increases in the All- 
items Indexes for cities for which CPI’s are published 
varied from 0.1% in Quebec City, to 0.9% in 
Winnipeg. The below average increase in Quebec 
City was explained largely by declines in its indexes 
for housing and health and personal care and a larger 
than average decline in its Clothing Index. The 
relatively sharp rise in Winnipeg resulted from higher 
than average increases registered in six of its major 
component indexes, particularly increases for food 
and clothing. 

Between November 1988 and November 1989, 
increases in the All-items Indexes for cities fluctuated 
between a low of 3.9% in St. John’s, to a high of 
5.9% in Toronto. 


Main Contributors to Monthly Changes in the All- 
Items Index, by City 


St. John’s 


The All-items Index rose 0.2%, with most of the 
upward impact originating in the transportation 
component. Higher prices for new (1990 model) cars 
and trucks, and, to a lesser extent, increased vehicle 
insurance premiums, explained the nse in 
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transportation. An advance in the Housing Index, 
reflecting higher prices for household furnishings and 
equipment and increased household operating 
expenses, had a notable upward influence. Price 
increases were also observed for certain recreational 
expenses, cigarettes and personal care services. 
Largely offsetting these advances were declines in the 
Food and Clothing Indexes. Within food, most of the 
downward movement was due to lower prices for 
beef, fresh fruit, milk and pork. The Clothing Index 
fell, as a result of lower prices for women’s and girls’ 
wear. Since November 1988, the All-items Index has 
risen 3.9%. 


Charlottetown/Summerside 


A rise in the Transportation Index, combined with 
advances in the Food and _ Clothing Indexes, 
accounted for most of the 0.6% rise in the All-items 
Index. Within transportation, higher prices for new 
(1990 model) cars and trucks were observed. The 
rise in the Food Index reflected higher prices for fresh 
vegetables, soft drinks, pork and prepared meats. 
Advances in shelter charges, recreational expenses 
and cigarette prices also exerted an upward impact. 
Between November 1988 and November 1989, the 
All-items Index rose 4.6%. 


Halifax 


Higher prices for new cars and trucks (1990 models) 
accounted for most of the 0.6% rise in the All-items 
Index. Advances in cigarette prices, recreational 
expenses, vehicle insurance premiums, and alcoholic 
beverage prices also exerted a notable upward 
impact. The housing component was up marginally, 
reflecting advances in household operating expenses 
and higher prices for household furnishings and 
equipment, while charges for owned accommodation 
declined. Declines in the Clothing and Food Indexes 
had a dampening impact, with the latter reflecting 
lower prices for chicken, fresh fruit, pork and beef. 
Since November 1988, the All-items Index has risen 
4.9%. 


Saint John 


A rise in the Transportation Index, mainly reflecting 
higher prices for new (1990 model) cars and trucks, 
and, to a lesser extent, an increase in vehicle 
maintenance and repair costs, explained a large part 
of the 0.3% rise in the All-items Index. Increased 
recreational charges and higher prices for personal 
care supplies and cigarettes also had a notable 


upward impact. The Housing Index was up 
marginally, as higher charges for rented and owned 
accommodation were largely offset by decreased 
household operating expenses. The Food Index 
advanced slightly, as higher prices for fresh 
vegetables and bakery products were observed. The 
Clothing Index fell, exerting some dampening effect. 
Since November 1988, the All-items Index has risen 
4.5%. 


Quebec City 


The All-items Index rose marginally (0.1%), as a 
number of offsetting price movements were observed. 
The major upward influence came from the 
transportation component, as higher prices for new 
(1990) model cars and trucks were observed. 
Gasoline prices and vehicle maintenance and repair 
charges were up as_ well. Also exerting a 
considerable upward influence were higher prices for 
cigarettes and beer, increased recreational expenses, 
and higher charges relating to health care. The Food 
Index rose slightly, as higher prices for fresh 
vegetables, sugar, dairy products, soft drinks and 
cereal and bakery products were observed. These 
increases were largely offset by lower prices for beef, 
chicken, fresh fruit, and pork. A decline in the 


Clothing Index, due mainly to lower prices for 
women’s wear, exerted a considerable downward 
effect. The Housing Index fell slightly, reflecting 


decreased shelter charges and lower prices for 
household textiles. Since November 1988, the All- 
items Index has risen 4.4%. 


Montreal 


The All-items Index rose 0.3%, with most of the 
upward impact originating in the transportation and 
housing components. The rise in transportation was 
due to higher prices for new (1990 model) cars and 


trucks. The Housing Index was up, as a result of 
higher prices for household furnishings and 
equipment, and increased charges for owned 


accommodation. Advances in the prices of cigarettes 
and beer purchased from stores also had a notable 
upward — influence. The Food Index remained 
unchanged overall, as higher prices for fresh produce 
and restaurant meals were offset by lower prices for 
beef, chicken and pork. A decline in the Clothing 
Index, particularly for women’s wear, exerted a 
considerable dampening effect. Since November 
1988, the All-items Index has risen 4.5%. 
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Ottawa 


Advances in the Transportation and Housing Indexes 
explained most of the 0.3% rise in the All-items Index. 
The Transportation Index was up, as a result of higher 
prices for new (1990 model) cars and trucks. Within 
housing, increased charges for owned and rented 
accommodation were observed. Prices for household 
furnishings and equioment were up, aS were house- 
hold operating expenses. Other notable advances 
were observed in the prices of cigarettes and 
alcoholic beverages. Declines in the Clothing and 
Food Indexes had a considerable moderating effect. 
Lower prices for fresh fruit, soft drinks, beef, chicken 
and pork explained the fall in the Food Index. Since 
November 1988, the All-items Index has risen 5.3%. 


Toronto 


Higher prices for new cars and trucks (1990 models), 
and increased prices for cigarettes explained a large 
part of the 0.3% rise in the All-items Index. Health 
and personal care charges advanced, most notably 
for eye care, non-prescribed medicines, personal care 
services and personal care supplies. Rented 
accommodation charges were up as well. The Food 
Index rose slightly, reflecting higher prices for fresh 
vegetables, and, to a lesser extent, price increases for 
cured and prepared meats, dairy products and turkey. 
Clothing prices declined, exerting a notable offsetting 
effect. Since November 1988, the All-items Index has 
risen 5.9%. 


Thunder Bay 


Higher transportation costs accounted for a major part 
of the 0.3% rise in the All-items Index. Advances 
were observed in the prices of new (1990 model) cars 
and trucks, and, to a lesser extent, in automobile 
operation costs. Other notable increases were 
observed in the prices of clothing and cigarettes. The 
Food Index was up marginally, as higher prices for 
poultry, fresh vegetables, cured and prepared meats, 
pork and dairy products were largely offset by lower 
prices for fresh fruit and soft drinks. The Housing 
Index fell slightly, reflecting lower charges for owned 
accommodation and decreased prices for household 
equipment. Since November 1988, the All-items 
Index has risen 5.2%. 


Winnipeg 


Advances in the Transportation, Housing and Food 
Indexes explained most of the 0.9% rise in the All- 
items Index. Within tranportation, higher prices were 
observed for new (1990 model) cars and trucks. The 


Housing Index advanced, reflecting higher charges for 
natural gas, increased prices for household furnish- 
ings, and higher charges for rented and owned 
accommodation. Higher prices for beef, pork and 
fresh vegetables explained the rise in the Food Index. 
Advances were also noted in the prices of clothing, 
personal care supplies, cigarettes and alcoholic 
beverages. Between November 1988 and November 
1989, the All-items Index rose 5.1%. 


Regina 


Higher prices for new (1990 model) cars and trucks 
accounted for a large part of the 0.5% rise in the Alll- 
items Index. The Food Index advanced, reflecting 
higher prices for fresh vegetables, beef, pork, poultry, 
and cereal and bakery products. Declines in the 
prices of fresh fruit and soft drinks moderated these 
advances. Higher charges for shelter were also 
observed. Other notable advances occurred in health 
care charges, and in the prices of men’s and 
women’s wear, newspapers and cigarettes. Since 
November 1988, the All-items Index has risen 4.9%. 


Saskatoon 


The 0.7% rise in the All-items Index originated mainly 
in the Housing, Transportation and Food Indexes. 
Within housing, increased charges were observed for 
household furnishings and _ for — shelter. The 
Transportation Index advanced due to higher prices 
for new (1990 model) cars and trucks. The rise in the 
Food Index reflected higher prices for beef, fresh 
vegetables, pork and poultry. Higher prices for men’s 
and women’s wear, prescribed medicines, news- 
papers and cigarettes were noted as well. Between 
November 1988 and November 1989, the All-items 
Index rose 4.6%. 


Edmonton 


The 0.4% rise in the All-items Index mainly reflected 
advances in the housing and __ transportation 
components. Within housing, increased charges were 
observed for natural gas, owned accommodation and 
rented accommodation. The Transportation Index 
was up as a result of higher prices for new (1990 
model) cars and trucks. Recreational expenses, 
cigarette prices and the cost of alcoholic beverages 
served in licensed premises increased as_ well. 
Declines in the Clothing and Food Indexes moderated 
these advances. The Food Index fell as a result of 
lower prices for chicken, fresh fruit and soft drinks. 
Since November 1988, the All-items Index has risen 
5.6%. 
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Calgary 


The All-items Index rose 0.3%, mainly reflecting 
advances in the housing and _ transportation 
components. Increased charges for natural gas and 
for rented and owned accommodation explained the 
rise in the Housing Index. Within transportation, most 
of the upward impact came from higher prices for new 
cars and trucks (1990 models), and from increased 
charges for vehicle maintenance and repairs. Higher 
prices for cigarettes and increased charges relating to 
personal care also had a notable upward impact. A 
decline in the Food Index exerted a considerable 
dampening effect, as lower prices for fresh fruit, soft 
drinks, sugar, chicken, cereal and bakery products, 
and dairy products were observed.

Vancouver

and increased automobile operation expenses

explained a large part of the 0.3% rise in the All-items 
Index. A rise in the Housing Index, reflecting 
increased charges for electricity and for rented and 
owned accommodation, had a notable upward 
influence. Price advances for cigarettes and for 
alcoholic beverages served in licensed premises were 
noted as well. Higher prices for men’s wear and for 
clothing services resulted in a rise in the Clothing 


Index. Partially offsetting these advances was an 
overall decline in the Food Index. Within food, lower 
prices for fresh produce, soft drinks, chicken, pork, 
coffee and beef were recorded. Since November 
1988, the All-items Index has risen 4.9%. 


Victoria 


Advances in the Housing and _ transportation 
components explained most of the 0.4% rise in the 
All-items Index. Within housing, increased charges 
for owned accommodation, electricity and household 
furnishings and equipment were observed. The rise 
in the Transportation Index reflected higher prices for 
new (1990 model) cars and_ trucks. Increased 
charges were also noted for personal care services, 
men’s and women’s wear and cigarettes. Food 
prices fell, on average, as lower prices for fresh 
produce, pork, prepared meats, chicken, cereal 
products and beef more than offset higher prices for 
bakery products, soft drinks, eggs and restaurant 
meals. Since November 1988, the All-items Index 
has risen 5.5%.

Earnings of Men and Women 
1988 


For women working full-time throughout 1988, 
average earnings were $21,918 or 65.3% of male 
average earnings ($33,558), little changed from 
65.9% in 1987. During the 1980s, the earnings ratio 
has shown little movement. It increased to 65.6% in 
1984, from 64.2% in 1980. However, it has remained 
between 65.3% and 65.9% for the last three years. In 
1977, the ratio was 62.1%. In 1967, the first year of 
publication of the data, it was 58.4%. 

Earnings of Men and Women, 1988 is the latest 
report showing annual earnings by sex. The data are 
drawn from the Survey of Consumer Finances 
conducted in April 1989. This report compares 1988 
earnings of men and women by such characteristics 
as age, education, occupation and marital status. Also 
included are earnings data of husband-wife families. 


Other highlights from the report based on data for full- 
year full-time workers and for dual-earner families 
include: 


@ The female-to-male earnings ratio ranged from 
83.7% in the 15 to 19 age group to 59.4% in the 
55 to 64 age group. 


Single (never married) females earned 89.8% of 
single males, compared to 60.8% for married and 
67.5% for other categories. 


e The female/male earnings ratio ranged from 
57.1% for earners with grade eight education or 
less to 72.3% for those with university degrees. 


@ More than seven in 10 (71.3%) of husband-wife 
families were dual-earner families in 1988, 
compared to just over one-half (53.6%) in 1977. 


@ Among dual-earner families, the earnings of wives 
contributed 28.8% to family income (26.3% in 
1977). 


@ Average income of dual-earner families was 
$56,465, compared to $44,095 for families with 
the husband as the sole earner. 


It should be noted that there is no simple 
explanation for differences in earnings by sex for full- 
year full-time workers. Other important variables such 
as years of labour market experience, annual hours 
worked and educational attainment would have to be 
considered simultaneously to isolate the effect of 
gender alone.

Shipments decreased 1.6% in October, while 
inventories remained virtually unchanged. Growth in 
the short-term trend for shipments and inventories 
has slowed to the point of no growth in the most 
recent month. 

Led by the aircraft industry, unfilled orders 
recovered ground lost in the previous two months. 
The trend for current demand, as measured by new 
orders, continued to recover after bottoming out in 
May 1989. 


Highlights 


@ Preliminary estimates indicate that Canadian 
manufacturers’ shipments were $24.7 billion in 
October, a drop of 1.6% from the previous month. 
Durable goods industries, notably transportation 
equipment (-6.3%) and electrical and electronic 
products industries (-7.5%), accounted for most 
of the decline. The trend has shown no growth 
for the last three months. 


October inventories (owned) increased 
marginally (0.1%) to $38.6 billion. Increases in 
primary textile and machinery industries were 
offset by decreases in wood and transportation 
equipment industries. The rate of growth in the 
trend has continued to slow, from 0.4% in 
February 1989 to no growth in September 1989. 


The inventories-to-shipments ratio increased, 
from 1.54:1 in September to 1.56:1 in October. 
With the slowdown in the growth of the trends for 
both inventories and shipments, the trend for the 
ratio remained stable at 1.55:1. 


Unfilled orders jumped 2.7% to $31.1 billion, the 
second increase in the last seven months. The 
trend is still falling, but at a much slower rate than 
in previous months. Transportation equipment 


industries, notably aircraft, primary metal 
industries and other manufacturing industries 
accounted for most of the increase in October. 

Unfilled orders are a backlog or stock of orders 
which will generate future shipments, assuming 
that orders are not cancelled. 

New orders, on the other hand, represent 
current demand for manufactured products. They 
are defined to include shipments for the current 
month (i.e. orders received this month and 
shipped within the same month) and the change 
in unfilled orders. 


e@ Monthly changes in new orders continued to 
exhibit an irregular pattern with a jump of 3.4% to 
$25.5 billion. The trend for new orders continued 
to recover from a low point in May 1989 to 
increases of 0.6% a month for August and 
September. 


Year-to-date 


e Cumulative shipments for the first 10 months of 
1989 were estimated at $247.6 billion, 3.5% 
higher than the value for the corresponding period 
in 1988.

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Impaired Driving Statistics 
1988 


In 1988, 121,307 persons were charged with impaired 
driving offences in Canada, the lowest number since 
data collection began in 1974. 

Among the provinces, Quebec has had the lowest 
rate per 100,000 population in each year since 1974. 
Alberta has had the highest rate in each of the past 
five years. 

In 1988, 166 persons were charged with impaired 
driving causing death and 1,303 with impaired driving 
causing bodily harm. The majority of charges (92%) 
were for impaired operation of a vehicle’. Those 
refusing to provide a breath or blood sample 
accounted for the remaining 7% of the total. 

It should be noted that the number of persons 
charged with impaired driving is related to both the 
number of impaired drivers on the road, as well as the 
level of police enforcement (ie. road-side testing). 

Data from the Traffic Injury Research Foundation 
of Canada show that 42% of drivers who were killed 
in traffic accidents in 1987 were legally impaired. 
While this figure is still relatively high, there has been 
a general decrease since the high of 50% was 
recorded in 1981. 

A Health and Welfare study in 1988 showed that 
20% of Canadian drivers admitted to having driven a 
motor vehicle at least once in the past 12 months 
after having two or more drinks in the previous hour. 
A further 14% of those surveyed admitted to having 
been a passenger in a motor vehicle at least once in 
the past year when they thought the driver had too 
much to drink.

Seasonally Adjusted 


Preliminary estimates indicate that retail sales 
decreased 1.3% in October 1989, to $14.5 billion. 
Excluding new and used motor vehicle dealers, 
retail trade remained unchanged in October 1989, 
following a 0.4% increase in September. 


The 1.3% decline in October followed an increase 
of 2.0% in September and a decrease of 0.1% in 
August. The decline in October extended the 
trend of generally weak sales observed since the 
beginning of the year. 


The overall decline in October was _ primarily 
attributable, in order of dollar impact, to decreases 
reported by motor vehicle dealers (-6.2%), 
general merchandise stores (-6.5%) and women's 
clothing stores (-2.4%). Partly offsetting these 
decreases were increases by department stores 
(+2.0%) and pharmacies, patent medicine and 
cosmetic stores (+ 1.5%). 


The decline in sales reported by motor vehicle 
dealers followed two consecutive monthly 
increases, whereas the gain reported by depart- 
ment stores followed a 1.4% decline in Sep- 
tember 1989. Service station sales increased 
0.3%, the fourth consecutive monthly increase. 


On a provincial basis, seven provinces posted 
sales decreases, ranging from 6.0% in Nova 
Scotia to 1.0% in Ontario. Increases in sales 
occurred in the Yukon and Northwest Territories 
(+2.5%), British Columbia (+0.9%), Alberta and 
New Brunswick (+ 0.4%). 
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e@ Unadjusted cumulative retail sales for the first 10 
months of 1989 amounted to $139.7 billion, up 
5.0% over the corresponding period in 1988.

In October, non-residents continued to be major 
buyers of Canadian bonds, with a net investment of 
$2. billion. Investment was strong in both the 
secondary and primary markets. 

In the secondary market, non-residents acquired, 
on a net basis, $1.3 billion of outstanding Canadian 
bonds, bringing their net investment in the last four 
months to $5.2 billion. Japan was the main buyer in 
the current month, with a net investment of over $1 
billion, compared to $300 million in September. Net 
investments were also recorded from the United 
Kingdom and Asia, whereas residents of the United 
States reduced their holdings by about $400 million. 
Interest rate differentials between Canada and the 
United States continued to widen, especially for two- 
and four-year federal issues, where spreads were 
over 200 basis points. The gross value of bonds 
traded (sales and purchases) with non-residents

jumped by over 75%, following a sharp contraction in 
trading activity in September. 

The value of new Canadian bonds sold to non- 
residents exceeded $2 billion, compared to $1.5 
billion in each of the previous two months. 
Placements in foreign and international bond markets 
were up sharply from the low level in September; 
sales of new issues in the domestic market slowed. 
Over half of the new bonds sold were denominated in 
United States dollars and were placed in both the 
United States and the Euro-market. After retirements, 
the net amount invested from abroad was $700 
million. 

Net foreign investment in Canadian stocks 
amounted to $254 million in October. Net investment 
from the United States doubled to $400 million, which 
was partly offset by a net disinvestment by overseas 
investors. For the year-to-date, the net investment 
from the United States exceeded $3 billion, while 
overseas countries reduced their holdings by some 
$600 million. Stock market prices fell sharply in mid- 
October, following strong gains recorded early in the 
month. Prices quickly recovered, and by month-end 
were little changed from the September close.

Property and Casualty Insurers 


In the third quarter of 1989, property and casualty 
insurers reported income before income taxes and 
extraordinary items of $317 million, compared to $288 
million in the third quarter of 1988 and $267 million for 
the third quarter of 1987. 

The increase reflected the faster growth of invest- 
ment income compared to underwriting losses. 
Investment income rose $69 million to a level of $545 
million for the third quarter of 1989 compared to the 
third quarter of 1988. Underwriting losses rose $40 
million to a level of $228 million for the third quarter of 
1989 compared to the year-earlier quarter. 


Investment Funds 
For the first time since the second quarter of 1988, 


sales exceeded redemptions. Sales of investment 
funds stood at $2.8 billion in the third quarter of 1989,

an increase of $710 million over the $2.1 billion 
registered in the same quarter of 1988. 

Redemptions totalled $2.5 billion, down from $2.8 
billion in the same quarter of 1988. Consequently, 
net sales (sales minus redemptions) were $328 million 
for the third quarter of 1989, compared to net 
redemptions (redemptions minus sales) of $698 
million for the year-earlier quarter. 

Total assets of funds at market value were $34.2 
billion, compared to $30.7 billion in the third quarter of 
1988.

Quebec and Ontario registered losses in the value 
of residential building permits in September, while 
the rest of the country reported gains. 


The number of dwelling units authorized totalled 
204,060 at an annual rate (119,964 single 
detached and 84,096 multiple dwellings), a slight

Non-residential Sector 


The preliminary value of non-residential building 
permits decreased 13.5% to $1,626.4 million in 
September, from $1,880.5 million in August.

Monthly Overview 


Gross Domestic Product at factor cost, at 1981 
prices, declined 0.3% in October following increases 
of 0.4% in September and August. This is the first 
monthly decline in economic activity since last March. 
Production has advanced 1.0% to date in 1989 and 
2.0% since October of last year. Goods producing 
industries declined 0.9% in October, the largest 
monthly decrease in over three years. Services 
producing industries recorded no growth following a 
gain of 0.4% in September. 


Goods Producing Industries 


Production cutbacks were widespread among goods 
producers, with manufacturing and mining posting the 
largest declines. Construction was the only major 
goods producing industry to advance, gaining 0.6% in 
the month. 

Most manufacturers of durable goods recorded 
declines, with producers of transportation equipment, 
primary metals and electrical products posting the 
largest drops. Output of non-durables advanced 
marginally, as a large gain in production of chemical 


products outweighed declines in many _ other 
industries. 
Manufacturers of motor vehicle parts and 


accessories Cut output to the lowest level since July 
1988. Production has fallen 10.4% so far this year. 
Exports of these products have exhibited a similar 
pattern, also falling in October to their lowest point 
since July 1988. Motor vehicle assemblies were also 
scaled back, falling 4.1% in October following a 1.9% 
decline in September. Passenger car and _ truck 
exports fell about 5% in the month. 

Production of primary metals fell 1.9% to the 
lowest level of the year, primarily due to lower output 
by iron and steel mills and by copper and zinc 
smelters and refiners. 


Manufacturers of electrical products recorded 
large cutbacks in production of wire and cable, 
electrical industrial equipment, and major appliances. 
Production of appliances has fallen about 20% since 
January. 

Mining output declined 2.4% in October, due 
mostly to a sharp drop in output of crude petroleum 
and natural gas. Exports of crude petroleum fell 
substantially in October, while exports of natural gas 
declined for a second consecutive month. Domestic 
demand for crude petroleum, reflected in petroleum 
refinery output, was also down. Gas distribution by 
utilities fell for the fifth consecutive month in October. 

A decline in agricultural output was due to 
decreased grain production following five consecutive 
monthly gains. 

Output of public utilities declined 1.7%, the 
largest monthly decrease recorded to date this year, 
as electric power generation fell to its lowest level 
since January 1987. Electric power exports declined 
in each of the last three months. 

Output of the construction industry increased 
0.6% on the strength of gains in both non-residential 
building construction and residential construction. 


Services Producing Industries 


Following gains of 0.4% in August and September, 
output of services stalled in October. Decreases in 
goods handling industries such as retail trade, 
wholesale trade, and transportation and storage were 
offset by advances in other services industries such 
as community, business and professional services; 
finance, insurance, and real estate; and communica- 
tions. 

Output of community, business, and personal 
services advanced 0.8% in the non-business sector 
and 0.4% in the business sector. The gain in the 
non-business sector resulted mainly from the 
cessation of labour disputes that reduced output in 
education and health care in Quebec in September. It 
should be noted that the preliminary estimates for 
September have been revised downward to reflect the 
impact of these labour disputes on production. Much 
of the advance in the business sector originated in 
amusement and recreational services, where 
provincial lottery corporations reported substantially 
increased lottery ticket sales in the month.

Total Economy 
Index (January 1988 = 100) 
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The gain in finance, insurance, and real estate 
industries was mainly due to growth among real 
estate agencies and brokers, as the resale housing 
market continued to recover from its low of last 
spring. Mortgage interest rates, which declined 
moderately earlier in the year, were unchanged in 
October. Increased activity on stock exchanges had 
supported the finance industries in recent months, but 
output by stock exchanges and security brokers fell 
in October. 

Communication industries posted a 1.7% increase 
with most of the growth due to telecommunication 
carriers. 

Following a substantial 1.7% increase in Septem- 
ber, fuelled mainly by increased motor vehicle sales, 
retail trade fell 1.3% in October due to a sharp drop in 
sales by new motor vehicle dealers. The number of 
motor vehicles sold fell 11.8% in October. This 
followed a gain of 12% in September when most 
North American manufacturers had offered a variety 


of promotional incentives to clear out old model-year 
inventories. 

A 1.3% decline in wholesale trade was mainly due 
to lower sales by wholesalers of lumber and building 
materials, machinery and equipment, metals and 
metal products. 

Lower railway transport of a variety of manu- 
factured and mineral products, and reduced activity 
by grain elevators were the largest contributors to the 
decline in transportation and storage. Exports of 
wheat and other grains fell sharply in October.
